12 And Moſes's hands were 
heavy: ſo they took a ſtone, 
and put under him, and he ſat 
on it: and Aaron and Hur 
ſtayed up his hands on both 
ſides. And it came to paſs 
that his hands were not wea- 
ry until ſun-ſet. 

13 And Joſue put Amalec 
and his people to flight, by 
the edge of the ſword. 

14 And the Lord faid to 
Moſes : Write this for a me- 
morial in a book, and deliver 
it to the ears of Joſue: for I 
will deſtroy the memory of 
Amalec from under heaven. 
15 And Moſes built an 
altar : and called the name

2 He took Sephora the 
wife of Moſes whom he had 
ſent back: 

3 And her two ſons, of 
whom one was called Ger- 
ſam, his father ſaying: I 
have been a ſtranger in a fo- 
reign coutry. 

4 And the other Eliezer: 
For the God of my father, ſaid 
he, is my helper, and hath 
delivered me from the ſword 
of Pharao. 

And Jethro the kinſman 
of Moſes came with his ſons, 
and his wife to Moſes intothe 
deſart, where he was camp- 
ed by the mountain of God. 

6 And he ſent word to 
Moſes, ſaying : ] Jethro thy 
kinſman come to thee, and 
thy wife, and thy two ſons 
with her.

And when he 
was come into the tent,

that the Lord had delivered 
them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for 
all the good things, that the 


Lord had done to Iſtael, be- 
cauſe 
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cauſe he had delivered them 
out of the hands of the E- 
gyptians, 

10 And he ſaid: Bleſſed 
is the Lord, who hath de- 
livered his people out of the 
hand of Egypt. 

11 Now I know, that the 
Lord is great above all gods: 
becauſe they dealt proudly a- 
gainſt them. 

12 So Jethro the kinſman 
of Moſes offered holocauſts 
and ſacrifices to God: and 
Aaron and all the ancients of 
liracl came, to eat bread with 
him before God. 

13 And the next day Mo- 
ſes fat to judge the people, 
who flood by Moſes from 
morning until night. 

14 And when his kinſman 
had ſeen all things that he did 
among the people, he taid:

17 But he ſaid: The thing 
thou doſt is not good. 

13 Thou art ſpent with 
feoliſh labour, both thou, and 
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this people that is with thee : 
the buſineſs is above thy 
ſtrength, thou alone canſt not 
bear it. 

19 But hear my words 
and counſels, and God ſhall 


be with thec. Be thou to 


the people in thoſe things 
that pertain to God, to bring 
their words to hun: 

20 And to ſhew the peo- 
ple the ceremonies and the 
manner of worthipping, and 
the way wherein they ought 
to walk, and the work that 
they ought to do. 

21 And provide out of all 
the people able men ſuch as 
fear God, in whom there 1s 
truth, and that hate avarice, 
and appoint of them rulers of 
thoutands, and of hundreds, 
and of fifties and of tens, 

22 Who may judge the 
people at all times: and when 
any great matter ſocver ſhall 
fall out: let them refer it to 
thee, and let them judge the 
leſſer matters only: that fo it 
may be lighter for thee, the 
burden being ſhared out unto 
others. 

23 Ii thou doſt this, thou 
ſhalt fulfil the commandment 
of God, and ſhalt be able to 
bear his precepts: and all 
this people ſhall return to 
their places wish peace. 

24 And when Moſes heard 
this, he did all things that he 
had ſuggeſted unto him. 

25 And chooſing able men 
out of all Iitael, he appoint.

2 If thou buy a Hebrew 
ſervant, ſix years ſhall he ſerve 
thee: in the ſeventh he ſhail 
go out free for nothing. 

3 With what raiment he 
came in, with the like let him 
go out if having a wife, his 
wife alſo ſhall go out with 
him. 

4 But if his maſter gave 
him a wife, and the hath born 
ſons and daughters: the wo- 
man and her children ſhall 
be her maſter's: but he him- 
ſelf ſhall go out with his 
raunent. 

5 And if the ſervant ſhall 
ſay: I love my maſter and 
my wite and children, I will 
not go out free : 

6 His maſter ſhall bring 
him to (a) the gods, and he 
ſhall be ſet to the door and. 


Chap. XXI. (a) Ver. 6. To the gods: Elohim, That 


is to the judges, or magiſttates, authorized by God. 
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the poſts, and he ſhall bore 
his ear through with an awl : 
and he ſhall be his ſervant for 
ever. 

7 If any man fel] his 
daughter to be a ſervant, ſhe 
ſhall not go out as bondwo- 
men are are wont to go out. 

8 If ſhe diſpleaſe the eyes 
of her maſter to whom ſhe 
was delivered, he ſhall let her 
go: but he ſhall have no pow- 
er to ſell her to a foreign na- 
tion, if he deſpiſe her.

1 I If he do not thee three 


things, ſhe ſhall go out free 
without money. 

12 He that ſtriketh a man 
with a will to kill him, ſhall 
be put to death. 

13 But he that did not lie 
in wait for him, but God de- 
livered him into his hands: 
J will appoint thee a place 
to which he muſt flec. 

14 If a man kill his neig'i- 
bour on ſet purpoſe and by 
lying in wait for him: thou 
ſhalt take him away from my 
altar, that he may die. 


15 He that ftriketh his 


father or mother, ſhall be 
put to death, 
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16 He that ſhall ſteal a 


man, and fel] him, being con- 
victed of the guilt, ſhall be 
put to death, 

17 He that curſeth his fa- 
ther, or mother, ſhall die 
the death. 

18 If men quarrel, and 
the one ſtrike his neighbour 


with a ſtone or with his fiſt, 


and he die not, but keepeth 
his bed: 

19 If he riſe again and 
walk abroad upon his ſtaff, he 
that ſtruck him ſhall be quit, 
yet fo that he make teſtituti- 
on for his work, and for his 
expences upon the phyſicians. 

20 He that ftiiketh bis 
bond-man or bond-woman 
with a rod, and they die under 
his hands, ſhall be guilty of 
the crime. | 

21 But if the party re- 
main alive a day or two, he 
ſhall not -be tubject- to the 
puniſhment, becauſe it is his 
money. 

22 If men dquarrel, and 
one ſtiike a woman with 
child, and ſhe miſcarry in- 
deed, but live herſelf: he ſhall 
be anſwerable for ſo much da- 
mage as the woman's huſ- 
band ſhall require, and as ar- 
biters ſhall award. 

23 But if her death enſue 
thereupon, he ſhalt render lite 
for lite, 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot, ; 

25 Burning for burning,

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wound for wound, ftripe for 
ſtripe. | 

26 If any man ſtrike the 
eye of his man-ſervant or 
maid-fervant, and leave them 
but one eye, he ſhall let 
them go free for the eye 
which he put out. 

27 Alſo if he ſtrike out a 
tooth of his man-ſervant or 
maid-ſervant, he ſhall in like 


manner make them free. 


28 If an ox gore a man or 
a woman, and they die, he 
ſhall be ftoned: and his fleſh 
ſnall not be eaten, but the 
owner of the ox ſhall be quit. 

29 But if the ox was wont 
to puſh with his horn yeſ- 
terday and the day before, and 
they warned his maſter, and 
he did not ſhut him up, and 
he ſhall kill a man or a wo- 
man: then the ox ſhall be 
ſtoned, and his owner allo 
tall be put to death. 

30 And if they ſet a price 
upon him, he ſhall give for 
his life whatſoever is laid up- 
on him. 

31 If he have gored a fon, 
or a daughter, he ſhall fall 
under the like ſentence. 

32 If he aſſault a bond- 
man or bond-woman, he 
{hall give thirty ſicles of ſilver 
to their maſter, and the ox 
ſhall be ſtoned. 

33 If a man open a pit, 
and dig one, and cover it 
not, and an ox or an aſs fall 
into it, 

34 The owner of the pit 
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ſnall pay the price of the 
beaſts: and that which is 
dead ſhall be his own. 

35 If cne man's ox gore a- 
nother man's ox, and he die: 
they ſhall ſell the live ox, and 
ſhall divide the price, and the 
carcaſs of that which died 
they ſhall part between them: 

36 But if he knew that his 
ox was wont to puſh yeſter- 
day and the day before, and 
his maſter Cid not keep him 
in: he ſhall pay ox for ox, 
and ſhall take the whole 
carcaſs. 


CHAP. XXII. 


The puniſhment of theft, and 
other treſpaſtes. The law 
of lending without uſury, 
of taking pledges, of reve- 
rence to ſuperiors, and of 
paying tithes. 
F any man fteal an ox ot 
a ſeep, and kill or fell it: 

he ſhall reſtore five oxen for 

one ox, and four ſheep for 
one ſheep. | 
2 It a thief be found 
breaking open a houſe or un- 
dermining it, and be wound- 
ed ſo as to die: he that flew 
him ſhall not be guilty of 
blood. 
3 But if he did this when 
the ſun is riſen, he hath com- 
mitted murder, and he ſhall 
die. If he have not where- 
with to make reſtitution for 
the theft, he ſhall be ſold. 
4 If that which he * 
e 
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be found with him, alive, ci- 
ther ox, or aſs, or ſheep: he 
ſhall reſtore double. 

6 If any man hurt a field 
or a vineyard, and put in his 
beaſt to feed upon that which 
is other mens: he ſhall reitage 
the beſt of what ſocver he hath 
in his own held, or in his 
vineyard, according to the 
eſtimation of the damage. 

6 If a fire breaking out 
light upon thorns, and catch 
ſtac ks of corn, or corn ſtand- 
ing in the helds, he that kind- 
Jed the fire ſhall make good 
the loſs. 

7 If a man deliver money, 
or any veſſel unto his frend 
to keep, and they be ſtolen a 
way from him, that receiv- 
ed them: if the thiet be found 
he ſhall reſtore double: 

8 If the thief be not kown, 
the maſter of the houſe thali 
be brougt to (a) the gocs, 
and ſhall ſwear that he did 
not lay his hand upon his 
neighbour's goods. 

9 „* {nay either 
in ox or in aſs, or ſheep, or 
raiment, or any thing that 
may bring damage: the cauſc 
of both parties {hall come to 
the gods: and it they " 
judgment, he ſhall reſtore 
double to his neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver aſs, 
ox, ſheep, or any beaſt, to 
his neighbour's cuſtody, and 


it die, or be hurt, or be tak- 
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en by enemies, and no man 
law it; | 

11 There ſhall be an oath 
between them, that he did 
not put forth his hand to his 
neighbour's goods: and the 
owner ſhailaccept of the oath, 
and he ſhall not he compel- 
led to make reſtitution. 

12 But if it were taken a- 
way by ſtealth, he ſhall make 
the loſs good to the owner. 

13 It it were eaten by a 
beait, let him bing to him 
that wich was ſlain, and he 
ſhall not make reſtitution. 

14 If a man borrow of 
his neighbour any of theſe 
things, and it be hurt or die, 
the owner not being preſent, 
he hall be obliged to make 
reſtitution. 

15 But it the owner be 
pretent, he ſhal not make 
reſtitution, efpecially if it 
were hired and came tor the 
nire of his work. 

16 If a man ſeduce a vir 
Zin not ygt eſpouſed, and lie 
with her: he thall erdow 
her, and have her to wife. 

17 It the maid's father will 
not give her to him, he ſhall 
give money acco ding to the 
dowry, which virgins ere 
wont to receive. 5 

13 Wizards thou ſhalt not 
ſufler to live.

20 He that facriiceth to

zo Thou ſhalt do the fame

let it be with its dam, the 
eight day thou ſhalt give it to 
me. 

31 You ſhall be holy men 
to me: the fleſh that bealts 
have taſted of before, vou 
ſhall not eat, but mall cait it 
to the dogs.

3 And thou ſhalt ſpeak to 
all the wiſe of heart, whom 
I have filled with the ſpirit of 
wiſdom, that they may make 
Aaron's veſtments, in which 
he being conſecrated may mi- 
niſter to me. 

4 And theſe ſhall be the 
veſtments that they ſhall 
make: A rational and an 
ephod, a tunick and a ftrait 
linnen garment, a mitre and a 


girdle. They ſhall make the 


holy veſtments for thy brother 


Aaron and his ſons, that they 
may do the office of prieſt- 
hood unto me. 

$ And they ſhall take gold, 
and violet, and purple, and 
ſcarlet twice dyed, and fine 
linnen. 

6 And they ſhall make the 
ephod of gold and violet and 
purple, and ſcarlet twicedyed, 


and fine twiſted linnen, em- 


broidered 
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broidered with divers colours. 

7 It ſhall have the two 
edges joined in the top on 
both ſides, that they may be 
Cloſed together. 

8 The very workmanſhip 
allo and all the variety of the 
work ſhall be of gold, and 
violet, and purple, and ſcar- 
let twice dyed, and fine 
twiited linnen. 

9 And thou ſhalt take two 
onyx ſtones, and ſhalt grave 
on them the. names ot the 
children of Iſtael: 

10 Six names on one ſtone, 
and the other ſix on the otlier, 
according to the order of 
their birth. | 

11 With the work of an 
engraver and the graving of 
a jeweller, thou ſhait engrave 
them with the names of the 
children of Iſrael, ſet in gold 
and compaſſed about: 

12 And thou ſhalt put them 
in both ſides of the ephod, a 
memorial for the children of 
Ifrael. And Aaron ſhall bear 
their names before the Lord 
upon both ſkoulders, tor a re- 
membrance. | 

13 Thou ſhalt make alſo 
hooks of gold.

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14 And two little chains 
of the pureſt gold linked one 
to another, which thou ſhalt 
put into the hooks. 

1s And thou ſhalt make 
(a) the rational of judgment 
with embroidered work of 
divers colours, according to 
the workmanſhip of the c- 
phod, of gold, violet, and 
purple, and ſcarlet twicedyed, 
and fine twiſted linnen. 

16 It ſhall be four-ſquare 
and doubled : it ſhall be the 
meaſure of a ſpan both in 
length and in breadth. 

17 And thou ſhalt ſet in it 
four rows of ſtones: In the 
firſt row ſhall be a ſardius 
ſtone, and a topaz, and an 
emerald: 

18 In the ſecond a car- 
buncle, a ſapphire, and a jaſ- 
per: 
19 Ia the third a ligurius, 
an agat, and an amethyſt: 

20 In the fourth a chry- 
ſolite, an onyx and a beryl, 
They ſhall be ſet in gold by 
their rows, 

21 And they ſhall have the 
names of the children of Iſ- 
rae] : with twelve names ſhall 
they be engraved, each ſtone 


Chap. XXVIIL (a) Ver. 15. The rational of judgment. 
This part of the high ptieſt's attire, which he wore at his 
breaſt, was called the rational of judgment ; partly be- 
cauſe it admoniſhed both prieſt and people of their duty to 
God; by carrying the names of all their tribes in his preſence;

13 And the Lord, when 
he had ended theſe words in 
mount Sinai, gave to Mo- 
ſes two ſtone · tables of teſti- 
mony, written with the finger 
of God. 

CHAP. XXXIL

D the people ſeeing 
that Moſes delayed to 
come down from the mount, 
gathering together againſt 
Aaron, ſaid: Ariſe, make us 
gods, that may go before us :

2 And Aaron faid to them: 
Take the golden ear-rings 
from the ears of your wives, 
and your ſons and daughters, 
and bring thein to ine. 

3 And the people did what 
he had commanded, bringing 
the ear-rings to Aaron. 

4 And when he had receiy- 
ed them, he tailtioned them 
by founce:ts work, and mide 


| of them a molten calf. And 


they ſaid : Theſe are thy gods, 
O Iſtael, that have brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt. 

5 And when Aaron ſaw 
this, he built an altar before 
it, and made proclamation by 
a cryer's voice, ſaying: Lo- 
morrow 1s the ſoleinnity of 
the Lord. 

6 And rifing in the morn- 
ing, they offered holocauits; 
and peace-victims, and the 
people fat down to eat, and 
drink, and they roſe up to 
play. 


7 And the Lord ſpoke to 


Moſes, faying : Go, get thee 
down: thy people, which 
thou haſt brought out of the 
land of Egypt, hath ſinned. 


8 They have quickly ſtray- 


ed from the way, which thou 
didit thew them: and they 
have made to themſelves a 
molten calf, and have adored 
it, and facriticing victims to it, 
have ſaid : Theſe are thy

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gods, O Iſrael, that have 
brought thee out of the land 
of Egypt. 

—_ again the Lord faid 
to Motes : 1 fee that this peo- 
ple is ſtiti-necked : 

10 Let me alone, that my 
wrath may be kindled againit 
them, and that I may deſtroy 
them, and J will make of thee 
a great nation. 

11 But Moſes beſought 
the Lord his God, faying : 
Why, O Lord, is thy indig- 
nation enkindled againſt thy 
people, whom thou haſt 
brought out of the land of 
Egypt, with great power, and 
with a mighty hand? 


12 Let not the Egyptians” 


fey, I beſeech thee: He craf- 
tily brought them out, that 


he might kill them in the 


mountains, and deſtroy them 
from the earth: let thy an- 
ger ceaſe, and be appeaſed 
upon the wickedneſs of thy 
people. 

13 Remember Abraham, 
Iſaac, and Iſrael thy ſervants, 
to whom thou ſworeſt by 
thy own ſelf, ſaying : I will 
multiply your ſeed asthe ſtars 
of keaven: and this whole 
land that I have ſpoken of, I 
will give to your ſeed, and 
you ſhall poſſeſs it for ever. 

14 And the Lord was ap- 
peaſed from doing the evil 


which he had ſpoken againſt 


his people. 
15 And Moſes returned 
from the mount, carrying the

two tables of the teſtimony 
in his hand, written on both 
ſides, 

16 And made by the work 
of God: the writing alſo of 
God was graven in : tables. 

17 And Joſue hearing the 
noite of the people ſhouting, 
ſaid to Moſes : the noiſe of 
battle is heard in the camp. 

18 But he anſwered : It is 
not the cry of men encourag- 
ing to fight, nor the ſhout of 
men compelling to flee: but 
I hear the voice of fingers. 

19 And when he came 
nigh to the camp, he ſaw the 
calf, and the dances: and be- 
ing very angry, he threw the 
tables out of his band, and 
broke them at the foot of the 
mount: | 


20 And laying hold of the 


calf which they had made, 
he burnt it, and beat it to 
powder, which he ſtrowed in- 
to water, and gave thereof to 
the children ot Iſtael to drink. 
21 And he ſaid to Aaron: 
What has this people done 
to thee, that thou ſhouldſt 
bring upon them a moſt hei- 
nous fin ? * 
22 And he anſwered him: 
Let not my lord be offend- 
ed: for thou knoweſt this 
people, that they are prone to 
evil: 
23 They ſaid to me : Make 
us gods, that may go before 
us: for as to this fame Moſes, 
who brought us forth out of 


the land of Egypt, we know 
not 
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not what is befallen him. 

24 And 1 ſaid to them: 
Which of you hath any gold? 
and they took and brought it 
to me: and I caſt it into the 
fire, and this calf came out. 

25 And when Moſes ſaw 
that the people were ( a 
naked (for Aaron had ſtrip- 
ped them by occafion of the 
ſhame () of the filth, and- had 
ſet them naked among their 
enemies) 

26 Then ſtanding in the 
pate of the camp, he ſaid: 
f any man be on the Lord's 
ſide let him join with me. 
And all the ſons of Levi ga- 
thered themſelves together 
unto him: 

27 And he ſaid to them: 
Thus ſaith the Lord God of 
Iſrael: Put every man his 
{word upon his thigh : go, 
and return from gate to gate. 
through the midſt of the 
camp, and let every man kill 
his brother, and friend, and 
neighbour. 

28 And the ſons of Levi 
did according to the words of 
Moſes, and there were flain 


that day about three and 


twenty thouſand men. 


29 And Moſes faid : You 
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have conſecrated your, hands 
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this day to the Lord, every 
man in his ſon and in his 
brother, that a bleſſing may 
be given to you. 

30 And when the next day 
was come, Moſes ſpoke to 
the people : You have ſinned 
a very great fin: I will go up 
to the Lord, if by any means 
may be able to entreat him 
for your crune. 

31 And returning to the 
Lord, he faid: I beſeech thee: 
this people hath ſinned a hei- 
nous fin, and they have made 
to themſelves gods of gold : 
either forgive them this treſ- 
paſs, 

32 Or if thou do not, 
ſtrike me out of the book 
that thou haſt written. 

33 And the Lord anſwered 
him: He that hath ſinned 


againſt me, him will I ſtrike 


out of my book: _ | 

34 But go thou, and lead 
this people whither I have 
told thee: my Angel ſhall go 
before thee. And I in the 
day of revenge will viſit this 
fin alſo of theirs. 

The Lord therefore 
ſtruck the people for the guilt 
on occaſion of the calf, winch 
Aaron had made.

11 He made alſo loops of 
violet in the edge of one cur- 
tain on both ſides, and jn the 
edge of the other curtain in 
like manner, 

12 That the loops might 
meet one againſt another, and 
might be joined each with the 
other. 

13 Whereupon alſo he caſt 
fifty rings of gold that might 
catch the loops of the cur- 
tains, and they might be made 
one tabernacle. 

14 He made alſo eleven 
curtains of goats-hair to cover 
the roof of the tabernacle : 

15 One curtain was thirty 
cubits long and four cubits 
broad: all the curtains were 
of one meaſure: 

16 Five of which he joined 
apart, and the other fix apart. 

17 And he made fifty loops 
in the edge of one curtain, and 
fifty in the edge of another 
curtain, that they might be 
joined one to another. 

18 And fifty buckles of 
braſs wherewith the roof 
might be knit together, that 
of all the curtains there might 
be made one covering. 

19 He made alſo a cover 


for the tabernacle of raus

12 And to the ledge itſelf 
he made a poliſhed crown of 
gold of four fingers breadth,

33 Neither could Moſes 
go into the tabernacle of the 
covenant, the cloud covering 
all things, and the majeſty 
of the Lord ſhining, for the 
cloud had covered all. 

34 If at any time thecloud 
removed from the tabernacle, 
the children of Iſrael went 
forward by their troops: 

35 If it hung over, they 
remained in the Sic place. 

36 For the cloud of the 
Lord hung over the tabernacle 
by day, and a fire by night, 
in the ſight of all the children 
of Iſrael throughout all their 
manſions.

(a) This book is called Leviticus : becauſe it treats of 
the offices, miniſtries, rites and ceremonies of the prieſts 
and levites. The hebrews call it vaicra from the word with 
which it begins. 

Chap. I. (b) Ver. 3. A holocauft, that is, a whole burnt-offer- 
ing Z2exavge, fo called, becauſe the whole victim was con- 
ſumed with fire; and given in ſuch manner to God as whol- 
ly to evaporate, as it were, for his honour and glory ; without 
having any part of it reſerved for the uſe of man. The other 
ſacrifices of the old teſtament were either offerings for fin, 
or peace-offerings: and theſe latter again were either offered 
in thankſgiving for bleſſings: recived; or by way of prayer 
for new favours or graces. So that ſacrifices were then 
offered to God for four different ends or intentions, anſwer- 
able to the different obligations which man has to God: 1. 
By way of adoration, homage, praiſe ard glory due to his 
divine Majeſty. 2. By way of thankſgiving for all benefits 
received from him. 3 By way of confeſling and craving 
pardon for ſins. 4. By way of prayer and petition for 

race and relief in all neceſſities. In the new law we have 
ku one ſacrifice, viz, that of the body and blood of Chriſt: 
but this one facrifice of the new teſtament perfectly an- 
ſwers all theſe four ends; and both prieſts and people, as of- 
ten as it is celebrated, ought to join iu offering it up for 
thefe four cuds.

ſons of Aaron ſhall pour the 
blood thereof upon the altar 
round about: 

12 And they ſhall divide the 
Joints, the head, and all that 
cleave to the liver: and ſhall 
lay them upon the antes 
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which the fire is to be put: 

13 But the entrails and 
the fect they ſhall waſh with 
water. And the prieſt ſhall 
offer it all and burn it all 
upon the altar for a holo- 
cauſt, and moſt ſweet ſavour 
to the Lord, 

14 But if the oblation 
of a holocauſt to the Lord 
be of birds, of turtles or of 
young pigeons, 

15 The prieſt ſhall offer it 
at the altar: and twiſting back 
the neck, and breaking the 
place of the wound, he ſhall 
make the blood run down up- 
on the brim of the altar. 

16 But the crop of the 
throat, and the feathers he 
ſhall caſt beſide the altar at 
the eaſt fide, in the place 
where the aſhes are wont to 
be poured out, 

17 And he ſhall break 
the pinions thereof, and ſhall 
not cut, nor divide it with a 
knife, and ſhall burn it upon 
the altar, putting fire under 
the wood. It is a holocauſt 
and oblation of mot ſweet 
favour to the Lord. 


CHAP: II. 


Of offerings of flour, and, 


firſt fruits. 
W. E N any one ſhall 
offer an oblation of 
ſacriſice to the Lord, his 
offering ſhall be of tine flour, 
and he ſhall pour oil upon 
it, and put frankincenſe, 
2 And ſhall bring it to che 
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{ons of Aaron the prieſts: and 
one of them ſhall take a 
handful of the flour and oil, 
and all the frankincenſe, and 
ſhal! put it a memorial up- 
on the altar for a moſt ſweet 
ſavour to the Lord. 

And the remnant of the 
ſacrifice ſhall be Aaron's, and 
his ſons, (a) holy of holies 
of the offerings ot the Lord. 

4 But when thou offereſt a 
ſacrifice baked in the oven 
of flour, to wit, loaves with- 
out leaven, tempered with oil, 
and unleavened wafers a- 
nointed with oil. 

5 If thy oblation be from the 
frying-pan, of flour tempered 
with oll, and without leaven, 

6 Thou halt divide it into 
little pieces, and ſhait pour 
oil upon it. 

7 And if the ſacriſice be 
from the gridiron, in like 
manner the flour ſhall be tem- 

ered with oil, 

8 Aud when thou offereſt 
it to the Lord, thou thalt 
deliver it to the hands of the 
prieſt. 

9 And when he hath offer-

ed it, he ſhall take a memo- 
rial out of the ſacrifice, and 
burn it upon the altar for a 
{weet ſavour to the Lord. 

10 And whatſoever is left, 
ſhall be Aaron's, and his 
ſons, holy of holies of the 
offerings of the Lord. 

11 Every oblation, that is 
offered to the Lord, ſhall be 
made (5) without leaven, 
neither ſhall any leaven or ho- 
ney be burnt in the ſacrifice ts 
the Lord. 

12 You ſhall offer only 
the firſt-fruits of them and 
g1its: but they ſhall not be 
put upon the altar, for a ſa- 
vour of ſweetneſs. 

13 Whatſoever factince 
thou offereſt, thou ſhalt ſea- 
ſon it with (c) talt, neither 


| ſhalt thou take away the falt 


of the covenant of thy God 
from thy ſacrificg. In all 
thy oblations thou ſhalt offer 
falt. 

14 But if thou offer a gift 
of the firſt-fruits of thy corn 
to the Lord, of the ears yet 
green, thou ſhalt dry it at 
the fire, and break it ſmall

Such ſacrifices therefore as were 
offered either on occaſion of bleſſings received, or to obtain 
new tavours, were called pacifick or peace-offerings. In theſe 
ſome part of the victim was conſumed with fire on the altar

4 And he ſhall bring it to 
the door of the teſtimony be- 
fore the Lord, and ſhall put 
his hand upon the head there- 
of, and ſhall ſacrifice it to the 
Lord. 

5 He ſhall take alſo of

25 The prieſt ſhall dip his 
finger in the blood of the vic- 
tim for fin, touching there- 
with the horns of the altar of 
holocauſt, and pouring out 
the teſt at the foot thereof. 

26 But the fat he ſhall burn 
upon it, as is wont to be done 
with the victims of peace - of- 
ferings: and the prieſt ſhall 

ray for him, and for his fin, 
and it ſhal] be forgiven him. 

27 And if any one of the 
people of the land ſhall fin 
through ignorance, doing any 
of thoſe things, that by the 
law of the Lord are forbidden, 
and oftending, 

28 And ſhall come to know 
his fin, he ſhall offer a ſhe- 
goat without blemiſh.

| 13 Praying for him and 
ing atonement, but the

| ſhall have for a gift. | 

14 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, faying : 

15 If any one ſhall fin 
' through miſtake, tranſgreſſing 
- the ceremonies, iu thoſe things. 
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that are ſacrificed to the Lord, 
he ſhall offer for his offence a 
rem without blemiſh out of 
the flocks, that may be bought 
tor two ficles, according to 
the weight of the ſanctuary: 

16 And he ſhall make good 
the damage it{elf which he 
hath done, and ſhall add the 
fifth part beſides, delivering 
it to the prieſt, who ſhall pray 
tor him, offering the ram, and 
it ſhall be forgiven him. 

17 If any one fin through 
ignorance, and do one of 
thoſe things which by the 
law of the Lord are forbid- 
den, and being guilty of fin, 
underſtand his iniquity, 

18 He ſhall offs of the 
flocks a ram without blemiſh 
to the prieſt, according to the 
meaſure, and eſtimation of 
the fin: and the prieft ſhall 
pray for him, becauſe he did 
it ignorently: and it ſhall be 
forgiven him, 

19 Becauſe by miſtake he 
treſpaſſed againſt the Lord. 

CHAP. VI. 
Oblation for fins of injuſtice: 
ordinances concerning the 
Holocauſ and the perpetual 
fire : the ſacrifices of the 
priefts, and the fin-offerings. 


HE Lord ſpoke to Mo- 


les, laying : 

2 Whoſoever ſhall fin, and 
deſpiſing the Lord, ſhall deny 
to his neighbour the thing 
celivered to his keeping, 


which was committed to his 


truſt ; or thall by force extort 
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any thing, or commit oppreſ- 
ſion, 

3 Or ſhall find a thing loſt, 
and denying it, ſhall alſo ſwear 
falſly, or ſhall do any other of 
the many things, wherein 
men are wont to fin, 

4 Being convicted of the 

offence, he ſhall reſtore 
5 All that he would have 
gotten by fraud, in the prin- 
cipal, and the fifth part be- 
ſides to the owner, whom he 
wronged. 

6 Moreover for his fin he 
ſhall offer a ram without ble- 
miſh out of the flock, and 
thall give it to the prieſt, ac- 
cording to the eſtimation and 
meaſure of the offence : 

7 And he ſhall pray for 
him before the Lord, and he 
ſhall have forgiveneſs for eve- 
ry thing in doing of which he 
hath ſinned. 

8 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, ſaying : 

9 Command Aaron and his 
ſons: This 1s the law of a 
holocauſt : It ſhall be burnt 
upon the altar, all night un- 
til morning: the fire ſhall be 
of the ſame altar. 

10 The prieſt ſhall be veſted 
with the tunick and the linnen 
breeches : and he ſhall take 
up the aſhes of that which the 
devouring fire hath burnt, and 
putting them beſide the altar, 
II Shall put off his former 
veſtments, and being clothed 
with others, ſhall carry thein 


forth without the camp, and 
| ſhall 
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thall cauſe them to be con- 
ſumed to duſt in a very clean 
place. : 

12 And the fire on the al- 
tar ſhall always burn, and the 
prieſt ſhall fred it, putting 
wood on it every day in the 
morning, and laying on the 
holocauſt, ſhall burn thereup- 
on the fat of the peace-ofier- 
ings. 

13 This is (a) theperpetual 
fire which ſhall never go out 
on the altar. 

14 This is the law of the 
ſacrifice and libations, which 
the children of Aaron ſhall 
offer before the Lord, and be- 
fore the altar. 

5 The prieft ſhall take a 
handful of the flour, that is 
tempered with oil, and all the 
frankincenſe, that is put upon 
the flour : and he ſhall bura it 
on the altar for a memorial of 
moſt ſweet odour to the Lord: 

16 And the part of the 
flour that is left, Aaron and 
his ſons ſhall eat, without lea- 
ven: 
the holy place of the court of 
the tabernacle. 

17 And therefore it ſhall 
not be leavened, becauſe part 
thereof is oftered for the 
burnt-ſacriſice of the Lord. 
lt ſhall be moſt holy, as that 
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which is offered for ſin and 
for treſpaſs. 

18 The males only of the 


race of Aaron ſhall eat it. It 
ſhall be an ordinance everlaſt- 
ing in your generations con- 
cerning the ſacrifices of the 
Lord. Every one that touch- 
eth them ſhall be ſanctified. 

10 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, ſaying: 

20 This is the oblation of 
Aaron, and of his ſons, 
which they muſt offer to the 
Lord, in the day of their 
anointing. They ſhall offer 
the tenth part of an ephi of 
flour for a perpetual ſacrifice, 
half of it in the morning and 
half of it in the evening : 

21 It ſhall be tempered 
with oil, and ſhall be fried in a 
frying-pan. 

22 And the prieſt that 
rightfully ſucceedeth his fa- 
ther, ſhall offer it hot, for a 
molt ſweet odour to the Lord, 
and it ſhall be wholly burnt 
on the altar. 

23 For every ſacrifice af 
the prieſt thall be conſumed 
with fire, neither ſhall any 
man eat thereof. 

224 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, ſaying : 
25 Say to Aaron and Hs 


ſons: This is the law of the

tunick, and over it he put the 
ephod, 

8 And binding it with the 
girdle, he fitted it to the rati- 
onal, on which was Doctrine 
and Truth, 

9 He put alſo the mitre 
upon his head : and upon the 
mitre over the forehead, he 
put the plate of gold con- 
ſecrated with ſanctification, 
as the Lord had commanded 
him. 

10 He took alſo the oil of 
unction, with which he a- 
nointed the tabernacle, with 
all the furniture thereof. 

11 And when he had ſanc- 
tified and ſprinkled the altar 
ſeven times, he anointed it, 
and all the veſſels thereof, 
and the laver with the foot 
thereof he ſanctified with the 
oll. 

12 And he poured it upon 
Aaron's head, and he anoint- 
ed, and conſecrated him : 

13 And after he had offer- 
ed his ſons, he veſted them 
with linnen tunicks, and gird- 
ed them with girdles, and put 
mitres on them, as the Lord 
had commanded. 

14 He offered alſo the calf 
for fin: and when Aaron and 
his ſons had put their hands 
upon the head thereof, : 

15 He immolated it: and 
took the blood, and dipping 
his finger init, he touched the 
horns of the altar round

ed, and ſanctified, he poured 
the reſt of the blood at the 
bottom thereof. 

16 But the fat that was 
upon the entrails, and the 
caul of the liver, and the two 
little kidneys with their fat 
he burnt upon the altar : 

17 And the calf with the 
ſkin, and the fleſh, and the 
dung, he burnt without the 
camp, as the Lord had com- 
manded. 

18 He offered alſo a ram 
for a holocauft : and when 
Aaron and his ſons had put 
their hands upon its head,

poured the blood thereof 
round about upon the altar. 

20 And cutting the ram 
into pieces, the head thereof, 
and the joints, and the fat he 
burnt in the fire, 

21 Having firſt waſhed the 
entrails, and the feet, and the 
whole ram together he burnt 
upon the altar, becauſe it was 
a holocauſt of moſt ſweet o- 
dour to the Lord, as he bad 
commanded him. 

22 He offered alſo the ſe- 
cond ram, in the conſecration 
of prieſts: and Aaron, and 
his ſons put their hands upon

23 And when Moſes had 
immolated it, he took of the 
blood thereof, and touched 
the tip of Aaron's right ear, 
and the thumb of his right 
hand, and in like manner alſo 
the great toe af his right foot.

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24 He offered alſo the ſons 
of Aaron: and when with the 
blood of the ram, that was 
. immolated, he had touched 
the tip of the right ear of e- 
very one of them, and the 
thumbs of their right hands, 
and the t toes of their 
right feet, the reſt he poured 
on the altar, round about: 

25 But the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that co- 
vereth the entrails, and the 
caul of the liver, and the two 
kidneys with their fat, and 
with the right ſhoulder, he 
ſeparated. 

26 And taking out of the 
baſket of unleavened bread, 
which was before the Lord, 
a loaf without leaven, and a 
cake tempered with oil, and 
a wafer, he put them upon 
the fat, and the right ſhoul- 
der, 

27 Delivering all to Aaron, 
and to his ſons. 
ing hfted them up before the 
Lord, | 

28 He took them again 
from their hands, ard burnt 
them upon the altar of holo- 
cauſt, hecauſe it was the ob- 
lation of conſecration, for a 
ſweet odour of ſacrifice to 
the Lord. 

29 And he took of the ram 
of conſecration, the breaſt 


for bis portion, elevating it 
before the Lord, as the Lord 
had commanded him.

13 And the victim be- 
ing cut into pieces, they 
brought to him the head and 
members, all which 
he burnt with fire upon the 
altar,

cauſt, 

17 Adding in the facrifice

18 He immolated alſo the 
bullock and the ram, the 


peace-offerings of the people: 
and his ſons brought him the 
blood, which he poured upon 
the altar round about.

41 Al that creepeth upon 
the earth ſhall be abominable, 
neither ſhall it be taken for 
meat. 

42 Whatſoever goeth upon 
the breaſt on four feet, or 
hath many feet, or traileth on 
the earth, you ſhall not eat, 


becauſe it is abominable. 


43 Do not defile your ſouls, 
nor touch ought thereof, left 
you be unclean. 

44 For lam the Lord your 

God: 
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God : be holy, becauſe | am | 


holy. Delile not your fouls | maid-child, ſhe mall be un-

moveth upon the 2arth, 

45 For lam the Lord, who 
brought you out of the land 
of Egypt, that I might be 
your God.

This is the 
law of beaſts and fowls, and 
of every living creature, that 
moveth in the waters, and 
creepeth on the earth. 

47 That you may know 
the difterences of the clean, 
and unclean, and know what 
you _ to eat, and what 
to refule.

N D the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, ſaying : 

2 Speak to the children of 
Iſrael, and thou ſhalt fay to 
them : If a woman, having 
received ſeed ſhall bear a man- 
child, ſhe ſhall be unclean 
ſeven days, according to the 
days of the ſeparation of her 
flowers. ; 

3 And on the eighth day 
the infant ſhall be circumci- 
ſed: ä 
4 But ſhe ſhall remain 
three and thirty days in the 
blood of her purification. She 
ſhall touch no holy thing, 
neither ſhall ſhe enter into the 
ſanctuary, until the days of 
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5 But if ſhe ſhall bear a 


clean two wecks, accordin 
to the cuſtom oi her monthly 
courſes, and the ſhall re:nain 
in the blood of her puriſica- 
tion ſixty- ſix days. 

6 And when the days of 
her purification are expired, 
for a ſon, or for a daughter, 


| ſhe ſhall bring to the door of 


the tabernacle of the teſtimo- 
ny, a lamb of a yearold for a 
holocauſt, and a young pige- 
on or aturtle for fin, and ſhall 
deliver them to the prieſt, 

7 Who ſhall offer them be- 
fore the Lord, and ſhall pray 
for her, and ſo ſhe ſhall be 
clean ſed from the iſſue of her 
blood. This is the law for 
her that beareth a man-child 
or a maid-child. 

8 And if her hand find not 
ſufficiency, and ſhe isnot able 
to offer a lamb, ſhe ſhall take 
two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, one for a holocauſt, 
and another for ſin: and the 
57 ſhall pray for her, and 
o ſhe ſhall be cleanſed.

ment he ſhall be ſeparated. 

4 But if there be a ſhining 
whiteneſs in the ſkin, and not 
lower than the other fleſh, 
and the hair be of the former 
colour, the prieſt ſhall ſhut 
him up ſeven days, 

5 And the ſeventh day he 
ſhall look on him: and 1t the 
leproſy be grown no farther, 
and hath not ſpread itſelf in 
the ſkin, he ſhall ſhut him up 
again other ſeven days, 

6 And on the ſeventh day 
he ſhall look on him: if the 
leproſy be ſomewhat obſcure, 
and not ſpread in the ſkin, he 
ſhall declare him clean, be- 
cauſe it is but a ſcab: and the 
man ſhall waſh his clothes, 
and ſhall - —_ s 

7 But if the leproſy grow 
again, after he Hh Ag by 
the prieſt and reſtored to 
cleanneſs; he ſhall be brought 


to him, 
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8 And ſhall be condemned 
of uncleanneſs. 

9 If the ſtroke of the lepro- 
ſy be in a man, he ſhall be 
brought to the prieſt, 

10 And he ſhall view him. 
And when there ſhall be a 
white colour in the ſkin, and 
it ſhall have changed the look 
of the hair, — the living 
fleſh itſelf ſhall appear: 

. 11 It ſhall be judged an 
inveterate leproſy, and grown 
into the ſkin. The prieft 
therefore ſhall declare him 
unclean, and ſhall not ſhut 
him up, becauſe he is evi- 
dently unclean. 

12 But if the leproſy ſpring 
out running about in the ſkin, 
and cover all the ſkin from 
the head to the feet, what- 
ſoever falleth under the fight 
of the eyes, 

13 The prieſt ſhall view 
him, and ſhall judge that the 
leproſy which he has is very 
clean: becauſe it is all turned 
into whiteneſs, and therefore 
the man ſhall be clean. 

14 But when the live fleſh 
ſhall appear in him, 

15 Then by the judgment 
of the prieſt he ſhall be defiled, 
and ſhall be reckoned among 
the unclean.

24 The fleſh alſo and ſkin 
that hath been burnt, and af- 

ter it is healed hath a white 
or a red ſcar, 


25 The prieſt ſhall view, 


and if he fee it turned white, | 


and the place thereof is lower 
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than the other (kin; he ſhall 
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declare him unclean, becauſe 
the evil of leproſy is broken 
out in the ſcar. 

26 But if the colour ofthe 
hair be not changed, nor the 
blemiſh lower than the other 
fleſh, and the appearance of 
the leproſy be ſomewhat ob- 
ſcure, he ſhall ſhut him up 
ſeven days, 

27 And on the ſeventh day 
he ſhall view him: if the 
leproſy be grown farther in 
the ſkin, he ſhall declare him 
unclean, 

28 But if the whiteneſs ſtay 
in its place, and be not very 
clear, it is the ſore of a burn- 
ing, and therefore he ſhall be 
cleanſed, becauſe it is an the 
ſcar of a burning. 

29 If the leproſy break out 
in the head or the beard of a 
man or a woman, the prieſt 
ſhall ſee them. 

30 And if the place be 
lower than the other fleſh, 
and the hair yellow, and thin- 
ner than uſual ; he ſhall de- 
clare them unclean, becaule it 
isthe leproſy of the head and 
the beard. 

31 But if he perceive the. 
place of the ſpot 13 equal with 


| the fleſh that is near it, and 


the hair black: he ſhall ſhur 
him up ſeven days, 

32 Andon the ſeventh day 
he ſhall look upon it. If the 
ſpot be not grown, and the 
hair its colour, and the 
place of the blemiſh be even 
with the other fleſh :

41 And if the hair fall 
from his fore head, he is bald 
before and clean.

43 And the prieſt perceive 
this, he ſhall condemn him 
undoubtedly of leproſy,which 
is riſen in the bald part. 

44 Now whoſoever ſhall 
be defiled with the leproſy and 
is ſeparated by the judgment 
of the prieſt, 

45 Shall have his clothes 
hanging looſe, his head bare, 
his mouth covered with a 
cloth, and he ſhall cry out that 
he is defiled and unclean, 

46 All the time that he is 
a leper and unclean, he ſhall 
dwell alone without the camp. 

47 A woollen or linnen ( 5 
garment, that ſhall have the 
leproſy 

48 In the warp, and the 
woot, or a ſkin, or whatſoever 
is made of a ſkin, 

49 If it be infected with a 
white or red ſpot, it ſhall be 
accounted the leproſy, and 
ſhall be ſhewed to the prieſt. 

50 And he ſhall look upon it 
and ſhall ſhut it up ſeven days: 

51 And on the ſeventh day 
when he looketh on it again 
if he find that it is grown, it is 
a fixed leproſy : he ſhall judge 
the garment unclean, and e- 
very thing wherein it ſhall

11 And when he had bla 
phemed the name, and had 
curſed it, he was brought to 
Moſes : (now his mother was 
called Saſumith, the daughter 
of Dabii of the tribe of 
Dan.) 

12 And they put him into 
priſon, till they might know 
what the Lord would com- 
mand. 

13 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moles, 

14 Saying : Bring forth the 
blaſphemer without the camp, 
and let them that heard him, 
put their hands upon his 
head, and let all the people 
{tone him. X 

15 And thou ſhalt ſpeak 
to the children of Ifrael : 
The man that curleth his 
God, ſhall bear his fin: 

16 And he that blaſphe- 
meth the name of the Lord, 
dying let him die: all the 
multitude ſhall ſtone him, 
whether he be a native or a 
ſtranger. He that blaſphem- 
eth the name of the Lord, 
dying let him die. 

17 He that ſtriketh, and 


killeth a man, dying let him 
die. 
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ſnall make it good, that is to 
tay, ſhall give beaſt for 
beaſt, 

19 He that giveth a ble- 
miſh to anyof his neighbours: 
as he hath done, ſo ſhall it be 


done to him: 
20 Breach for breach, eye 


for eve, tooth for tooth ſhall | 
he reftore. What blemiſh he | 
the like ſhall he be 


ve, 


compelled to ſuffer. 


21 He that firiketh a beaſt, 


ſhall render another. He 
that ſtriketh a man, ſhall be 
puniſhed. 

22 Let there be equal judg- 
ment among you, whether he 
be a ſtranger, or a native that 
offends; becauſe I am the 
Lord, your God. 

23 And Moſes ſpoke to 
the children of Ifrac! : and 
they brought forth him that 
had blaſphemed, without the 
camp, and they ſtoned him. 
And the children of Ifrael did 
as the Lord had commanded 
Moles. 


C'H A P. XXV. 


The laæu of the ſeventh and of 


the fiftieth year of jubile. 


ND the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes in mount Sinai, 
ſaying: 


2 Speak to the children of 


Iſtael, and thou ſhalt ſay to 
them : When you ſhall have 
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18 He that killeth a beaſt, ' 


entered into the land which [ 
will give you, obſerve the 
reſt of the ſabbath to the 
Lord. 

3 Six years thou ſhalt ſow 
thy held, and fix years thou 
thalt prune thy vineyard, and 
ſhalt gather the fruits there- 
of : 

4 But in the feventh year 
there ſhall be a ſabbath to the 
land, of the reſting of the 
Lord: thou ſhalt not ſow thy 
held, nor prune thy vineyard. 

5 What the ground fhall 
bring forth of itſelf, thou ſhalt 
not reap: neither ſhalt thou 
gather the grapes of the firſt- 
truits as a vintage: for it is a 
year of reſt to the land : 

6 But they ſhall be unto 
you for meat, to thee and to 
thy man- ſervant, to thy maid- 
ſervant and thy hireling, and 
to the ſtrangers that ſojourn 


with thee: - 


7 All things that grow ſhall 
be meat to thy beaſts and to 
thy cattle. 

8 Thou ſhalt alſo number 
to thee ſeven weeks of years, 
that is to ſay, ſeven times ſe- 
ven, which together make 
forty nine years: 

9 And thou ſhalt ſound the 
trumpet inthe ſeventh month, 
the tenth day of the month, 
in the time of the expiation 
in all your land. - 

10 And thou ſhalt ſanctity 
the fiftieth year, and ſhalt 


proclaim 
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proclaim (a) remiſſion to all 


the inhabitants of thy land ; 
for it is the year of jubile. 
Every man ſhall return to his 
poſſeſſion, and every one ſhall 
go back to his former family: 

11 Becauſe it is the jubile 
and the fiftieth year. You 
ſhall not ſow, nor reap the 
things that grow in the field 
of their own accord, neither 
ſhall you gather the firſt-fruits 
of the vines, 

12 Becauſe of the ſanctifi- 
cation of the jubile, but as 
they grow you ſhall preſently 
eat them. 

13 In the year of the ju- 


bile all thall return to their! 


poſſeſſions. 

14 When thou ſhalt ſell 
any thing to thy neighbour, 
or thalt buy of him, grieve 
not thy brother, but thou 
ſhalt buy of him according to 


the number of years from the 


jubile, 

15 And he ſhall ſell to thee 
according to the computation 
of the fruits. 

16 The more years remain 
after the jubile, the more thall 
the price increafe : and the 
leſs time is counted, ſo much 
the leſs ſhall the purchaſe colt. 
For he ſhall fell ro thee the 
time of the fruits. 

17 Do not afflit your 
countrymen, but let every one 
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fear his God, becauſe I am 
the Lord your God. 

18 Do my precepts, and 
keep my judgments, and ful- 
hl them: that you may dwell 
in the land without any fear, 

19 And the ground may 
yield you its fruits, of which 
you may eat your hil, fearing 
no man's invaſion. 

20 But if you ſay: What 
ſhall we eat the ſeventh year, 
if we ſow not, nor gather our 
fruits ? 

21 I will give you my 
bletiing the ſixth year, and it 
ſhall yield the fruits of three 
years: 

22 And the eiphth year you 
ſhall tow, and thall eat of the 
old fruits, until the ninth year: 
till new grow up, you ſhall 
eat the old ſtore. 

23 The land alſo ſhall not 


be {old for ever: becauſe it 


is mine, and you are ſtrangers 
and ſojourners with me. 


24 For which cauſe all the 


country of your poſſeſſion 
| ſhall be under the condition 


of redemption. 

25 It thy brother being im- 
poverithed ſell his little poſ- 
ſeſſion, and his kinſman will, 
he may redeem what he had 
told. 

26 But if he have no kinſ- 
man, and he himſelf can find 
the price to redeem it : 


| Chap. XXV. (a) Ver. 10. Remiſſion. That is, a gene- 


— 


tal releaſe and diſcharge from debts and bondage, and a 
reinſtating of every man in his former poſſeiſions. 
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27 The value of the fruits 
ſhall be counted from that 
time when he fold it: and the 
overplus he ſhall reitore to the 


buyer, and fo ſhall receive 


his poſſeſſion again. 

28 But if his hands find 
not the means to repay the 
price, the buyer ſhall have 
what he bought, until the 
year of the jubile. For in 
that year all that is ſold ſhall 
return to the owner, and to 
the ancient poſſeſſor. 

29 He that ſelleth a houſe 
within the walls of a city, 
thall have the liberty to re- 
deem it, until one year be 
expited, 

zo If he redeem it not, 
and the whole year be fully 
out, the buyer ſhall poſſeſs it, 
and his poſterity for ever, and 
it cannot be redeemed, not 
even in the jubile. 

31 Bt if the houſe be in 
a village, that hath no walls, 
it ſnall be ſold according to 
the ſame law as the fields, if 
it be not redeemed before, in 
the jubile it ſhall return to 
the owner, 

32 The houſes of Levites, 
which are 1g cities, may al- 
ways be redeemed : 

33 If they be not redeem- 
ed, in the jubile they ſhall all 
retutn to the owners, becauſe 
the houſes of the cities of the 
Levites are for their poſſeſſi- 


ons among the childrea of 


Ifrael. 
34 But let not their ſuburbs 


be fold, becauſe it is a per- 
petual poſſeſſion. 

35 If thy brother be im- 
poveriſhed, and weak of hand, 
and thou receive him as a 
ſtranger and ſojourner, and 
he live with thee, 

36 Take not uſury of him 
nor more than thou gaveſt, 
fear thy God, that thy bro- 
ther may live with thee. 

37 Thou fhalt not give 
him thy money upon 95 
nor exact of him any increaſe 
of fruits. 

38 Jam the Lord your 
God who brought you out of 
the land of Egypt, that I 
might give you the land of 
Chanaan, and might be your 
God. 

39 If thy brother con- 
{trained by poverty, ſell him- 
ſelf to thee, thou ſhalt not 
N him with the ſervice 
of bond-ſervants, 

40 But he ſhall be as a 
hireling, and a ſojourner: he 
thall work with thee until the 
year of the jubile, 

41 And afterward he ſhall 

o out with his children, and 
thall return to his kindred and 
to the poſſeſſion of his fa- 
thers. 

42 For they are my fer- 
vants, and I brought them 
out of the land of Egypt, let 
them not be fold as bondmen : 

43 Aﬀia him not by 
might, but fear thy God. 

44 Let your bond-men, 
and your bond-women, be 1 
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the nations that are round a- 
bout you. 

45 And of the ſtrangers, 
that ſojourn among you, or 
that were born of them in 
your land, theſe you ſhall 
have for ſervants : 

46 And by right of inhe- 
ritance ſhall leave them to 
your poſterity, and ſhall poſ- 
te(s them for ever. But op- 
preſs not your brethren the 
children of Itrael by might. 

47 If the hand of a ſtran- 
ger or a ſojourner grow ſtron 
among you, and thy brother 
being impoveriſhed fell him- 
ſelf to him, or to any of his 
Tace : 

43 After the ſale he may 
be redeemed. He that will 
of his brethren ſhall redeem 
him, 

49 Either his uncle or his 
uncle's ſon, or his kinſman, 
by blood, or by affinity. But 
it he himſelf be able alſo, he 
thall redeem himſelf, 

50 Counting only the 
vears from the time of his 
ſelling unto the year of the 
jubile : and counting the mo- 
ney, that he was ſold for, 
according to the number of 
the years and the reckoning 
of a hired ſervant. 

51 If there be many years 
that remain until the jubile, 
according to them ſhall he al- 
lo repay the price. 

52 It few he ſhall make 
the reckoning with him ac- 
cording to the number of the 


;L3 


years, and ſhall repay to the 
buyer of what remaineth of 
the years, 

53 His wages being allow- 
ed for which he ſerved be- 
fore: he ſhall not afflict him 
violently in thy ſight. 

54 And if by theſe means 
he cannot be redeemed, in the 
year of the jubile he ſhall go 
out with his children. 

55 For the children of I- 
racl are my ſervants, whom ! 
brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt. 


CHAP. N 


God promiſes tz them that 
keep his commandments. 
And the many punifh ment; 
with which he threatens 
tranſgreſſors. 

Am the Lord your God: 

you ſhall not make to 
yourſelves any idol or graven 
thing, neither ſhall you erect 
pillars, nor ſet up a remark- 

able ſtone in your land, to a- 

dore it, for J am the Lord 

your God. 

2 Keep my ſabbaths, and 
reverence my fanCtuary, I ax 
the Lord. 

3 If you walk in my pre- 
cepts, and keep my command- 
ments, and do them, I will 
give you rain in due ſea- 
{ons, 

4 And the ground ſhall 
bring forth itsincreaſe,and the 
trees ſhall be filled with fruit. 

5 The threſhing of your 
harveſt ſhall reach unto the 
vintage, 
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vintage, and the vintage ſhall 
reach unto the ſowing-time : 
and you ſhall eat your bread 
to the tull, and dwell in your 
land without fear. 

6 I will give peace in your 
coaſts : you ſhall ſleep, and 
there ſhall be none to make 
you afraid. I will take away 
evil beatts: and the ſword 
mall not paſs through your 
QUATZCerS, 

7 You ſhall purſue your 
enemies, and they ſhall fal! 
be fore you. | 

8 Five of yours ſhall pur- 
ine a hundred others, and a 
hundred of you ten thouſand : 
your enemies ſhall fall before 
you by the ſword. 

9 I will look on you, and 
make you increaſe : you ſhall 
be multiplied, and 1 will e- 
trabliſlh my covenant with 
— 
10 You ſhall eat the oldeſt 
oi the old ſtore, and, new 
coming on, you ſhall caft a- 
way the old. 

11 I will ſet my tabernacle 
in the midſt of you, and my 
ſoul ſhall! not caſt you off. 

12 Iwill walk among you, 
and will be your God, and 
you thall be my people. 

13 I am the Lord your 
God : who have brought you 
out of the land of the Egyp- 
tians, that you ſhould not 
ſerve them, and who have 
broken the chains of your 
necks, that you might go up- 
right. 


14 But if you will not hear 
me, nor do all my command- 
ments, 

15 If you deſpiſe my laws, 
and contemn my judgments 
ſo as not to do thoſe things 
which are appointed by ime, 
and to make void my Cove- 
nant: 

16Talſowill do theſe things 
to you: I wil! quickly visit 
you with poverty, and burn- 
ing heat, which ſhall waſte 
your eyes, and conſume your 
lives. You ſhall fow your ſeed 
in vain, which ſhall be de- 
voured by your enemies. 

17 I will ſet my face a- 
=_ you, and you ſhall fall 

own before your enemies, 
and ſhall be made ſubject to 
them that hate you, you ſhall 
flee, when no man purſueth 
you. 

18 But if you will not yet 
for all this obey me, I will 
chaſtiſe you ſeven times more 
for your fins, 

19 And I will break the 
pride of your ſtubborneſs, 
and I will make to you the 
heaven above as iron, and the 
earth as brats. 

20 Your labour ſhall be 
ſpent in vain, the ground ſhall 
not bring forth her increaſe, 
nor the trees yield their fruit. 

21 If you walk contrary 
to me, and will not hearken 
to me, I will bring ſeven 
times more plagues upon you 


for your fins : 


22 And 1 will ſend in up- 
on 
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on you the beaſts of the held, 
to deſtroy you, and your cat- 
tle, and make you few in 
number, and that your high- 
ways may be deſolate. 

23 And if even ſo you will 
not amend, but wilt walk 
contrary to me : 

24 J alſo will walk con- 
trary to you, and will ſtrike 
you ſeven times for your 
uns. 

25 And I will bring in up- 
on vou the ſword that ſhall 
avenge my covenant. And 
when you ſhall flee into the 


cities, | will ſend the peſti- 


lence in the midft of you, and 
you ſhall be delivered into the 
hands of your enemies, 

26 After I ſhall have brok- 
en the ſtaff of your bread : ſo 
that ten women ſhall bake 
your bread in one oven, and 
give 1t out by weight: and 
you ſhall cat, and ſhall not be 
tiled. 

27 But if you will not for 
all this hearken to me, but 
will walk againſt me: 

28 I will alio go againſt 
you with oppoſite fury, and 
{ will chaſtiſe you with ſeven 
plagues for your fins, 

29 So that you ſhall eat the 
fleſh of your ſons and of your 
daughters. | 

30 I will deſtroy your high 
places, and break your idols. 
You ſhall fall among the 
ruins of your idols, and my 
ſoul ſhall abhor you, 

31 Inſomuch that I will 
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bring your cities to be a wil- 
derneſs, and | will make your 
ſanctuaries deſolate, and will 
receive no more your fweet 
odours, 

32 And I will deſtroy 
your land, and your enemies 
ſhall be aſtoniſhed at it, when 
they ſhall be the inhabitants 
thereof. 

33 And I will ſcatter you 
among the gentiles, and I 
will draw out the ſword after 
you, and your land ſhall be 
defart, and your Cities de- 
ſtroyed. 

34 Then ſhall the land en- 
joy her ſabbaths all the days 
ot her deſolation: when you 
ſhall be 

35 In the enemies land, 
ſhe thall keep a ſabbath, and 
reſt in the ſabbaths of her de- 
ſolation, becaufe ſhe did not 
reſt in your ſabbaths when 
you dwelt therein. 

36 Andas to them that 
ſhall remain of you, I will 
ſend fear in their hearts in the 
countries of their enemies, 
the ſound of a flying leaf Hall 
terrify them, and they thall 
fleeas it were from the {word : 
they ſhall fall, when no man 
purſueth them, 

37 And they ſhall every 
one fall upon their brethren, 
as fleeing from wars, none of 
you ſhall dare to reſiſt your 
enemies. 

38 You ſhall periſh among 


the gentiles, an and enemies 


land ſhall conſume you. 
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39 And if of them alſo 
fone remain, they ſhall pine 
away in their iniquities, in 
the land of their enemies, and 
they ſhall be afflicted for the 
fins of their fathers, and their 
own : 

40 Until they confeſs their 
iniquities and the iniquities of 
their anceſtors, whereby they 
have tranſgreſſed againſt me, 
and walked contrary unto me. 

41 Therefore 1 alle will 
walk againſt them, and bring 
them into their enemies land, 
until their uncircumciſed 


mind be aſhamed: then ſhall 


they pray for their ſins. 

42 And I will remember 

my Covenant, that I made 
with Jacob, and Ifaac, and 
Abraham. I will remember 
alſo the land: 
43 Which when ſhe ſhall 
be left by them, ſhall enjoy 
her ſabbaths, being deſolate 
for them. But they ſhall pray 
for their fins, becauſe they 
rejected my judgments, and 
deſpiſed my laws. 

44 And yet for all that 
when they were in the land of 
their enemies, I did not caſt 


them off altogether, neither | 


ode fo defpiſe them, that 
tuey ſhould be quite conſum- 
ed, and I ſhould make void 
wy covenant with them. For 
Jam the Lord their God, 

45 And I will remember 
my former covenant, when I 
brought them out of the land 


of Egypt, in the fight of the | 


gentiles, to be their God. 1 
am the Lord. "Theſe are the 
judgments, and precepts, and 
laws, which the Lord gave 
between him and the children 
of Ifrael in mount Sinai by 


the hand of Moſes. 


CHAP. -AXVE 


Of wowws, and tithes. 
ND the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, faving : 

2 Speak to the children of 
Ifrael, and thou ſhalt ſay to 
them: The man that hall 
have made a vow, and pro- 
miſed his ſoul to God, ſhall 
give the price according to 
eſtimation. 

3 If it be a man from 
twenty years old unto fixty 
years old, he ſhall bos fifty 
ſicles of ſilver, aſter the weight 
of the ſanctuary: 

4 If a woman, thirty. 

- 5 But from the fifth year 

until the twentieth, a man 
ſhall give twenty ficles: a 
woruan ten, 

6 From one month until 
the fifth year, for a male thall 
be given five ficles: for a fe- 
male three. 

7 A man that is ſixty years 
old or upwards, ſhall give 
fifteen ſicles: a woman ten. 

8 If he be poor, and not 
able to pay the eſtimation, he 


ſhall ſtand before the priett 
and as much as he ſhall value 
him at, and fee him able to 
pay, ſo much _ nap 
9 But a beaſt, that ma 

a facrihced 
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ſacrificed to the Lord, if any 
one ſhall vow, ſhall be holy, 

10 And cannot be changed, 
that is to ſay, neither a better 
for a worſe, nor a worſe for 
a better. And if he fhall 
change it : both that which 
was Changed, and that for 
which it was changed, ſhall 
be conſecrated to the Lord. 

11 An unclean beaſt, which 
can not be ſacrificed to the 
Lord, if any man ſhall vow, 
ſhall be brought before the 
prieſt : 

12 Who judging whether 
it be good or — ſhall ſet 
the price. 

13 Which if he that of- 
fereth it will give, he ſhall add 
above the eſtimation the fifth 
part. 

14 If a man ſhall vow his 
houſe, and ſanctify it to the 
Lord, the prieſt ſhall conſi- 
der it, whether it be good or 
bad, and it ſhall be fold ac- 
cording to the price, which 
he ſhall appoint. 

15 But if he that vowed, 
will redeem it, he ſhall give 
the fiſth part of the eſtimati- 
on over and above, and thall 
have the houſe. 

16 And if he vow the field 
of his poſſeſſion, and conſe- 
crate it to the Lord, the price 
thall be rated according to the 
meaſure of the ſeed. If the 
2 be ſowed with thirty 

wihels of barley, let it be 
ſold for fifty ſicles of flyer. 
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17 If he vow his field im- 
mediately from the year of 
jubile that is beginning, as 
much as it may be worth, at 
ſo much it ſhall be rated: 

18 But if ſometime aſter: 
the prieſt ſhall reckon the mo- 
ney according to the number 
of years, that remain;until the 
jubile, and the price ſhall be 
abated. 

19 And if he that had 
vowed, will redeem his field, 
he ſhall add the fifth part of 
the money of the eſtimation, 
and ſhall poſſeſs it. 

20 And if he will not re- 
deem it, but it be ſold to any 
other man, he that vowed it, 
may not redeem it any more: 

21 For when the day of 
jubile cometh, it ſhall be 
ſanctified to the Lord, and 
as a poſſeſſion coptecrated 
pertaineth to the right ot the 
prieſts. 

22 If a field that was 
bought, and not of a man's 
anceſtors poſſeſſion be ſancti- 
fied to the Lord, 

23 The prieſt ſhall reckon 
the price according to the 
number of years, unto the 
jubile: and he that had vuw- 
ed, ſhall give that to the 
Lord. 

24 But in the jubile, it 
ſhall return to the former 
owner, who had fold it, and 
had it in the lot cf his poſ- 
ſeſſion. 


| 25 All eſtimation ſhall be 
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made according to the ſicle 
of the ſanQtuary. A ſicle 
hath twenty obols. 

26 The firſt-born, which 
belong to the Lord, no man 
may ſanctify and vow :  whe- 
ther it be bullock, or ſheep, 
they are the Lord's. 

27 Andif it be an unciean 
beaſt, he that offereth ir ſhall 
redeem it, according to thy 
eſtimation, and ſball add the 
htth part of the price. If he 
will not redeem it, it fhall be 
{old to another for how much 
foever it was eſtimated by 
thee. 

28 Any thing that is de- 
voted to the Lord, whether 
it be man, or beaft, or held, 
Hall not be fold, neither may 
it be redemed. Whatſoever 
is once conſecrated, ſhall 
be holy of holies 'to the 
L ord. 

29 And any conſecration, 
that is offered by, man, ſhall 


that paſs under the ſhep 


GY 
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not be redeemed, but dying 
ſhall die. 

30 All tithes of the land, 
whether of corn, or of the 
fruits of trees, are the Lord's, 
and are ſanctified to him. 

3 And if any man will 
redeem his tithes, he ſhall add 
the fifth part of them. 

32 Of all the tithes of 
oxen, and ſheep, and goats, 

Ferd's 
rod, every tenth that cometh 
ſhall be ſanQifed to the Lord. 

33 It ſhall not be choſen 
neither good nor bad, neither 
ſhall it be changed for ano- 
ther, If any man change it : 
both that which was changed, 
and that for which it was 
changed, ſhall be ſanctiſied 
to the Lord, and ſhall not be 
redeemed. 

34 Theſe are the precepts, 
which the Lord commanded 
Moſes for the children of 
Iſrael in mount Sinai.

CHAT 1 


The children of Iſrael are numbered: the Levites are de- 
ſigned to ſerve the tabernacle. 


ND the Lord ſpoke 
to Moſes in the de- 
{art of Sinai in the taberna- 
cle of the covenant, the firſt 
day of the ſecond month, the 
ſecond year of their going out 
of Egypt, ſaying : 
or the ſum of all the 
congregation of the children 
of Tel by their families, 
and houſes, and the names of 
every one, as many as are of 
the male ſex, 

3 From twenty years old 
and upwards, of all the men 
of Iſrael fit for war, and you 
ſhall number them by their 
troops, thou and Aaron. 

4 And there thall be with 
you the princes of the tribes, 
and of the houſes in their 
kindreds, 

5 Whoſe names are theſe : 
Of Ruben, Eliſur the ſon of 
Sedeur. 

6 Of Simeon, Salamiel the 
fon of Sutiſaddai. 


7 Of juda, Nahaſſon the 
ſon of Aminadab. 

8 Of Iſſachar, Nathanae! 
the ſon of Suar. 


9 Of Zabulon, Eliab the 


ſon of Helon. 

10 And of the ſons of To- 
ſeph, of Ephraim, Elifama 
the ſon of Ammiud. Of Ma- 


naſſes, Gamaliel the fon of 


Phadaſſur. 
11 Of Benjamin, Abidan 


| the ſon of Gedeon. 


12 Of Dan, Ahiezer the 


"fon of Ammiſaddai. 


13 Of Afer, Phegie! the 
ſon of Ochran. 

14 Of Gad, Eliaſaph the 
fon of Duel. 

15 Of Nephthali, Akira 
the fon of Enan. 

16 Theſe are the moſt no- 
ble princesof the multitude by 
their tribes and kindreds, aud 
the chiefs of the army of Ifrae}. 

17 Whom Moles and Aa.

(a) Numbers. This fourth book of Moſes is called Num-

bers ; becauſe it begins with the numbering of the people. 
The Hebrews from its firſt words call it Vaiedabber. 
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titude of the common people: 

18 And aſſembled them on 
the firſt day of the ſecond 
month, reckoning them up 
dy the kindreds, and houſes, 
and families, and heads, and 
names of every one from 
twenty years old and upward, 

19 As the Lord had com- 
manded Moſes. And they 
were numbered in the deſart 
of Sinai. 

20 Ot Ruben the eldeſt ſon 
of Iſrael, by their generations 
and families and houſes, and 
numes of every head, all that 
were of the male ſex, from

alſo perith with them. 

4 But let them be with 
thee, and watch in the charge 
of the tabernacle, and in all 
rhe ceremonies thereof. A 
ſtranger ſhall not join himſelt 
with you. 

s Watch ye in the charge 
of tae ſanctuary, and in the 
miniſtry of the altar: leit 
indignation rite upon the chil- 
dren of IIrael. 

6 I have given you your 
brethren the Levites from a- 
mong the children of Iſrael, 
and have delivered them for a 
gift to the Lord, to ſerve in 
the miniliries of the taþerna- 
cle. 

7 But thou and thy ſons 
look ye to the prieſthood : 
and all things that pertain to 
the ſervice of the altar, and 
that are within the veil, ſhall 
be executed by the prieſts. 
If any ſtranger ſhall approach, 
he ſhall be tlain. 

8 Ard the Lord ſaid to 
Aaron : Behold I have given 
thee the charge of my firſt- 
fruits. All things that are 
ſanQifed by the *children of 
Iſrael, I have delivered to 


thee and to thy ſons for the | 


prieſtly office, by everlaſting 
ordinances. 

9 Theſe therefore ſhalt 
thou take of the things, that 
are ſanctified, and are offered 
to the Lord. Every offering, 
and ſacrifice, and whatſoev 6 
is rendered to me for ſin and 
for treſpaſs, and becometh 
holy of holies, ſhall be tor 
thee and thy ſons. 

10 Thou ſhalt eat it in the 
ſanctuary: the males only 
ſhall eat thereof, ꝙecauſe it is 
a conſecrated thing. 

11 But the firſt- fruits, 
which the children of Iſrael 
ſhall vow and offer, I have 
given to thee, and to thy 
tons, and to thy daughters by 
a perpetual law. He that is 
clean in thy houſe, ſhall eat 
them. 

12 All the beſt of the oil, 
and of the wine, and of the 
corn, whatloever firſt - frnits 
they offer to the Lord, | have 
given them to thee. 

13 All the firſt ripe of the 
fruits, that the ground bring- 
eth forth, and which are 
brought to the Lord, ſhall be 
for thy uſe ; he that is clean 
in thy houſe, ſhall eat them. 

14 Every thing that the 
children of [ſrael ſhall give by 
vow, ſhall be thine. 

15 Whatſoever is firſt- 
born of all fleſh, which they 
offer to the Lord, whether it 
be of men, or of beaits, ſhall 
belong to thee: only for the 
tictt-born of man thou ſhalt 

rake 
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take a price, and every beaſt 
that is unclean thou ſhalt cauſe 
to be redeemed, 

16 And the redemption of 
it ſhall be after one month, 
for five ſicles of ſilver, by the 
weight of the ſanctuary. A 
ſicle hath twenty obols. 

17 But the firſtling of a 
cow and of a ſheep and of a 
coat thou ſhalt not cauſe to 
be redeemed, becauſe they 
are ſanctined to the Lord. 
Their blood only thou fhalt 
pour upon the altar, and their 
fat thou thalt burn for a. moit 
tweet odour to the Lord. 

18 But the fleſh ſhall fall 
to thy uſe, as the conſecrated 
breaſt, and the right thoulder, 
iha!l be thine. - 

19 All the firſt- fruits of 
the ſanctuary which the chil- 
dren of Iſtael offer to the 
Lord, I have given to thee 
and to thy ſons and daughters, 
by a perpetual ordinance. It 
is (a) a covenant of falt for 
ever before the Lord, to thee 
and to thy ſons. 

20 And the Lord faid to 
Aaron: You ſhall poſſeſs no- 
thing in their land, neither 
Rall you have a portion a- 
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tion and inheritance in the 
nidſt of the children of Iſrael. 

21 And | have given to 
the ſons of Levi all the tithes 
of Ifrael in poſſeſſion, for the 
minxtry wherewith they ſerve 
me in the tabernacle of the 
covenant : 

22 That the children of 
Iſrael may not approach any 
more to the tabernacle, nor 
commit (5) deadly fin, 

23 But only the fons of 
Levi may ferve me in the ta- 
bernacle, and bear the fins of: 
the people. It ſhall be an ever- 
laſting ordinance 1n your ge- 
nerations. They ſhall not poſ- 
ſeſs any other thing, 

24 But be content with the 
oblation or tithes, which I 
have ſeparated for their uſes 
and necetlities. 

25 And the Lord ſpoke to. 
Moles, ſaying: 

26 Command the Levites, 
and declare unto them: When 
you ſhall receive of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael the tithes, which 
I have given you, offer the 
firtt - fruits of them to the 
Lord, that is to ſay, the tenth 
part of the tenth : 

27 That it may be reckoned

and for a water of aſperſion: 
becauſe the cow was burnt 
for fin. 

10 And when he that car- 
ried the aſhes of the cow, hath 
waſhed his garments, he ſhall 
be unclean until the evening. 
The children of Iſrael, and 
the ſtrangers that dwellamong 
them, thall obſerve this for a 
holy thing by a perpetual or- 
Cinance. 

11 He that toucheth the 
corps of a man, and is there- 
fore unclean ſeven days: 

12 Shall be ſprinkled with 
this water on the third day, 
and on the ſeventh, and ſo 
ſhall be cleanſed. If he were 
not ſprinkled on the third day, 
he cannot be cleanſed on the 
ſeventh. 

13 Every one that touch- 
eth the corps of a man, 


and is not ſprinkled with this 
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mixture, ſhall profane the ta- 
bernacle of the Lord, and (hail 
perith out of Iirael : becauſe 
he was not ſprinkled with the 
water of expiation, he ſhall 
be unclean, and his unclean- 
neſs ſhall remain upon him. 

14 This is the law of 2 
man that diethin a tent: All 
that go in to his tent, and all 
the veſſc!s that are there, ſhall 
be unclean ſeven days. 

15 The veſſel that hath 
no cover, nor binding over it, 
ſhall be unclean. 

16 It any man 1n the held

the aſhes of the burning and 
of the ſin-offering, and ſhall 

our living waters upon them 
into a veſſel. : 

18 And a man that is clean 
ſhall dip hyſſop in them, and 
ſhall ſprinkle therewith all the 
tent, and all the furniture, 
and the men that are defiled 
with touching any ſuch thing: 

19 And in this manner he 
that 18 clean ſhall purify the 
unclean on the third and on 
the ſeventh day. And being 
expiated the ſeventh day, he 
ſhall waſh both himſelf and 
his garments, and be unclean 
until the evening. 

20 If any man be not ex- 
piated after this rite, his ſoul 
ihall periſh out of the midſt 
of the church : becauſe he 


N4 hath 
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hath profaned the ſanctumy of 
the Lord, and was not ſprink- 
led with the water of purifi- 
Cation. 

21 This precept ſhall be an 
ordinance for ever. He alſo 
that ſp;inkled the water, ſhall 
waſh his garments. Every one 
that ſhall touch the waters of 
cxpiation, ſhall be unclean un- 
til the evening. 

22 Whatſoever a perſon 
toucheth who is unclean, he 
ſha!l make it unclean: and 
the perſon that toucheth any 
of theſe things, ſhall be un- 
clean until the evening.

N D the children of 
Iſrael, and all the mul- 
titude came into the deſart of 
Sin, in the firſt month: and 
the peopie abode in Cades.

they faid : Would God we

4 Why have you brought 
out the church of the Lord

Chap. XX. 


5 Why have you made 
us come up out of. Egypt, 
and have brought us into this 
wretched place which cannor 
be ſowed, nor bringeth forth 
hes, nor vines, nor pomegra- 
nates, neither 18 there any 
water to drink ? 

6 And Moſes and Aaron, 
leaving the multitude, went 
in to the tabernacle of the 
covenant, and fell flat upon 
the ground, and cried to the 
Lord, and ſaid: O Lord God 
hear the cry of this people, 
and open to them thy treaſure 
a fountain of living water, 
that being ſatisſied, they may 
ceaſe to nurmur.

25 So Ifrael took all his 
cities, and dwelt in the cities 
of the Amorrhite, to wit, in 
Heſebon, and in the villages 
thereof. 

26 Heſebon was the city 
of Sehon the king of the 
Amorrhites, who Bunde a- 
gainſt the king of Moab: 
and took all the land, that 
had been of his dominions, as 
far as the Arnon. 

27 Therefore it is faid in 
the proverb : Come into He- 


ſebon, let the city of Sehon 


be built and ſet up: 

28 A fire is gone out of 
Heſebon, a flame from the 
city of Sehon, and hath con- 
ſumed Ar of the Moabites,

29 Wo to thee Moab, 
thou art undone O people of 
Chamos. He hath given his 
ſons to flight, and his daugh- 
ters into captivity to Sehon 
the =} of the Amorrhites. 

30 Their yoke is periſhed 
from Heſebon unto Dibon, 
they came weary to Nophe, 
and unto Medaba.

41 Theſe are the ſons of 
Benjamin by their kindreds, 
whoſe number was forty five 
thouſand fix hundred. 

42 The ſons of Dan by 
their kindreds : Suham, of 
whom is the family of the 
duhamites : theſe are the kin- 
dreds of Dan by their families. 

43 All were Suhamites, 
whoſe number was ſixty four 
thouſand four hundred. 

44 The ſons of Afer by 
their kindreds : Jemna, of 
whom is the family of the 
Jemaaites : Jeſſui, of whom 
is the family of the Jefſuites : 
Brie, of whom is the family 
of the Brieites. 

45 The ſons of Brie: He- 
ber, of whom is the family of 


the Heberites : and Melchie), 


47 Theſe are the kindreds 


48 The ſons of Nephthali 
by their kindred : Jetiel, of 
hom is the family of the je- 
ſiclites: Guni, of whom is the 
family of the Gunites : 

49 Jeſer, of whom is the 
family of the ]Jeſerites : Sel- 
lem, of whom is the family 
of the Sellemites. 

50 Theſe are the kindreds 
of the ſons of Nephthali by 
their families : whoſe number 
was forty five thouſand four 
hundred. 

51 This is the ſum of the 
children of Iſrael, that were 
reckoned up, fix hundred and 
one thouſand, ſeven hundred 
and thirty. 

52 And the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, ſaying: 

3 To theſe ſhall the land 
be divided for their poſſeſſions 
according to the number of 
names. 

54 To the greater number 
thou ſhalt give a greater por- 
tion, and to the fewer a leſs: 
to every one, as they have 
now been reckoned up, thall 
a poſſeſſion be delivered: 

5 Yet ſo that by lot the 
land be divided to the tribes 
and families. 


56 Whatſocver ſhall fall 
by 
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by lot, that fhall be taken by 
the more, or the fewer. 

57 This alſo is the number 
of the ſons of Levi by their 
families: Gerſon, of whom 
is the family of the Gerſo- 
nites: Caath, of whom is the 
family of the Caathites: Me- 
rari, of whom is the family 
of the Merarites. 

58 Theſe are the families of 
Levi: The family of Lobni, 
the family of Hebroni, the 
family of Moholi, the family 
of Muſi, the family of Core. 
Now Caath begot Amram: 

59 Who had to wife Jo- 
chabed the daughter of Levi, 
who was born to him in E- 
gypt. She bore to her huſ- 
band Amram ſons, Aaron and 
Moſes, and Mary their ſiſter. 

60 Of Aaron were born 
Nadab and Abi, and Eleazar 
and Ithamar : | 

61 Of whom Nadab and 
Abiu died, when they hail of- 
fered the ſtrange hre before 
the Lord. 

62 And all that were 
numbered, were tweaty three 
thouſand males from one 
month old and upward : for 
they were not reckoned up 
among the children of Iſrael, 
neither was a poſſeſſion given 
to them with the reſt. 

63 This is the number of 
the children of Iſtael, that 
were enrolled by Moſes and 
Eleazar the prieſt, in the plains 
of Moab upon the Jordan o- 
ver-againlt Jericho. 
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64 Among whom there 
was not one of them that 
were numbered before by Mo- 
ſes and Aaron in the deſart of 
Sinai. 

65 For the Lord had fore- 
told that they ſhould all die in 
the wilderneſs. And none re- 
mained of them, but Caleb 
the ſon of Jephone, and Joſue 
the ſon of Nun. 


C HAP. XXVII. 


The law of inheritance. Foſue 
is appointed to ſucceed Moſes. 


HEN came thedaugh- 

ters of Salphaad, the 
ſon of Hepher, the ſon of 
Galaad, the ſon of Machir, 
the ſon of Manaſſes, who was 
the ſon of Joſeph: and their 
names are, Malaa, and Noa, 
and Hegla, and Melcha, and 
Therſa. 

2 And they ſtood beſore 
Moſes and Eleazar the prieſt, 
and all the princes of the peo- 
ple at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the covenant, and ſaid: 

3 Our father died in the 
delart, and was not in the ſe— 
dition, that was raiſed againſt 
the Lord under Core, but he 
died in his own fin: and he 
had no male children. Why 
ts his name taken away out 
of his family, becauſe he had 
no fon ? Give us a poſſeſſion 
among the kinſinen of our 
father. 

4 And Moles referred their 
caule to the judgment of the

s And the Lord ſaid to 
hin: 

6 The daughters of Sal- 
phaad demand a juſt thing: 
give them a poſſeſſion among 
their father's kindred, and let 
them ſucceed him in his in- 
heritance. 

7 And to the children of 
Iſrael thou ſhalt ſpeak theſe 
things : 

8 When a man dieth with- 
out a fon, his inheritance ſhall 
paſs to his daughter. 

9 If he have no daughter, 
his brethren ſhall ſucceed him. 

10 And if he have no bre- 
thren, vou ſhall give the in- 
heritance to his tather's bre- 
taren. 

11 But if he have no uncles 
by the father, the inheritance 
ſhall be given to them that are 
the next a-kin. } And this thall 
be to the children of Urael 
lacred by a perpetual law, as 
the Lord hath commanded 
Moles. 

12 The Lord allo faid to 
Moſes: Go up iato this moun- 
tain Abarim, and view from 
thence the land which I wil 
give to the children of i{rael. 

13 And when thou ſhalt 
bave ſeen it, thou alſo ſhalt 
go to thy people, as thy bro- 
ther Aaron 1s gone: 

14 Becaule you offended 
me in the deſart of Sin in the 
contradiction of the multitude, 
neither would you ſanCtify ine 
defore them at the waters. 
Theſe are the waters of con- 


O 
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tradiction in Cades of the de- 
ſart of Sin. 

15 And Moſes anſwered 
him: 

16 May the Lord the God 
of the ſpirits of all fleſh pro- 
vide a man, that may be over 
this multitude: 

17 And may go out and 
in before them, and may lead 
thein out, or bring them in: 
leſt the people of the Lord be 
as ſheep without a ſhepherd. 

18 And the Lord faid to 
him: Take Joſue the fon of 
Nun, a man in whom is the 
Spirit, and put thy hand upon 
hun. 

19 And he ſhall ſtand be- 
fore Eleazar the prieſt and all 
the multitude: 

20 And thou ſhalt give hin 
precepts in the ſight of all, 
and part of thy glory, that 
all the congregation of the 
children of Iſtael may hear 
him. 

21 If any thing be to be 
done, Eleazar the prieſt ſhall 
conſult the Lord for him. He 
and all the children of Iſrael 
with him, and the reſt of the 
multitude ſhall go out and go 
in at his word. 

22 Mloſes did as the Lord 
had commanded. And when 
he had taken Joſue, he tet 
him before Eleazar the pricft, 
and all the aſſembly of the 
people. 

23 And laying his hands on 
his head, he repeated all things 
that the Lord had commanded.

HE Lord alſo ſaid to 


Moſes: 
2 Command the children 
of Iſrael, and thou thalt

3 Theſe are the ſacrifices 
which you ſhall offer: Two 
lambs of a year old without 
blemifh every day for the per- 
petual holocauſt : :

8 And you ſhall offer the 
other lamb in like manner in 
the evening accorCing to all 
the rites of the morning ſa- 
criſice, and of the libations 
thereof, an oblation of moſt 
ſweet odour to the Lord.

11 And on the firſt day of 
the month you ſhall offer a 
holocauſt to the Lord, two

5 Whatſoever ſhe promiſ- 
ed and ſwore, ſhe ſhall fulfil 
in deed. 

6 But if her father, im- 
mediately as ſoon as he heard 


it, gain-ſaid it, both her | 


yows and her oaths ſhall be 
void, neither ſhall ſhe be 
bound to what ſhe promiſed, 
becauſe her father hath gain- 
faid it. 

7 If ſhe have a huſband, 
and ſhall vow any thing, and 
the word once going out of 
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8 The day that her hul- 


band ſhall hear it, and not gain- 


ſay it, ſhe ſhall be bound to 
the vow, and ſhall give what- 
loever ſhe promiſed. 

9 But itas ſoon as he heat 
eth he gain-ſay it, and ma}: 
her promiſes and the words 
wherewith the had bound 
her ſoul of no effect: the 
Lord will forgive her. 

10 The wicow, and ſhe 
that is divorced, ſhall ful 
whatſoever they vow. 

11 If the wife in the houſe 
of her - huſband, hath bound 
herſelf by vow and by oath, 

12 If her huiband hear, 
and hold his peace, and doth 
not diſallow the promiſe, ſhe 
all accompliſh whatlcever 
ihe kad promiſed. | 

13 But if forthwith he 
gain-fay it, ſhe ſhall not be 
bound by the promiſe : be- 
cauſe her huſband gain-ſid 
it, and the Lord will be iner- 
ciful to her. 

14 If ſhe vow and bind 
herſelt by oath, to afflict her 
ſoul by fafling, or abſtinence 
from other things, it ſhall ce- 
pend on the will of her hut- 
band, whether ſhe ſhall do it, 
or not do it.

ND the Lord ſpoke to 
Moſes, faying : 

2 Revenge firſt the chi- 
dten of Iſrael on the Madia- 
nites, and ſo thou ſhalt be 
gathered to thy people. 

3 And Moſes forthwith 
ſud: Arm of you men to 
fight, who may take the re- 
venge of the Lord on the 
Madlanites. 

4 Let a thouſand men be 
choſen out of every tribe of 
lirael to be ſent to the war, 

5 And they gave a thou- 
fand of every tribe, that is to 
lay, twelye thouland nien 
well appointed for battle: 

6 And Moſes ſent them 
with Phinees the ſon of Ele- 
azar the prieſt, and he deli- 
vered to him the holy veſlels, 
and the trumpets to found. 

7 And when they bad 
fought againſt the Madianites 
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and had overcome them, they 
ſlew all the men, 

8 And their kings Evi, and 
Recem, and Sur, and Hur, 
and Rebe, five princes of the 
nation: Balaam alſo the ſon 
of Beor they killed with the 
ſword. 

9 And they took their wo- 
men, and their children cap- 
tives, and all their cattle, and 
all their goods: and all their 
poſſeſlions they plundered : 

10 And all their cities, and 
their villages, and caſtles, 
they burned. 

11 And they carried away 
the booty, and all that they 
had taken both ot men and of 
beaſts. 

12 And they brought them 
to Moles, and Eleazar the 
prieſt, and to all the multi- 
tude of the children of In ael. 


But the reſt of the things for 


uſe they carried to the camp 
on the plains of Moab, beſide 


the Jordan over-againſt Je- 
ticho. 


13 And Moſes and Eleazar 
the prieſt, and all the princes 
of the ſynagogue went forth 
to meet them without the 
camp. 

14 And Moſes being angry 
with the chief officers of the 
army, the tribunes, and the 
centurions that were come 
from the battle, 

15 Said: Why have you 
ſaved the women ? | 


16 Arenot theſe they, that 
deceived tbe children of Iſrael 
"by 
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by the counſel of Balaam, and 
made you tranſgreſs againſt 
the Lord by (a) the ſin of 
Phogor, for which alſo the 
people was puniſhed. 

17 Therefore kill all that 
are of the male ſex, even 
(5) of the children: and put 
to death the women, that 
have had carnal knowledge of 
men: 

18 But the girls, and all the 
women that are virgins ſave 
for yourſelves: 

19 And ſtay without the 
camp ſeven days. He that 
hath killed a man, or touched 
one that is killed, ſhall be 
purified the third day and the 
{-yventh day. 

20 And of all the ſpoil, 
every garment, or veſſel, or 
any thing made for uſe, of 
the ſkins, or hair of goats, 
or of wood, ſhall be puri- 
ted. 

21 Eleazar alſo the prieſt 
ipoke to the men of the anny, 
that had fought, in this 1nan- 
ner: This is the ordinance of 
the law, which the Lord hath 
commanded Moſes: 

22 Gold, and ſilver, and 
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braſs, and iron, and lead 
and tin, 

23 And all that may paſs 
through the hre, ſhall be pu- 
rified by fire, but whatſoever 
cannot abide the hre, ſhall be 
ſanctified with the water of 
expiation: 

24 And you ſhall waſh your 
garments the ſeventh day, and 
being purified, you ſhall at- 
terwards enter into the camp. 

25 And the Lord ſaid to 
Moles : 

26 Take the ſum of the 
things, that were taken both 
of man and beaſt, thou and 
Eleazar the prieſt and the 
princes of the multitude: 

27 And thou ſhalt divide 
the ſpoil equally, between 
them that fought and went 
out to the war, and between 
the reſt of the multitude. 

28 And thou ſhalt ſeparate 
a portion to the Lord from 
them that fought and were 
in the battle, one foul of five 
hundred as well of perſons as 
of oxen and aſſes and ſheep, 

29 And thou ſhalt give it to 
Eleazar the prieſt, becauſe they 


are the ſirſt- fruits of the Lord.

34 Sixty one thouſand 
aſſes : 

35 And thirty two thou- 
ſand perſons of the female ſex, 
that had not known men. 

36 Andone half was given 
to them that had been in the 
battle, to wit, three hundred 
thirty ſeven thouſand hve hun- 
dred ſheep : 

37 Out of which, for the 
portion of the Lord, were 
reckoned ſix hundred ſeventy 
tive ſheep. 

38 And out of the thirty 
fix thouſand oxen, ſeventy 
two oxen: 

39 Out of the thirty thou- 
ſand aſſes, ſixty one alles: 

40 Out of the ſixteenthou- 
ſand perſons, there fell to the 
portion of the Loid thirty two 
fouls. X | 

41 And Moſes delivered 
the number of the * 
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of the Lord to Fleazar the 
prieſt, as had been command- 
im, | 

42 Out of the half of the 
children of Iſrael, which he 
had ſeparated for them that 
had been in the battle. 

43 But out of the half that 
fell to the reſt of the multi- 
tude, that is to ſay, out of 
the-three hundred thirty ſeven 
thouſand five hundred ſheep, 

44 And out of the thirty 
ſix thouſand oxen, 

45 And out of the thirty 
thouſand five hundred aſſes, 

46 And out of the ſixteen 
thouſand perſons, 

47 Moſes took the fiftieth 
head, and gave it to the Le- 
vites, that watched in the ta- 
bernacle of the Lord, as the 
Lord had commanded. 

48 And when the com- 
manders of the army, and the 
tribunes, and centurions were 
come to Moſes, they ſaid: 

49 We thy fervants have 
reckoned up the nuinber of the 
fighting men, whom we had 
under our hand, and not fo 
much as one was wanting. 

50 Therefore we offer as 
gifts to the Lord what gold 
every one of us could nnd in 
the booty, in garters and tab- 
lets, rings and bracelets, and 
chains, that thou mayſt pray 
to the Lord for us. . 

51 And Motesand Eleazar 
the prieſt received all the gold 
in divers kmds, * 
52 In weight lixteen thou-

CHAP. XXXII. 


The tribes of Ruben and Gad, 
and half of the tribe of Ma- 
naſſes, receive their inbe- 
ritance on the eaſt fide of 
Jordan, upon conditions ap- 
proved of by Moſes. 

ND the ſons of Ruben 

and Gad had many 
flocks of cattle, and their 
ſubſtance in beaſts was infinite. 

And when they ſaw the lands 

of Jazer and Galaad fit for 

feeding cattle, 
2 They came to Moſes and 

Eleazar the prieſt, and the 

reh of the multitude, and 


3 Ataroth, and Dibon, and 
Jazer, and Nemra, Heſebon, 
and Eleale, and Saban, and 
Nebo, and Beon, 

4 The land, which the 
Lord hath conquered in the 
fight of the chRdren of Iſrael, 
is a very fertile ſoil for the 
feeding of beaſts: and we thy 
ſervants have very much cattle: 

5 And we pray thee, if we 
have found favourin thy ſight, 


that thou give it to us thy | 


ſervants in poſſeſſion, and 
make us not pals over the Jor- 
dan. 

6 And Moſes anſwered 
them : What, ſhall your bre- 
thren go to fight, and will 
you fit here ? 

7 Why do ye overturn the 
minds of the children of I- 
rael, that they may not dare 
to paſs into the place, which 
the Lord hath given them? 

8 Was it not thus your fa- 
thers did, when I ſent from 
Cadeſbarne to view the land? 

9 And when they were 
come as far as the valley of 
the cluſter, having viewed all 
the country, they overturned 
the hearts of the children of 
lirael, that they ſhould not 
enter into the coaſts, which 
the Lord gave them. 

10 And he ſwore in his 
anger, ſaying : 

11 If theſe men, that came 
up out of Egypt, from twenty 
years old and upward, ſhall 
ſee the land, which I promiſed 
with an oath to Abraham, 
Haac, and Jacob : becauſe 
they would not follow me, 

12 Except Caleb the ſon 
of Jephone the Cenezite, and 
Joſue the ſon of Nun: theſe 
have fulfilled my will. 

13 And the Lord being 
angry againſt Iſrael, led them 
about through the deſart forty 
years, until the whole gene- 
ration, that had done evil in 
his fight, was conſumed. 

14 And behold, faid he, 


you 
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you are riſen up inſtead of 
your fathers, the increaſe and 
offspring of ſinful men, to 
augment the fury of the Lord 
againſt Iſrae]. 

15 For if you will not 
follow him, he will leave the 
people in the wilderneſs, and 
you ſhall be the cauſe of the 
deſtruction of all. 

16 But they coming near, 
ſaid : We will make ſheep- 
folds, and ſtalls for our cattle, 
and ftrong cities for our chil- 
dren : 

17 And we ourſelves will 
go armed and ready for battle 
before the children of Iſrael, 
until we bring them in unto 
their places. Our little ones 
and all we have, ſhall be in 
walled cities, for fear of the 
ambuſhes of the inhabitants. 

18 We will not return into 
our houſes, until the children 
of Iſrael poſſeſs their inheri- 
tance : 

19 Neither will we ſeek any 
thing beyond the Jordan, be- 
. we have already our poſ- 
ſeſſion on the eaſt ſide thereof. 

20 And Mates ſaid to them: 
If you do what you promiſe, 
$2 on well appointed tor war 

fare the Lord: 

21 And let every fighting 
man paſs over the Jordan, 
until the Lord overthrow his 
enemies, 

22 And all the land be 
brought under him: then ſhall 
you be blameleſs before the 
Lord and before Iſrael, and

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you ſhall obtain the countries 
that you deſire, before the 
Lord. 

23 But if you do not what 
you ſay, no man can doubt 
but you fin againſt God: and 
know ye that your fin ſhall 
overtake you. 78 

24 Build therefore cities 
for your children, and fold 
and ſtalls for your ſheep and 
beaſts: and accompliſh what 
you have promiſed. 

25 And the children of 
Gad and Ruben faid to Mo- 
ſes : We are thy ſervants, we 
will do what my lord com- 
mandeth. 

26 Wewill leave our chi 
dren, and our wives, and 
ſheep, and cattle, in the cities 
of Galaad : 

27 And we thy ſervants all 
well appointed will march on 
to the war, as thou my lord 
ſpeakeſt. 

28 Moſes therefore com- 
manded Eleazar the prieſt, and. 
Joſue the ſon of Nun, and 
the princes of the families of 
all the tribes of Iſtael, and. 
{aid to them: 

29 It the children of Gad, 
and the children of Ruben 
paſs with you over the Jordan 
all armed for war before the 
Lord, and the land be made 
ſubject to you: give them 
Galaad in poſſeſſion. 

30 But if they will not paſs 
armed with you into the land 
of Canaan, let them receive 
placesto dwell in among you. 
31 And

31 And the children of 
Gad, and the children of Ru- 
ben anſwered: As the Lord 
hath ſpoken to his ſervants, 
ſo will we do: 
32 We will go armed be- 


fore the Lord into the land of 


Chanaan, and we confeſs that 
we have alreac'y received our 
poſſeſſion beyond the Jordan. 

33 Moſes therefore gave 
to the children of Gad and 
ot Ruben, and to the half 


tribe of Menaſſes the ſon of 


Joſeph, the kingdom of Schon 
king of the Amorrhites, and 
the kingdom of Og king of 
Baſan, and their land and the 
cities thereof round about. 

34 And the ſons of Gad 
built Dibon, and Ataroth, and 
Aroer, | 

35 And Etroth, and So- 
phan, and Jazer, and Jegbaa, 
36 And Bethnemra, and 
Betharan, fenced cities, and 
folds for their cattle. 

37 But the children of Ru- 
ben built Heſebon, and Eleale, 
and Carathaim, 

38 And Nabo, and Baal- 
meon (their names being 
changed ) and Sabama: giv- 
ing names to the Cities, which 
they had built. 

39 Moreover the chilcren 
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of Machir, the ſon of Ma- 


naſſes went into Galaad, and 


waſted it cutting off the A- 
morrhites the inhabitants 
thereof. 

40 And Moſes gave the 
land of Galaad to Machir the 
fon of Manaſſes, and he dwelt 
in it. 

41 And Jair the ſon of 
Manaſſes went, and took the 
villages thereof, and he cal- 
led them Havoth Jair, that is 
to ſay, the villages of Jair. 

42 Nobe alſo went, and 
took Canath with the villages 
thereof: and he called it by 
his own name Nobe.

Moſes 
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Moſes in the plains of Moab 
by the Jordan, over - againſt 
Jericho: 

2 Command the children 
of Iſrael that they give to 
the Levites out of their poſ- 
ſeſſions, 

3 Cities to dwell in, and 
their ſuburbs round about: 
that they may abide in the 
towns, and the ſuburbs may 
be for their cattle and 
beaſts. 

4 Which ſuburbs ſhall 
reach from the walls of the 
cities outward, a thouſand 
paces on every fide. 

5 Toward the eaſt ſhall be 
two thouſand cubits: and to- 
ward the ſouth in like man- 
ner ſhall be two thouſand cu- 
bits: toward the ſea alto, 
which looketh to the weſt, 
ſhall be the ſame extent: and 
the north fide ſhall be bound- 
ed with the like limits. And 
the cities ſhall be in the midſt, 
and the ſuburbs without. 

6 And among the cities, 
which you ſhall give to the 
Levites, fix ſhall be ſeparated 
for refuge to fugitives, that 
he who hath ſhed blood ma 
flee to them : and beſides theſe 
there ſhall be other forty two 
cities, 

7 That is, in all forty 
eight with their ſuburbs. 

8 And of theſe cities which 
ſhall be given out of the poſ- 
ſeſſions of the children of Iſ- 


rael, from them that have 


more, more ſhall be taken; and 
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from them that have leſs, few- 

er. Each ſhall give towns to 
the Levites according to the 
extent of their inheritance. 

9 The Lord faid to Moſes : 

10 Speak to the children 
of Iſrael, and thou ſhalt = 
to them: When you ſhall 
have paſſed over the Jordan 
into the land of Chanaan, 

11 Determine what cities 
ſhall be for the refuge of fu- 
gitives, who have ſhed blood 
againſt their will. 

12 And when the fugitive 
ſhall be in them, the kinſ- 
man of him that is lain may 
not have power to kill him, 
until he ſtand before the mul- 
titude, and his cauſe be judg- 
ed. 

13 And of thoſe cities, 
that are ſeparated for the re- 
fuge of fugitives, 

14 Three ſhall be beyond 
the ſordan, and three in the 
land of Chanaan, a 

15 As well for the children 
of Iſrael as for ſtrangers and 
ſojourners, that he may flee 
to them, who hath ſhed blood 
againſt his will. 

16 If any man ſtrike with 
iron, and he die that was 
ſtruck, he ſhall be guilty of 
murder, and he himſelf ſhall 
die. 

17 If he throw a ſtone, 
and he that is ſtruck die : he 
ſhall be puniſhed in the ſame 
manner. 

18 If he that is ſtruck with 
wood die, he ſhall be W 
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ed by the blood of him that 
ſtruck him. 

19 The kinſman of him 
that was ſlain, ſhall kill the 
murderer : as ſoon as he ap- 
1 him, he ſhall kill 

m. 

20 If through hatred any 
one puſh a man, or fling any 
thing at him with ill de- 
ſign: | 
21 Or being his enemy, 
ſtrike him with his hand, and 
he die: the ſtriker ſhall be 
guilty of murder: the kinſ- 
man of him that was ſlain as 
ſoon as he findeth him, ſhall 
kill him. 

22 But if by chance-medly, 
and without hatred, 

23 And enmity he do any 
of theſe things, 

24 And this be proved in 
the hearing of the people, 
and the cauſe be debated be- 
tween him that ſtruck, and 
the next of kin: 

25 The innocent ſhall be 


delivered from the hand of the 


revenger, and ſhall be brought 
back by ſentence into the city, 
to which he had fled, and 
he ſhall abide there, (a) un- 
til the death of the high prieſt, 
that is anointed with the ho- 
ly ail. 

26 If the murderer be 
found without the limits of 
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the cities, that are appointed 
for the baniſhed, 

27 And be ſtruck by him 
that is the avenger of blood: 
he ſhall not be guilty that 
killed him. 

28 For the fugitive ought 
to have ſtayed in the city until 
the death of the high prieſt. 
And after he is dead, then 
ſhall the manſlayer return to 
his own country, 

29 Theſe things ſhall be 
perpetual, and for an ordi— 
nance in all your dwellings. 

30 The murderer ſhall be 
puniſhed by witneſſes: none 
ſhall be condemned upon the 
evidence of one man. 

31 You ſhall not take mo- 
ney of him, that is guilty of 
blood, but he ſhall die forth- 
with. 

32 The baniſhed and fugi- 
tives before the death of the 
high prieſt may by no means 
return into their own ct 
ties. 

33 Defile not the land of 
your habitation, which is 
ſtained with the blood of the 
innocent: neither Canit other- 
wile be expiated, but by his 
blood, that hath ſhed the 
blood of another. 

4 And thus ſhall your 
poſſeſſion be cleanſed, myſelf 
abiding with you. For 1 am

Moſes before the princes of 
Iſrael, and ſaid: 

2 The Lord hath com- 
manded thee my lord that 
thou ſhouldſt divide the land 
by lot to the children of Iſ- 
rael, and that thou ſhouldſt 
give to the daughters of Sal- 


3 Now if men of another 
tribe take them to wives, their 
poſſeſſion will follow them, 
and being transterred to ano- 
ther tribe, will be a diminiſh- 
ing of our inheritance. 

4 And fo it ſhall come to 
paſs, that when the jubile, 
that is the fiftieth year of re- 
miſſion is come, the diſtribu- 
tion made by the lots ſhall 
be confounded, and the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the one ſhall pals to 
the others. 

5 Moſes anſwered the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, and ſaid by 
the command of the Lord : 


The tribe of the children of 
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Joſeph hath ſpoken rightly. 
6 And this 1s the law pro- 
mulgated by the Lord touch- 
ing the daughters of Salpha- 
ad: Let them marry to whom 
they will, only ſo that it be 
to men of their own tribe: 

7 Left the poſſeſſion of 
the children of Iſrael be 
mingled from tribe to tribe. 
For all men ſhall marry wives 
of their own tribe and kin- 
dred: 

8 And all women ſhall take 
huſbands of the ſame tribe : 
that the inheritance may re- 
main 1n the families, 

9 And that the tribes be 
not mingled one with another, 
but remain ſo 


10 As they were ſeparated | 


by the Lord. And the daugh- 
ters of Salphaad did as was 
ere Br. 

11 And Maala, and Ther- 
ſa, and Hegla, and Melcha, 
and Noa were married to the 
ſons of their uncle by their 
father 

12 J tne family of Ma- 
naſſes, Who was the ſon of Jo- 
ſeph: and the poſſeſſion that 
had been allotted to them, re- 
mained in the tribe and fami- 
ly of their father. 

13 Theſe are the com- 
mandments and judgments, 
which the Lord commanded 
by the hand of Moſes to the 
children of Iſrael, in the 
plains of Moab upon the 
Jordan over-againſt Jericho.

A repetition of what paſſed at Sinai and Cadeſbarne; and of 
the prople's murmuring and their puniſbment. 


HESE are the words, 
which Moſes ſpoke 
to all Iſrael - beyond the 
Jordan, in the plain wilder- 
neſs, over-againſt the Red 
ſea, between Pharan and 
Thophel and Laban and Ha- 
ſeroth, where there is very 
much gold : 

2 Elevendays journey from 
Horeb by the way of mount 
Seir to Cadeſbarne. 

3 In the fortieth year, the 
eleventh month, the firſt day 
of the month, Moſes ſpoke to 
the children of Iſrael all that 
the Lord had commanded 
him to fay to them: 

4 After that he had ſlain 
Sehon king of the Amorrhites, 
who dwelt in Heſebon : and 
Og king of Baſan who abode 
in Aſtaroth, and in Edrai, 

5 Beyond the Jordan in 
. er of Moab. And Mo- 

es to expound the law, 
and hy: * 


6 The Lord our God ſpoke 
to us in Horeb, ſaying: Vou 
have ſtayed long enough in 
this mountain: 

7 Turn you, and come 
to the mountain of the A- 
morrhites, and to the other 
places that are next to it the 
plains and the hills and the 
vales towards the ſouth, and 
by the ſea ſhore, the land of 
the Chananites, and of Liba- 
nus, as far as the great river 
Euphrates. 

8 Behold (faid he) I have 
delivered it to you : go in and 
poſſeſs it, concerning which 
the Lord ſwore to your ta- 
thers Abraham, Iſaac, and 
Jacob, that he would give it 
to them, and to their ſeed 
aſter them. 

9 And] ſaid to you at that 
time: 5 | 

10 I alone am not able to 
bear you: for the Lord your 
| God hath multiplied you, and

12 I alone am not able to 
bear your buſineſs, and the 
charge of you and your differ- 
ences. 

13 Let me have from a- 
mong you wiſe and underſtand- 
ing men, and ſuch whoſe con- 
verſation is approved among 
your tribes, that I may ap- 
point them your rulers. 

14 Then you anſwered 
me: The thing is goed 
which thou meaneſt to do. 

15 And ] took out of your 
tribes men wiſe and honoura- 
ble,andappointed them rulers, 
tribunes, and centurions, and 
officers over fifties, and over 
tens, Who might teach you 
all things. 

16 And Icommanded them, 
ſaying: Hear them, and judge 
that which is juſt: whether 
he be one of your country, or 
a ſtranger. 

17 There ſhall be no dif- 
ference of perſons, you ſhall 
hear the little as well as the 

eat: neither ſhall you re- 

pect any man's NT be- 
cauſe it is the judgment of 
God. And if any thing ſeem 
bard to you, refer it to me, 
and I will hear it. 2 

18 And I commanded you 
all things that you were to do. 

19 And departing from

Horeb, we paſſed through the 
terrible and vaſt wilderneſs, 
which you ſaw, by the way 
of the mountain of the A- 
morrhite, as the Lord our 
God had commanded us.

20 I ſaid to you: You are 
come to the mountain of the 
Amorrhite, which the Lord 
our God will give to us. 

21 See the land whichghe

28 Whither ſhall we go 
up? the meſſengers have ter- 
rified our hearts, ſaying: The 
multitude is very great, and 
taller than we: the cities are 

t, and walled up to the 

y, we have ſeen the ſons of 
the Enacims there. 

29 And [| ſaid to you: Fear 
not, neither be ye afraid of 
them : 

30 The Lord God, who 
is your leader, himſelf will 
fight for you, as he did in 
Egypt in the ſight of all. 

31 And in the wilderneſs 
(as thou haſt ſeen) the Lord 
thy God hath carried thee, 
as a man 1s wont to Carry his 
little ſon, all the way, that 
you have come, until you 
came to this place. 

2 And yet for all this you 
did not be!i-ve the Lord your 
God 


in the » and marked out 
the plac wherein you ſhould 
pitch your rents, in the night 
ſhewing you the way by fire, 
and in the day by the pillar 
of a cloud.

37 Neither is his indigna- 
tion againſt the people to be 
wondered at, ſince the Lord 
was angry with me alfo on 
your account, and faid : Nei- 
ther ſhalt thou go in thither. 

38 But Joſue the ſon of 
Nun thy miniſter, he ſhall go 
in for thee : exhort and en- 
courage him, and he ſhall 
divide the land by lot to 
Iſrael. 

39 Your children, of whom 
you ſaid that they ſhould be 
led away captives, and your 
ſons who know not this day 
the difference of good and 
evil, they ſhall go in: and to 
them I will give the land, and 
they ſhall poſſeſs it. 

40 But return you and go 
into the wilderneſs by the way 
of the Red fea. 

41 And you anſwered me: 
We have ſinned againſt the 
Lord: wewill goup and fight, 
as the Lord our God hath 
commanded.

43 U ſpoke, and you hear- 
kened not: but 1 
commandment of the Lord, 
and ſwelling with pride you 
went up into the mountain. 

44 And the Amorrhite that 
dwelt in the mountains com- 
ing out, and meeting you, 
chaſed you, as bees do: and 
made ſlaughter of you from 
Seir as far as Horma. 

45 And when you returned 
and wept before the Lord, he 
heard you not, neither would 
he yield to your voice. 

46 So you abode in Ca- 
deſbarne a long time.

N D departing from 

thence we came into 

the wilderneſs, that leadeth to 
the Red ſea, as the Lord had 
ſpoken to me: and we com- 
paſſed mount Seira long time. 

2 And the Lord faid to me: 

3 You have compaſſed this 
mountain long enough : go 
towards the north : 

4 And command thou the 
people, ſaying: You ſhall 


paſs by the borders of your | 


brethren the children of Efau, 
who dwell in Seir, and they 
will be afraid of you. 


5 Take ye. then good heed 


that you ſtir not againſt them. 
For I will not give you of their 
land ſo much as the ſtep of 
one foot can tread upon, be- 
cauſe I have given mount Seir 
to Eſau, for a poſſeſſion. 

6 You ſhall buy meats of 
them for money, and ſhall 
eat: you ſhall draw waters for 
money, and ſhall drink. 

7 The Lord thy God hath 
bleſſed thee in every work of 
thy hands: the Lord thy God 
dwelling with thee, knoweth 
thy journey, how thou haſt 
paſſed through this great wil- 
derneſs, for forty years, and

8 And when we had paſſed 


| by our brethren the children 


of Eſau, that dwelt in Seir, 
by the way of the plain from 
Elath and from Aſiongaber, 
we came to the way, that 
leadeth to the deſart of Moab. 

9 And the Lord faid to 
me: Fight not againſt the 
Moabites, neither go to battle 
againſt them: for I will not 
give thee any of their land, 
becauſe I have given Ar to the 
children of Lot in poſſeſhon. 

10 The Emims firſt were 
the inhabitants thereof, a peo- 
ple great, and ſtrong, and fo 
tall that like the race of the 
Enacims, 

11 They were eſteemed as 
giants, and were like the ſons 
of the Enacims. But the Moa- 
bites call them Emims. 

12 The Horrhites alſo for- 


merly dwelt in Seir: who be- 
ing

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ing driven out and deſtroyed, 
the children of Eſau dwelt 
there, as Iſrael did in the land 
of his poſſeſſion, which the 
Lord gave him. 

13 Then riſing up to paſs 
the torrent Zared, we Came 
to it. 

14 And the time, that we 
journeyed from Cadeſbarne till 
we paſſed over the torrent 
Zared, was thirty eight years: 
until all the generation of the 
men that were fit for war was 
conſumed out of the camp, as 
the Lord had ſworn : 

15 For his hand was againft 
them, that they ſhould periſh 
from the midſt of the camp. 

16 And after all the hght- 
ing men were dead, 

17 The Lord ſpoke to me, 
ſaying : 

18 Thou ſhalt paſs this day 
the borders of Moab, the ci- 
ty named Ar : 

19 And when thou comeſt 
nigh the frontiers of the chil- 
dren of Ammon, take heed 
thou fight not againſt them, 


ROT once move to battle: for | 


I will not give thee of the land 
of the children of Ammon, 
becauſe I have given it to the 
children of Lot for a poſſeſ- 
ſion. ; 

20 It was accounted a land 
of giants: and giants formerly 
dwelt in it, whom the Am- 
monites call Zomzommims, 

21 A people great and 
many, and of tall ftature, like 
the uns whom the Lord 
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| deſtroyed before their face: 
and he made them to dwel| 
in their ſtead, 

22 As he had done in fa- 
vour of the children of Eſau, 
that dwell in Seir, deſtroying 
the Horrhites, and delivering 
their land to them, which 
they poſſeſs to this day. 

23 The Hevites alſo, that 
dwelt in Haſerim as far a 
Gaza, were expelled by the 
Cappadocians: who came out 
of Capadocia, and deſtroyed 
them, and dwelt in their ſtead. 

24 Ariſe ye, and. paſs the 
torrent Arnon : behold I have 
delivered into thy hand Sehon 
king of Heſebon the Amor- 
rhite, and begin thou to poſ- 
feſs his land, and make war 
againſt him. 

25 This day will I begin 
to ſend the dread and fear of 
thee upon the nations, that 
dwell under the whole hea- 
ven: that when they hear thy 
name they may fear and trem- 
ble, and be in pain like wo- 
men in travel. 

26 So I ſent meſſengers 
from the wilderneſs of Cade- 
' moth to Sehon the king of 
Heſebon with peaceable 
words, ſaying : 

27 We will paſs through 
thy land, we will go along by 
the high way: we will not 
turn aſide neither to the right 
hand, nor to the left. 

28 Sell us meat for money, 
that we may eat: Give us 
| water for money, and ſo 17 

Wl 
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will drink. We only aſk that 
thou wilt let us paſs thorough, 

29 As the children of Etau 
have done, that dwell in Seir, 
and the Moabites, that abide 
in Ar: until we come to the 
Jordan, and paſs to the land, 
which the Lord our God will 
give us. 

30 And Sehon the king of 
Heſebon would not let us paſs: 
becauſe the Lord thy God had 
( a) hardened his ſpirit, and 
hxed his heart, that he might 
be delivered into thy hands, 
as now thou ſeeſt. 

31 And the Lord ſaid to 
me: Behold I have begun to 
deliver unto thee Sehon and 
his land, begin to, poſſeſs it. 

32 And Schon came out to 
meet us with all his people to 
fight at jaſa. 

33 And the Lord our God 
delivered him to us: and we 
ſlew him with his ſons and 
all his people. 

34 And we took all his 
cities at that time, killing the 
inhabitants of them, men and 
women and children. Weleft 
nothing of them : 

35 Except the cattle which 
came to the ſhare of them 
that took them: and the ſpoils 
of the citics, which they took: 

36 From Aroer, which is 
upon the bank of the torrent 
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Arnon, a town that is ſituate 
in a valley, as far as Galaad. 
There was not a village or 
city, that eſcaped our hands : 
the Lord our God delivered 
all unto us. 

37 Except the land of the 
children of Ammon, to which 
we approached not : and all 
that border upon the torrent 
Jeboc, and the cities in the 
mountains, and all the places 


which the Lord our God for- 
bad us. 
CHAP. H. 


The victory over Og king of 
Bajan. Ruben, Gad and 
half the tribe of Manaſſes 
receive their poſſeſſion on 
the other fide of Jordan. 

HEN we turned and 
went by the way of 

Balan : and Og the king of 

Baſan came out to meet us 

with his people to fight in 

Edrai. 

2 And the Lord faid to 
me: Fear him not: becauſe 
he is delivered into thy hand, 
with all his people and his 
land: and thou thalt do to 
him as thou hait done to Se- 
hon king of the Amorrhites, 
that dwelt in Heſebon. 

3 So the Lord our God de- 
livered into our hands Og alto 
the king of Baſan, and all his

4 Waſting all his cities at 
one time, there was not a 
town that eſcaped us: ſixty 
cities, all the country of Ar- 
Per the kingdom of Og in 

alan. 

5 All the cities were fenc- 
ed with very high walls, and 
with gates and bars, beſides 
mnumerable towns that had 


mo walls. 


6 And we utterly deſtroyed 
them, as we had done to Se- 
hon the king of Heſebon, de- 
ſtroying every city, men, wo- 
men and children : 

7 But the cattle and the 
ſpoils of the cities we took 
for our prey. 

8 And we took at that 


time the land out of the hand 


of the two kings of the A- 
morrhites, that were beyond 
the Jordan: from the torrent 
Arnon unto the mountain 
Hermon, 

9 Which the Sidonians call 
Sarion, and the Amorrhites 
Sanir : 

10 All the cities, that are 
fituate in the plain, and all 
the land of Galaad and Baſan 
as far as Selcha, and Edrai 
cities of the kingdoin of Og 
in Baſan. | 

11 For only Og king of 
Baſan remaiued of the race of 
the giants. His bed of iron 
is ſhewed, which is in Rab- 
bath of the children of Am- 
mon, being nine Cubits long, 
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ople: and we utterly de- 
ſtroyed them, 


and ſour broad after the mea- 
ſure of the cubit of a man's 
hand. 

12 And ve poſſeſſed the 
land at that time from Aroer, 
which is upon the bank of the 
torrent Arnon, unto the half 
of mount Galaad : and ] 
gave the cities thereof to Ru- 
ben and Gad. 

13 And I delivered the 
other part of Galaad, and all 
Baſan the kingdom of Oz 
to the half tribe of Manaſſes, 
all the country of Argob: 
and all Bafan is called the land 
of giants. 

14 Jair the ſon of Manaſ- 
ſes poſſeſſed all the country of 
Argob unto the borders of 
Geſſuri, and Machati. And 
he called Baſan by his own 
name, Havoth Jair, that is to 
ſay, the towns of Jair, until 
this preſent day, 

15 To Machir alſo I gave 
Galaad. 

16 And to the tribes of Ru- 
ben and Gad I gave of the 
land of Galaad as far as the 
torrent Arnon, half the tor- 
rent, and the conhnes even 
unto the torrent Jeboc, which 
is the border of the children 
of Ammon : 

17 And the plain of the 
wilderneſs, and the Jordan, 


and the borders of Cenereth 

unto the ſea of the deſert, 

which is the moſt falt ſea, to 

the foot of mount Phaſza 
ealtward. 

18 And I commanded you 

al 
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at that time, ſaying : The 
Lord your God giveth you 
this land for an inheritance, 
go ye well appointed before 
our brethren the children of 
ſrael all the ſtrong men of 
you: 

19 Leaving your wives and 
children and cattle. For I 
know you have much cattle, 
and they muſt remain in the 
cities, which I have delivered 
to you, 

20 Until the Lord give reſt 
to your brethren, as he hath 
given to you: and they alto 
poſſeſs the land, which he will 
give them beyond the Jordan: 
then ſhall every man return to 
his poſletſion, which I have 
given you. 

21 I commanded Toſue 
alſo at that time, faying : 
Thy eyes have ſeen what the 
Lord your God hath done to 
theſe two kings: fo will he 
do to all the kingdoms, to 
which thou ſhalt pals. 

22 Fear them not: for the 
Lord your God will fight for 
you. 
23 And I beſought the 
Lord at that time, faying: 

24 Lord God thou haſt 
begun to ſhew unto thy ſer- 
vant thy greatneſs, and moſt 
mighty hand, for there is no 


other God either in heaven or 


earth, that is able to do thy 
works, or to be compared to 
thy ſtrength. | 

25 1 will paſs over there- 
fore, and will ſee this excellent

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land beyond the Jordan, and 
this goodly mountain, and 
Libanus. 

26 And the Lord was an- 
gry with me on your account 
and heard me not, but laid to 
me: It is enough: ſpeak no 
more to me of this matter.

6 Every beaſt that divid- 
eth the — in two parts, 
and cheweth the cud, you 
ſhall eat. 

7 But of them that chew 
the cud, but divide not the 
hoof, you ſhall not eat, ſuch 
as the camel, the hare, and 
the cherogril: becauſe they 
chew the cud, but divide not 
the hoof, they ſhall be un- 
clean to you. 

8 The ſwine alſo, becauſe 
it divideth the hoof, but chew- 
eth not the cud, ſhall be un- 
clean, their fleſh you ſhall 
not eat, and their carcaſes you 
ſhall not touch. 

9 Theſe ſhall you eat of 
all that abide in the waters: 
all that have fins and ſcales, 
you ſhall eat. 

10 Such as are without 
bms and ſcales, you ſhall not 


cat, becauſe theyare unclean. 

11 All birds that are clean 
you ſhall cat. 

12 The unclean eat not : 
to wit, the eagle, and the 
grype, and the oſprey, 

13 The ringtail, and the 


vulture, and the kite accord- 
ing to their kind: 


14 And all of the raven's 
kind : 

15 And the oftrich, and 
the owl, and the larus, and 
the hawk according to its 
kind; 

16 The heron, and the 
ſwan, and the ſtork, 

17 And the cormorant, the 
porphirion, and the night- 
crow, 

18 The bittourn, and the 
charadrion, every one in their 
kind: the houp alſo and the 
bat. 
19 Every thing that 
eth and hath Httle wings, ſha!l 
be unclean and ſhall not be 
eaten. 

20 All that is clean, you 
ſhall eat. 

21 But whatſoever is dead 
of itſelf, eat not thereof.

HE prieſts and Le- 
vites, and all that are 
of the ſame tribe; ſhall have 
no part nor inheritance with 
the reſt of Iſrael, becauſe they 
ſhall eat the ſacrifices of the 

Lord, and his oblations, 

2 And they ſhall receive 
nothing elſe of the poſſeſſion 
of their brethren : for the 
Lord himſelf is their inheri- 
tance, as he hath ſaid to 
them. 

3 This ſhall be the prieſt's 
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due from the people, and 
from them that offer victims: 
whether they ſacrifice an ox, 
or a ſheep, they ſhall give to 
the cielk the ſhoulder and 
the breaſt : 

4 The firit-fruits alſo of 
corn, of wine, and of oil, 
and a part of the wool from 
the ſhearing of their ſheep. 

5 For the Lord thy God 
hath choſen him of all thy 
tribes, to ſtand, and to mini- 
ter to the name of the Lord, 
him and his ſons for ever. 

6 If a Levite go out of 
any one of the cities through- 
out all Iſrael, in which he 
dwelleth, and have a longing 
mind to come to the „ th. 
which the Lord ſhall chooſe, 

7 He ſhall miniſter in the 
name of the Lord his God, 
as all his brethren the Levites 
do, that ſhall ſtand at that 
tune before the Lord.

4 This ſhall be the law of 
the ſlayer, that fleeth, whoſe 
lite is to be ſaved: He that 
killeth his neighbour 1gnorant- 
ly, and who is proved to have 
had no hatred againit him 
yeſterday and the day before : 

5 But to have gone with 
him to the w to hew 
wood, and in cutting down 
the tree the ax ſhpped out of 
his hand, and the iron flipping 
from the handle ſtruck his 
friend, and killed him : he 
fail flee to one of the cities 
aforeſaid, and hve : 

6 Left perhaps the next 
kinſman of him, whoſe blood 
was ſhed, puſhed on by his 
grief would purſue, and ap- 
prehend him, if the way be too 
long, and take away the liie 
of kim who is not guilty of 
death, becauſe he is proved 
to have had no hatred before 
againſt him that was ſlain. 

7 Therefore I command 
thee, that thou ſeparate three 
cities at equal diſtance one 


' from another. 


8 And when the Lord thy 
God ſhall have enlarged thy 
borders, as he ſwore to thy 


fathers, and ſhall give thee all- 


the land, that he promiſed 


Mm, 
9 (Vet fo, if thou keep his 
commandments, and do the 
things which I command thee 


this day, that thou love the 


Lord thy God, and walk in 
his ways at all times) thou 
ſhalt add to thee other three 
cities, and ſhalt double the 
number of the three cities 
aforeſaid : 

10 That innocent blood 
may not be ſhed in the midſt 
of the land, which the Lord 
thy God will give thee to 
poſſeſs, leſt thou be guilty of 
blood. 

11 But if any man hating 
his neighbour, lie in wait for 
his life, and riſe and ſtrike 
him, and he die, and he flee 
to one of the cities aforeſaid, 

12 The ancients of his city 
ſhall ſend, and take him out 
of the place of refuge, and 
ſhall deliver him into the hand 
of the kinſman of him, whoſe 
_ was ſhed, and he ſhall 

ie. 

13 Thou ſhalt not pity 
him, and thou ſhalt take away 
the guilt of innocent blood 
out of Iſrael, that it may be 
well with thee.

16 If a lying witneſs ſtand 
againſt

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againſt a man, accuſing him 
of tranſgreſſion, 

17 Both of them, between 
whom the controverſy is, ſhall 
ſtand before the Lord in the 
fight of the prieſts and the 
judges that thall be in thoſe 
days. 

18 And when after moſt 
diligent inquiſition, they ſhall 
find that the falſe witneſs hath 
told a lie againſt his brother: 

19 They ſhall render to 
him as he meant to do to his 
brother, and thou ſhalt take 
away the evil out of the midſt 
of thee: 

20 That others hearing 
may fear, and may not dare to 
do ſuch things. 

21 Thou ſhalt not pity 
him, but ſhalt require life for 
life, eye for eye, tooth for 
tooth, hand for hand, foot 
tor foot. 


CHAP. XX. 


Laws relating to war. 


F thou go out to war againſt 

thy enemies, and ſee horſe- 
men and chariots, and the 
numbers of the enemy's army 
greater than thine, thou ſhalt 
not fear them : becauſe the 
Lord thy God is with thee, 
who brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt. 

2 And when the battle 1s 
now at hand, the prieſt ſhall 
ſtand before the army, and 
ſhall ſpeak to the people in 
this manner : 


3 Hear, O Iſrael, you join 


battle this day againſt your 
enemies, let not your heart 
be diſinayed, be not afraid, 
do not give back, fear ye 
them not : 

4 Becauſe the Lord your 
God is in the midſt of you, 
and will fight for you againſt 
your enemies, to deliver you 
from danger. | 

5 And the captains ſhall 
proclaim through every band 
in the hearing of the army: 
What man is there, that hath 
built a new houſe, and hath 
not dedicated it ? let him go, 
and return to his houſe, left 
he die in the battle, and ano- 
ther man dedicate it. 

6 What man is there, that 
hath planted a vineyard, and 
hath not as yet made it to be 
common, whereof all men 
may eat ? let him go, and re- 
turn to his houſe: leſt he die 
in the battle, and another man 
execute his office. 

7 What man is there, that 
hath eſpouſed a wife, and not 
taken her? let him go, and 
return to his houſe: leſt he 
die in the war, and another 
man take her. 

8 After theſe things are de- 
clared they ſhall add the reſt, 
and ſha]! ſpeak to the people: 
What man 1s there that is feat- 
ful, and faint-hearted ? let 
him go, and return to his 
houſe, leſt he make the hearts 
of bis brethren to fear, as he 
himſelf is poſſeſſed with fear. 
9 And when the captains 
ot 
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peace, and have made an end 
of ſpeaking, every man hall 
prepare their bands to fight. 

10 If at any time thou 
come to fight againſt a city, 
thou ſhalt firſt offer it peace. 

11 If they receive it, and 
open the gates to thee, all the 

le that are therein, thall 
bo ved, and ſhall ſerve thee 
paying tribute. 

12 But if they will not 
make peace, and ſhall begin 
war againſt thee, thou ſhalt 
deſiege it. 

13 And when the Lord thy 
God ſhall deliver it into thy 


hands, thou ſhalt ſlay all that 


are therein of the male fex, 
with the edge of the ſword, 

14 Excepting women and 
children, cattle and other 
things, that are in the city. 
And thou ſhalt divide all the 
prey to the army, and thou 
halt eat the ſpoils of thy ene- 
mies, which the Lord thy 
God ſhall give thee. 

15 90, 
cities, that are at a great diſ- 
tance from thee, and are not 
of theſe cities, which thou 
ſhalt receive in poſſeſſion. 

16 But of thoſe cities, that 
f:all be given thee, thou ſhalt 
futfer none at all to live: 

17 But ſhalt kill them with 


the edge of the ſword, to 


wit, the Hethite, and the A- 
morrhite, and the Chananite, 


the Pherezite, and the Hevite, 


and the Jebuſite, as the Lord | 


t thou do to all 
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of the army ſhall hold their 


thy God hath commanded 
thee : 

18 Leſt they teach you to 
do all the abominations which 
they have done to their gods : 
and you ſhould fin againit the 
Lord your God. 

19 When thou haſt beſieg- 
ed a City a long time, and hath 
compaſſed it with bulwarks to 
take it, thou ſhalt not cut 
down the trees, that may be 
eaten of, neither ſhalt thou 
ſpoil the country round about 
with axes: for it is a tree, and 
not a man, neither can it in- 
creaſe the number of them 
that fight againſt thee. 

20 But if there be any 
trees that are not fruitful, but 
wild, and fit for other uſes, 
cut them down, and make 
engines, until thou take ' the 
city, which fighteth againſt 
thee.

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9 And thou ſhalt be free 
from the innocent's blood, 
that was ſhed, when thou 
ſhalt have done what the Lord 
hath commanded thee.

This our ſon is rebellious and 
ſtubborn, he flighteth hear- | 
ing our admonitions, he giv- 
eth himſelf to revelling, and 
to debauchery and banquet- 
ing; 
21 The people of the city 
ſhall ſtone him: and he ſhall 
die, that you may take away 
the evil out of the midſt of 
you, and all Iſrael hearing it 
may be afraid. 

22 When a man hath com- 
mitted a crime for which he 
is to be puniſhed with death, 
and being condemned to die 
is hanged on a gibbet : 

23 His body ſhall not re- 
main upen the tree, but ſhall 
be buried the ſame day : for 
he is accurſed of God that 
hangeth on a tree : and thou 

ſhalt not de file thy land, which 
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the Lord thy God ſhall give 
thee in poſſeſſion.

15 Her father and mother 
ſhall take her, and ſhall bring 
with them the tokens of her 
virginity to the ancients of the 
City that are 1n the gate : 

16 And the father ſhall ſay: 
I gave my daughter unto this

y ja very ill name, fo as to ſay: 


I found not thy daughter a 
virgin : and behold theſe are 
the tokens of my daughter's 
virginity. And” they ſhall 
ſpread the cloth before the 
ancients of the city : 

18 And the ancients of that 
city ſhall take that man, and 
beat him, 

19 Condemning him Be-

( a) Foſue. This book is called Jeſue, becauſe it contains 


the hiſtory of what paſſed under him, and according 


to the 


common opinion was written by him. The Greeks call him 
Jeſus : for Joſue and Jeſus in the Hebrew are the ſame name, 
and have the ſame ſignification, viz. A Saviour. And it was 
not without a myſtery that he who was to bring 2 
into the land of promiſe ſhould have his name changed from 
Oſee (for ſo he was called before, Num. xiii. 17.) to Jaſue 
or Jeſus, to give us to underſtand, that Moſes by his law 
could only bring the people within fight of the promiſed in- 
heritance, but that our Saviour Jeſus was to bring us = it. 
4 From 
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4 From the deſert and from 


Libanus unto the great river 
Euphrates, all the land of 
the Hethites uato the great 
ſea toward the going down of 
the ſun, ſhall be your border. 

5 No man ſhall be able to 
reſiſt you all the days of thy 
life: as I have been with 
Moſes, fo will I be with thee:

3 He did what the Lord 
had commanded, and he cir- 
cumciſed the children of Ifra- 
el in the hill of the foreſkins. 

4 Now this is the cauſe of 
the ſecond circumciſion : All 
the people, that came out of 

pt that were males, all 
the men fit for war, died in 
the deſart, during the time of 
the long going about in the 
way, 

5 Now theſe were all cir- 
cumciſed. But the people 
that were born in the deſart, 

6 During the forty years 
of the journey inthe wide wil- 
derneſs were uncircumciſed : 
till all they were conſumed 
that had not heard the voice 
of the Lord, and to whom he 
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had ſworn before, that he 

would not ſhew them the land 
flowing with milk and ho- 
ney. | 
7 The children of theſe 
ſucceeded in the place of their 
fathers, and were circumciſed 
by Joſue: for they were un- 
circumci'ed even as they were 
born, and no one had circum- 
ciſed them in the way 

8 Now after they were all 
circumsiſed, they remained 
in the ſame place of the camp, 
until they were healed. 

9 And the Lord faid to 

Joſue : This day have I taken 
away from you che reproach 
of Egypt. And the name of 
that place was called Galgal, 
until this preſent day. 
10 And the children of Iſ- 
rael abode in Galgal, and 
they kept the Phaſe, on the 
fourteenth day of the month 
at evening 1n the plains of 
Jericho : 

11 And they ate on the 
next day unleavened bread of 
the corn of the land, and 
furmety of the ſame year. 

12 And the Manna ceaſed 
after they ate of the corn of 
the land, neither did the chil- 
dren of Iſrael uſe that food 
any more, but they ate of the

After ſeven days proceſſions, 
the prieſls ſounding the 
trumpets, the walls of Fe- 
richo fall down: and the 
city is taken and deſtroyed. 


OW Jericho was cloſe 
ſhut up and fenced, for 
fear of the children of Iſrael, 


and no man durſt go out or 
come in. 


2 And the Lord ſaid to 
Joſue: Behold I have given 
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into thy hands Jericho, and 
the king thereof, and all the 
valiant men. 

3 Go round about the 
city all ye fighting men once 
a day: to ſhall ye do for tix 
days. 

4 And on the ſeventh day 
the prieſts ſhall take the ſeven 
trumpets, which are uſed in 
the Jubile, and ſhall go be- 
fore the ark of the covenant : 
and you ſhall go about the ci- 
ty ſeven times, and the prieſts 
ſhall ſound the trumpets. 

5 And when the voice of 
the trumpet ſhall give a long- 
er and broken tune, and ſhall 
ſound in your ears, all the 
people ſhall ſhout together 
with a very great ſhout, and 
the walls of the city ſhall fall 
to the ground, and they ſhall 
enter in every one at the place 
againſt which they ſhall ſtand. 

6 Then joſue the ſon of 
Nun called the prieſts, and 
ſaid to them : Take the ark 
of the covenant: and let ſe- 
ven other prieſts take the ſe- 
ven trumpets of the Jubile, 
and march before the ark of 
the Lord. 

7 And he ſaid to the peo- 
ple: Go, and compaſs the 
city, armed, marching before

10 But Joſue had com 
manded the people, ſaying : 
You ſhall not ſhout, nor ſhall 
your voice be heard, nor any 
word go out of your mouth: 
until the day come wherein I 
jhall ſay to you: Cry, and 
thout. 

11 So the ark of the Lord 
went about the city once a 
day, and returning into the 
camp, abode there. 

12 And Joſue riſing be- 
fore day, the prieſts took the

13 And ſeven of them ſe- 
ven trumpets, which are uſed 
in the Jubile : and they went 
before the ark of the Lord 
walking and ſounding the 
trumpets : andthe armed men 
went before them, and the 
reſt of the common people 
followed the ark, and they 
blew the trumpets.

16 And when in the ſe— 
venth going about the prieſts 
founded with the trumpets, 
Joſue ſaid to all Iſrael: Shout: 
tor the Lord hath delivered 
the city to you: 

17 Andlet this city (a) be 
an anathema : and a!l things 
that are in it, to the Lord. 
Let only Rahab the harlot 
live, with all that are with 
her in the houſe : for ſhe hid 
the meſſengers whom we ſent. 

18 But beware ye leſt you 
touch ought of thoſe things, 
that are forbidden, and you 
be · guilty of tranſgreſſion, and 
all the camp of Iſrael be un- 
der fin, and be troubled. 

19 But whatſoever gold or 
ſilver there {hall be, or veſſels 
of braſs and iron, let it be 
conſecrated to the Lord, laid 
up in his treafures. 

20 So all the people mak- 


ing a ſhout, and the trumpets , 


ſounding, when the voice and 
the ſound thundered in the 
ears of the multitude, the 
walls forthwith fell down : 
and every man went up by 
the place that was over- 
againſt him: and they took 
the city, 

21 And killed all that were

23 And the young men 
went in, and brought out Ra- 
hab, and her parents, her 
brethren alſo and all her goods 
and her kindred, and made 
them to ſtay without the 
camp. 

24 Put they burned the 
city, and all things that were 
therein ; except the gold and 
filver, and veſſels ot braſs 
and iron, which they con- 
ſecrated into the yreatury o. 
the Lord. 

25 But Tofue ſaved Ra- 
hab the hailet and her fa- 
ther's houſe, and all ſhe had, 
und they dwelt in the midſt 
ot Iſrael until this preſent 
day : becauſe ſhe hid the 
meſſengers, whom he had 
ſent to ſpy out Jericho. At 
that time, Joſue made an im- 
precation, ſaying : 

26 () Curſed be the man 
before the Lord, that ſhall 
raiſe up and build the city of 
Jericho. In his firſt-born may 
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he lay the foundation thereof, 
and in the laſt of his children 
ſet up its gates. 

27 And the Lord was with 
Joſue, and his name was noiſ- 


ed throughout all the land.

For the fin of Achan, the I 


raelites are defeated at 
Hai. The offender is found 
out; and flened to death, 
and God's wrath is turned 
from them. 


UT the children of If- 
rael tranſgreſſed the 
commandment, and took to 
their own uſe of the ana- 
thema. For Achan the ſon 
of Charmi, the fon of Zabdi, 
the ſon of Zarte of the tribe 
of Juda, took ſoimething of 
the anathema: and the Lord 
was angry againſt the chil- 
dren of lirael. 

2 And when Joſue ſent 
men from Jericho againſt Hai, 
which is beſide Bethauen, on 
the eaſt-ſide of the town of 
Bethel, he ſaid to them : Go 
up, and view the country: 
and they fulfilled his com- 
mand, and viewed Hai. 

3 And returning they faid to 
him: Let not all the people 
go up, but let two or three

them as they fled by the de- 
ſcent: and the heart of the 
people was ftruck with fear, 
and melted like water. 

6 Bur Joſue rent his gar- 
ments, and fel! flat on the 
ground before the ark of the 
Lord until the evening, both 
he and all the ancients of If- 
rae] : and they put duſt upon 
their heads. | 

7 And Joſue faid : Alas, O 
Lord God, why wouldſt thou 
bring this people over the 
river Jordan, to deliver us 
into the hand of the Amor- 
rhite, and to deſtroy us? 
would God we had ſtaid be- 
yond the Jordan as we vo. 

8 My Lord God what thall 
I fay, ſeeing Iſtael turning 
their backs to their enemies ? 

9 The Chananites, and all 
the inhabitants of the land will 
hear of it, and being gathered 
together will ſurround us and 
cut off our name from the 
earth : and what wilt thou 
do to thy great name? 


JOSUE. 
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10 And the Lord ſaid to 
Joſue : Ariſe, why lieſt thou 
flat on the ground ? 

11 Iſrael hath ſinned, and 
tranſgreſſed my covenant: and 
they have taken of the ana- 
thema, and have ſtolen and 
lied, and have hidden it a- 
mong their goods. 

12 Neither can Iſrael ſtand 
before his enemies, but he 
ſhall flee from them: becauſe 
he is defiled with the anathe- 
ma. I will be no more with 
you, till you deſtroy him that 
is guilty of this wickedneſs. 

13 Ariſe, ſanctify the peo- 
ple, and fay to them: Be ye 
ſanQified againſt to-morrow : 
for thus ſaith the Lord God 
of Iirael : The anathema is in 
the midſt of thee, O Ifrael : 
thou c not ſtand before 
thy enemies, till he be deſtroy- 
ed out of thee that is defiled 
with this wickedneſs. 

14 And you ſhall come in 
the morning every one by 
your tribes: and what tribe 
ſoever the lot ſhall find, it 
ſhall come by its kindreds 
and the kindred by its hou- 
ſes, and the houſe by the 
men. 

15 And whoſoever he be 
that ſhall be found guilty of 
this fat, he ſhall be burnt 
with fire with all his ſub- 
ſtance, becauſe he hath tranſ- 

eſſed the covenant of the 
Lord, and hath done wicked- 
neſs in Iſrael. 

16 Joſue therefore, o_

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he roſe in the morning, made 
Iſrael to come by their tribes, 
and the tribe of Juda was 
found. 

17 Which being brought 
by its families, it was found 
to be the family of Zabdi: 

18 And bringing his houſe 
man by man, he found Achan 
the ton of Charnn, the fon of 
Zabdi, the fon of Zare of the 
tribe of Juda. 

19 And Joſue ſaid to A- 
chan: My ſon, give glory to 
the Lord God of lirael, and 
confeſs, and tell me what 
thou haſt done, hide it not. 

20 And Achan anſwered 
Joſue, and faid to him: In- 
deed I have ſinned againſt the 
Lord the God of Ifrael, and 
thus and thus have I done. 

21 For I ſaw amoag the 
ſpoils a ſcarlet garment exceed- 
ing good, and two hundred 
ſicles of ſilver, and a golden 
rule of fifty hcles : and I co- 
veted them, and I took them 
away, and hid them in the 
ground in the midſt of my 
tent, and the ſilver I covered 
with the earth that I dug up. 

22 Joſue therefore ſent mi- 
niſters: who running to his 
tent, found all hidden in the 
ſame place, together vith the 
ſilver. 

23 And taking them away 
out of the tent, they brought 
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them to Joſue, and to all the 
children of Iſrael, and threw 
them down before the Lord. 

24 Then Joſve and all Iſ- 
rael with him took Achanthe 
ſon of Zare, and the ſilver 
and the garment, and the 
golden rule, (a) his ſons alſo 
and his daughters, his oxen 
and aſſes, and ſheep, the tent 
alſo, and all the goods : and 
brought them to the valley of 
Achor : 

25 Where ſoſue ſaid : Be- 
cauſe thou hatt troubled us, 
the Lord trouble thee this 
day. And all Ifrael ftoned 
him: and all things that were 
his, were conſumed with fire. 

26 And they gathered to- 
gether upon him a great heap 
of ſtones, which 1emaineth 
until this preſent day. And 


| the wrath of the Lord was 


turned away from them. And 

the name of that place was 

called, the valley of (6) A- 

chor, until this day. 1

2 And thou ſhalt do to 
the city of Hai, and to the 
king thereof, as thou haſt 
done to ſericho, and to the 
king thereof: but the ſpoils 
and all the cattle you fhall 
take for a preyAo yourſelves: 
lay an ambuſh for the city 
behind it. 

3 And Joſue aroſe, and 
all the army of the fighting 
men with him, to go up a- 
gainſt Hai : and he ſent 
thirty thouſand choſen va- 
liant men in the night, 

4 And commanded them, 
ſaying : Lay an ambuſh be- 
hind the city: and go not 
very far from it: and be ye all 
ready. 

5 But I and the reſt of the 
multitude, which is with 
me, will approach on the 
contrary ſide againſt the city. 
And when they ſhall come 
out againſt us, we will flee, 
and turn our backs, as we 
did before. | | 

6 Till they purſuing us be 
- drawn farther from the city: 
for they will think that we 
flee as before. 
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7 And whilſt we are flee- 
ing, and they purſuing, you 
thall riſe out of the ambuſh, 
and ſhall deſtroy the city : and 
the Lord your God will de- 
liver it into our hands. 

8 And when you lhall have 
taken it, ſet it on fire, and 
you ſhall do all things fo as l 
have conunanded. 

9 And he lent them away, 
and they went on to the place 
of the ambuſh, and abade be- 
tween Bethel and Hai, on the 
weſt-ſide of the city of Hai, 
But Joſue ſtaid that night in 
the midſt of the people, 

10 And _ early in the 
morning he muſtered his fol- 
diers, and went up with the 
ancients in the front of the 
army, environed with the aid 
of the fighting men.

15 But Joſue, and all Iſ- 
rael gave back, making as if 
they were afraid, and fleeing 
by the way of the wilderneſs. 

16 But they ſhouting toge- 
ther, and encouraging one 
another, purſued them. And 
when they were come from 
the city, 

17 And not one remained 
in the city of Hai and of Be- 
thel, that did not purſue after 
Iſrael, leaving the towns o- 
pen as they had ruſhed out. 

18 The Lord faid to ſo- 
ſue : Lift up the ſhield, that 
is in thy hand, towards the 
city of Hai, for I will deliver 
it to thee. 

19 And when he tad lift- 
ed up his fhield towards the 
City, the ambuſh that lay hid, 
role up immediately: and go-

going toward the wilderneſs, 
turned back moſt valiantly a- 
gainſt them that purſued. 

21 So Joſue and all Ifrael 
feeing that the city was taken, 
and that the ſmoke of the 
| city roſe up, returned and 
ſlew the men of Hai. 

22 And they alſo that had 
taken and ſet the city on fire, 
iſſuing out of the city to meet 
their own men, began to cut 
off the enemies who were 
furrounded by them. So that 
the enemies being cut off on 
both fides, not one of fo great 
a multitude was faved, 

23 And they took the kin 
of the city of Hai alive, 2 
brought him to Joſue. 

24 So all being ſlain, that 
had purſued after Iſrael in his 
flight to the wilderneſs, and 
falling by the ſword in the 
ſame place, the children of 
Iſrael returned and laid waſte 
the city. 

25 And the number of them 
that fell that day both of men 
and women, was twelve thou- 
{and perſons all of the city of 
Hai. | 
26 Bur: ſoſue drew not 


ing to the city, took it and ſet back his hand, which he had 


it on fire. 

20 And the men of the ci- 
ty, that purſued after Joſue, 
looking back and ſeeing the 
ſmoke of the city riſe up to 
heaven, had no more power 
to flee this way or that way: 
eſpecially as they, that had 
— flight, and were 
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ſtretched out on high, hold- 


ing the ſhield, till all the inha- 
bitants of Hai were ſlain. 

27 And the children of Iſ- 
rael divided among them the 
cattle and the prey of the 
city, as the Lord had com- 
manded Joſue | 
| 28 And he burned thecity,

and made it a heap for ever : 
29 And he hung the king 
thereof on a gibbet until the 
evening and the going down 
of the ſun. Then ſoſue com- 
manded, and they took down 
his carcaſs from the gibbet :

upon it a great heap of ſtones, 
which remaineth until this 
preſent day. 

30 Then Joſue built an al- 
tar to the Lord the God of 
Ifrael in mount Hebal, 

31 As Moſes the ſervant 
of the Lord had commanded 
the children of Iſrael, and it 
is written in the book of the 
law of Moſes : an altar of un- 
hewed ſtones which iron had 
not touched: and he offered 
upon it holocauſts to the 


Lord, and immolated victims 


of peace-offerings. 

— And he wrote upon 
ſtones the Deuteronomy of 
the law of Moſes, which he 
Had ordered before the chil- 
dren of Iſrael. 

33 And all the people, and 
the ancients, and the princes 
and judges ſtood on both ſides 
of the ark, before the prieſts 
that carried the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord, both the 
firanger and he that was born 
among them, halt of them 
by mount Garizim, and half 


by mount Hebal, as Moſes 


the ſervant of the Lord had 
" commanded. And firſt he 
bleſſed the people of Iſtael. 


34 After this he read all 
the words of the bleſſing and 
the curſing, and all things 
that were written in the book 
of the law. | 

35 He left out nothing of 
thoſe things, which Moſes had 
commanded, but he repeated 
all before all the people of 
Ifrael, with the women and 
children and ſtrangers, that 
dwelt among them.

N OW hen theſe things 
were heard of, all the 
kings beyond the Jordan, that

3 But they that dwelt in 
Gabaon, hearing all that Joſue 
had done to Jericho and Hai: 

4 Cunningly deviſing took 
for themſelves proviſions, lay- 
ing old ſacks upon their aſſes, 
and wine bottles rent and 

ſowed up again, 
5 And very old ſhoes which 


fora ſhow of age were clouted 
with 
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with patches, and old gar- 
ments upon them : the loaves 
alſo, which they carried for 
proviſion by the way, were 
hard, and broken into pieces: 

6 And they went to Joſue, 
who then abode in the camp 
at Galgal, and ſaid to him, 
and to all Iſrael with him: 
We are come from a far coun- 
try, deſiring to make peace 
with you. And the children 
of Iſtael anſwered them, and 
ſaid: 

7 Perhaps you dwell in the 
land which falls to our lot, if 
ſo, we can make no league 
with you. 

8 But they ſaid to Joſue: 
We are thy ſervants. Joſue 
ſaid to them: Who are you? 
and whence came you? 

9 They anſwered : From 
a very far country thy ſer- 
vants are come in the name of 
the Lord thy God. For we 
have heard the fame of his 
power, all the things that he 
did in Egypt, 

10 And to the two kings 
of the Amorrhites that were 
beyond the Jordan, Sehon king 
of Heſebon, and Og king of 
Baſan, that was in oth : 

11 And our ancients, and 
all the inhabitants of our 
country faid to us: Take 


with you victuals for a 
a 


way, and go meet them, 
ſay: We are your ſervants, 
make ye a e with us. 

12 Behold, theſe loaves we 


took hot, when we ſet out 
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from our houſes to come to 
you, now they are become 
dry, and broken in pieces by 
being excecding old. 

13 Theſe bottles of wine 
when we filled them were new, 
now they are rent and burſt. 
| Theſe garments we have on, 
and the ſbes we have on our 
feet, by reaſon of the very 
long journey are worn out, 
and almoſt conſumed. 

14 They took therefore of 
their victuals, and . conſulted 
not the mouth of the Lord. 
15 And Joſue made peace 
with them, and entering into 
a league promiſed that they 
ſhould not be ſlain: the prin- 
ces alſo of the multitude 
{wore to them. 

16 Now three days after 
the league was made, they 
heard that they dwelt nigh, 
and they ſhould be among 
them. 

17 And the children of 
Iſrael removed the camp, and 
came into their cities on the 
third day, the names of which 
are Gabaon, and Caphira, 
and Beroth, and Cariathiarim: 
18 And they flew them 
not, becauſe the princes of 
the multitude had ſworn in 
the name of the Lord the 
| God of Iſrael. Then all the 
common people murmured 
- againſt the princes. 3 
19 And they anſwered 
them: We have ſworn to 
them in the name of the Lord 
the God of Iſtael, and there- 


fore 
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fore we may not touch them. 
20 But this we will do to 
them: Let their lives be ſa-

ved, left the wrath of the 
Lord be ſtirred up againſt us, 
it we ſhould be forſworn : 

21 But fo let them live, 
as to ſetve the whole multi- 


tude in hewing wood, and 


bringing in water. As they 
were ſpeaking tbeſe things, 
22 joſue called the Ga- 
haonites, and ſaid to them: 
hy would you impoſe upon

2 And ſaid to them: Vou 
have done all that Moſes the 
ſervant of the Lord command- 
ed you: you have alſo obeyed 


me in all things, 


3 Neither have you left 
your brethren this long time, 
until this preſent day, keep- 
ing the commandment of the 
Lord your God. 

4 Therefore as the Lord 

our God hath given your 
2 reſt and peace, as he 
promiſed: return, and go to 
your dwellings, and to the 
land of your poſſeſſion, which 


Moſes the ſervant of the Lord 


gave you beyond the Jordan: 

5 Yet fo that you obſerve 
attentively, and in work fulfil 
the commandment, and the 
law which Moſes the ſervant 


of the Lord commanded you, 


that you love the Lord your 
God, and walk in all his ways, 
and keep all his command- 
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ments, and cleave to him, 
and ſerve him with all your 
heart, and with all your ſoul. 

6 And Joſue bleſſed them, 
and ſent them away, and they 
returned to their dwellings.

29 God keep us from any 
ſuch wickedneſs that we 
ſhould revolt from the Lord, 
and leave off following his 
_ ſteps, by building an altar to 

offer holocauſts, and ſacrifices, 
and victims, befide the altar 
of the Lord our God, which 
is erected before his taber- 
nacle. | 

3o And when Phinees the 
prieft, and the princes of the 
embaſſage, which were with 
him, had heard this, they

31 And Phinees the prieſt —

138 And he hath caſt out 
all the nations, the Amor- 
rhite the inhabitant of the 
land, into which we ate come. 
Therefore we will ſerve the 
Lord, for he is our God. 

19 And Joſue ſaid to the 
people: (b) You will not be 
able to ferve the Lord: for 
he is a holy God, and mighty 
and jealous, and will not for- 
give your wickedneſs and 
ins. 

20 If you leave the Lord, 
and ſerve ſtrange gods, he will 
turn, and will afflict you, and 
will deſtroy you aſter all the 
good. he hath done you. 

21 And the people ſaid to 
Joſue: No, it ſhalt not be ſo

23 Now therefore, ſaid he, 
put away ſtrange gods from 
among you, and incline your 
hearts to the Lord the god of

day made a Covenant, and ſet 
before the people command- 
ments and judgments in Si- 
chem. 

26 And he wrote all theſe 
things in the volume of the 
law of the Lord: and he 
took a great ſtone, and ſet it 
under the oak, that was in 
the fanQuary of the Lord:

33 Eleazar alſo the ſon of 
Aaron died : and they buried

4 And he left them, that 
he might try Iſrael by then, 
whether they would hear the 
commandments of the Lord,

Moſes, or not. 

So the children of Iſra- 
el dwelt in the midſt of the 
Chananite, and the Hethite, 


and the Amorrhite, and the 


Pherezite,, and the Hevite, 
and the jebuſite 
6 And they took their 
daughters to wives, and they 
gave their own Me" to 
their 
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their ſons, and they ſerved 
their gods. 

7 And they did evil in the 
ſight of the Lord, and they 
forgot their God, and ſerved 
Baalim and Aſtaroth. 

8 And the Lord being an- 
gry with Iſrael, delivered them 
into the hands of Cuſan Ra- 
{athaim king of (a) Meſopo- 
tamia, and they terved him 
eight years. 

9 And they cried to the 
Lord, who raiſed them up a 
ſaviour, and delivered them, 
to wit, Othomiel the ſon of 
Cenez, the younger brother 
of Caleb: 

10 And the Spirit of the 
Lord was in him, and he 
Judged Iſrael. And he went 
out to hght, and the Lord de- 
livered Cuſan Raſathaim king 
of Sytia, and he overthrew | 
hin: ; | 

11 And the land reſted 
forty years, and Othoniel the 
ſon of Cenez died. 

12 And the children of Iſ- 
racl did evil again in the ſight 
of the Lord: who firength- 
ened againſt them Eglon king 
of Moab: becauſe they did 
evil in his fight. 

13 And he joined to him 
the children of Ammon, and 
Amalec : and he went and 
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overthrew Iſrael, and poſ- 
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453 
ſeſſed the city of palm- trees. 

14 And the children of Iſ- 
rae] ſerved Eglon king of 
Moab eighteen years: 

15 And afterwards they 
cried to the Lord, who raiſed 
them up a ſaviour called Aod, 
the ſon of Gera, the ſon of 
Jemini, who uſed the left hand 
as well as the right. And 
the children of Ifrael ſent 
preſents to Eglon king of 
Moab by him. 

16 And he made himſelf 
a two-edged ſword, with a 
haft in the nid of the length 
of the palm of the hand, and 
was girded therewith under 
his garment on the right 
thigh. 

17 And he preſented the 
gifts to Eglon king of Moab. 
Now Eyglon was exceeding 
fat. 

18 And when he had pre- 
ſented the gifts unto him, he 
followed his companions that 
came along with hun. 

19 Then returning from 
Galgal, where the idols were, 
he said to the king: I have 
a ſecret meſſage to thee O 
king. And he commanded 
ſilence : and all being gone 
out that were about him, 

20 Aod went in to him: 
now he was fitting in a ſum- 
mer parlour alone, and he

22 With ſuch force that 
the haft went in after the 
blade into the wound, and 
was cloſed up with the abun- 
dance of fat. So that he 
did not draw out the dagger, 
but left it in the body as he 
had ſtruck it in. And forth- 
with by_ the ſecret parts of 
nature the excrements of the 
belly came out. 

23 But Aod carefully ſhut- 
-ting the doors of the parlour, 
and locking them, 

24 Went out by a poſtern 
door.

And 
they went down after him,

29 But they flew of the 
Moabites at that time, about 
ten thouſand, all ſtrong and 
valiant men, none of them 
could eſcape.

Deb- 
bora therefore aroſe, and went 
with Barac to Cedes. 

19 And he called unto him 
Zabulon and Nephthali, and 
went up with ten thouſand 
fighting men, having Debbora 
in his company. 

11 Now Heber the Cinite 
had ſome time before depart- 
ed from the reſt of the Ci- 
nites his brethren the ſons of 
Hobab, the kinſman of Mo- 
ſes : and had pitched his tents 
unto the valley, which is 
called Sennim, and was near 
Cedes. 

12 And it was told Sifara, 
that Barac the ſon of Abino- 
em was gone up to mount 
Thabor: 

13 And he gathered toge- 
ther his nine hundred chariots 
armed with ſcythes, and all 
his army from Haroſeth of the 
gentiles to the torrent Ciſon. 

14 And Debbora faid to 
Barac : Ariſe, for this is the 
day, wherein the Lord hath 
deliveredSifarainto thy hands: 
behold he 1s thy leader. And 
Barac went down from mount 
Thabor, and ten thouſand 
tighting men with him. 

15 And 
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15 And the Lord ſtruck a 


terror into Siſara, and all his 
chariots, and all his multitude, 


with the edge of the ſword, 


at the ſight of Barac, inſo- 


much, that Sifara leaping 
down from off his chariot, 
fled away on foot, 

16 And Barac purſued af- 
ter the fleeing chariots, and 
the army unto Haroſeth of 
the gentiles, and all the mul- 
titude of the enemies was ut- 
terly deftroyed. 

17 But Lara fleeing came 
to the tent of Jakel the wife 
of Haber the Cinite, for there 
was peace between Jabin the 
king of Aſor, and the houſe 
of Haber the Cinite. 

18 And Jahel went forth 
to meet Siſara, and ſaid to 
him: Come in to me, my 
lord, come in, fear not. He 
went into her tent, and being 
covered by her with a cloak, 

19 Said to her: Give me, 
1 belecch thee, a little water, 
for I am very thirſty. She 
opened a bottle of milk, and 
gave him to drink, and co- 
vered him. 

20 And Siſara faid to her: 
Stand before the door of the 
tent, and when any thall come 
and enquire of thee, ſaying : 
Is there any man here? thou 
ſhalt ſay : There is none. 

21 So Jahel Heber's wife 
took a nail of the tent, and 
taking alſo a hammer: and 
ing in ſoftly, and with 
ence, the put the nail upon 
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the temples of his head, and 


ſtriking it with the hammer, 
drove it through his brain faſt 
into the ground: and ſo paſs- 
ing from deep ſleep to death, 
he fainted away and died, 

22 And behold Barac came 
purſuing after Siſara: and Ja- 
hel went out to meet him, and 
ſaid to him: Come, and 1 
will ſhew thee the man whom 
thou ſeekeſt. And when he 
came into her tent, he ſaw 
Siſara lying dead, and the 
nail faſtened in his temples. 

23 So God that day hum- 
bled Jabin the king of Cha- 
naan before the children of 
Ifrael ; 

24 Who grew daily ſtrong- 
er, and with a mighty hand 
overpowered Jabin Ling of 
Chanaan, till they quite de- 
ſtroyed him. 


CHAP. V. 


The canticle of Debbora and 
Barac after their wvidory., 


N that day Debbora and 
Barac ſon of Abinoem 
ſung, and ſaid: 

2 O you of Iſrael, that 
have willingly offered your 
lives to danger, bleſs the 
Lord. 

3 Hear O ye kings, give 
ear ye princes: It is I, it is 
1, that will ſing to the Lord, 
[ will fing to the Lord the 
God of Iſrael. 

4 O Lord, when thou 


wenteſt out of Seir, and paſ- 
ſedſt by the regions of * 
the 
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the earth trembled, and the 
heavens dropped water. 

The mountains melted 
before the face ot the Lord, 
and Sinai before the face 
of the Lord the God of I- 
rael. 

6 In the days of Samgar 
the ſon of Arath, in the days 
of Jahel (a) the paths reſted: 
and they that went by them, 
walked through by-ways. 

7 The valiant men ceaſed, 
and reſted in Iſtael: until 
Debbora aroſe, a mother a- 
roſe in Iſtael. 

8 The Lord choſe new 
wars, and he himfelf over- 
threw the gates of the ene- 
mies: a ſhield and ſpear was 
not ſeen among forty thou- 
ſand of Ifrael. 

9 My heart loveth the 
princes of Iſtael: O you that 
of your own good will oftered 
yourtelves to danger, bleſs 
the Lord. 

10 Speak, you that ride 
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upon fair aſſes, and you that 
fit in judgment, and walk in 
the way. 

11 Where the chariots 
were daſhed together, and 
the army of the enemies was 
choaked, there let the juſtices 
of the Lord be rehearſed, and 
his clemency towards the 
brave men of Iſrael: then the 


people of the Lord went, 


down to the gates, and ob- 
tained the ſoyereignty. 

12 Ariſe, ariſe O Deb- 
bora, ari'e, ariſe, and utter 
a Canticle. Ariſe, Barac, 
and take hold of thy cap- 
tives, O ſon of Abinoem. 


13 The remnants of the 


people are ſaved, the Lord 


hath fought among the va- 


liant ones. 


14 (5) Out of Ephraim 
he deſtroyed them into Ama 


lec, and after him out of 
Benjamin into thy people, O 


! Amalec : Out of (c) Machir 


there came down princes, and

15 The captains of Iſſa- 
char were with Debbora, and 
followed the ſteps of Barac, 
who expoſed himſelf to dan- 

r, as one going headlong, 
and into a pit. Ruben bein 
(d) divided againſt himſelf 
there was found a ſtrife of 
coura geous men. 

16 Why dwelleſt thou be- 
tween two borders, that thou 
. mayſt hear the bleatings of 
the flocks ? Ruben being di- 
vided againft himſelf, there 
was found a ſtrife of coura- 
geous men. 

17 Galaad reſted beyond 
the Jordan, and Dan applied 
himſelf to ſhips: Aſer dwelt 
on the ſea ſhore, and abode in 
the havens. 

18 But Zabulon and Neph- 
thali offered their lives to death 
in the region of Merome. 

19 The kings came and 
fought, the kings of Cha- 
naan fought in Thanac by 
the waters of Mageddo, and 


yet they took no ſpoils. 
20 War from heaven was 
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mace againſt them the 
ſtars remaining in their order 
and courſes fought againſt 
Siſara. 

21 The torrent of Ciſon 
dragged their carcaſſes, the 
torrent of Cadumim, the tor- 
rent of Ciſon: tread thou my 
ſoul upon the ſtrong ones. 

22 The hoofs of the horſes 
were broken whilſt the ſtouteſt 
of the enemies fled amain, 
and fell headlong down. 

23 Curſe ye the land of (e) 
Meroz, ſaid the Angel of the 
Lord: curſe the inhabitants 
thereof, becauſe they came 
not to the help of the Lord, 
to help his moſt valiant men. 

24 Bleſſed among women 
be jahel the wife of Haber 
the Cinite, and bleſſed be ſhe 
in her tent. 

25 He aſked her water 
and ſhe gave him milk, and 
offered him butter in a diſh 
fit for princes. 

26 She put her left hand 
to the al and her right 
hand to the workman's ham- 
mer, and ſhe ſtruck Siſara, 


ſecking in his head a place for

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the wound, and ftrongly 
piercing through his tem- 
ples. 

27 Between her feet he 
fell: he fainted, and he 
died: he rolled before her 
feet, and there he lay lifeleſs 
and wretched. 

28 His mother looked out 
at a window, and howled : 
and ſhe ſpoke from the dining- 
room: Why is his chariot ſo 
long in coming back? Wh 
are the feet of his horſes fo 
flow ? 

29 One that was wiſer 
than the reſt of his wives, 
returned this anſwer to her 
mother-in-law: 

30 Perhaps he is now di- 
viding the ſpoils, and the 
faireſt of the women is cho- 
ſen out for him: garments of 
divers colours are given to 
Sifara for his prey, and fur- 
niture of different kinds is 
heaped together to adoin 
necks. 

31 So let all thy enemies 
periſh, O Lord : but let them 
that love thee ſhine, as the ſun 
ſhineth in his riſing. 

32 And the land reſted ſor 
forty years. 


CHAP. VI, 


The peeple for their ſins, are 
oppreſſed by the Madianites. 
Gedeon is called to deliver 
them. 


ND the children of 
Iſrael again did evil in 

the ſight of the Lord: 9 he 
4 
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delivered them into the hand 
of Madian ſeven years, 

2 And they were grievouſ- 
ly oppreſſed by them. And 
they made themſelves dens 
and caves in the mountains, 
and ſtrong-holds to reſiſt. 

3 And when Iſtael had 
ſown, Madian and Amalec, 
and the reſt of the eaſtern na- 
tions came up: 

4 And pitching their tents 
among them waſted all things 
as they were in the blade 
even to the entrance of Gaza: 
and they left nothing at all in 
Iſrael for ſuſtenance of life, 
nor ſheep, nor oxen, nor aſ- 
ſes. 

5 For they and all their 
flocks came with their tents, 
and like locuſts filled all pla- 
ces, an innumerable multi- 
tude of men, and of camels, 
wailing whatſoever they 
touched. | 

6 And Ifrael was humbled 
exceedingly in the Light of 
Madian. 

And he cried to the Lord 
deſiring help againſt the Ma- 
dianites. 

8 And he ſent unto them 
a prophet, and he ſpoke: 
Thus faith the Lord the God 
of lirael : I made you to come 
up out of Egypt, and brought 
you out of the houſe of bon- 
dage, 

9 And delivered you out 
of the hands of the Egypti- 
ans, and of all the enemies, 


that afflicted you: and I catt 


them 


them out at your coming in, 
and gave you their land. 

10 And I faid : I am the 
Lord your God, fear not 
the gods of the Amorrhites, 
in whoſe land you dwell. 
And you would not hear my 
voice. 

11 And an Angel of the 
Lord came, and ſat under an 
oak, that was in Ephra, and 
delonged to Joas the father of 
the family of Ezri. And 
when Gedeon his ſon was 
threſh ing and cleanſing wheat 
by the wine preſs, to flee 
from Madian, 

12 The Angel of the Lord 
appeared to him, and faid : 
The Lord is with thee O moſt 
valiant of men. 

13 And Gedeon ſaid to 
bim: I beſeech thee my lord, 
if the Lord be with us, why 
have theſe evils fallen upon 
us? Where are his miracles, 
which our fathers have told 
us of, ſaying: The Lord 
brought us out of Egypt? but 
now the Lord hath torſaken 
us, and delivered us into the 
hand of Madian. 

14 And the Lord looked 
upon him, and faid: Go in 
this thy ſtrength, and thou 
ſhalt deliver Iſrael out of the 
hand of Madian : know that 
L have ſent thee. 

15 He anſwered and ſaid: 
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I beſeech thee, my Lord, 
wherewith ſhall J deliver I- 
rael * Behold my family is 
the (a) meaneſt in Manaſſes, 
and I am the leaſt in my fa- 
ther's houſe. 


16 And the Lord ſaid to 


him: I will be with thee: 


and thou ſhalt cut off Madian 
as one man. 

17 And he ſaid: If J have 
found grace before thee, give 
me a ſign that it is thou that 
ſpeakeſt to me. 

18 And depart not hence, 
till J return to thee, and bring 
a ſacrifice, and offer it to thee. 
And he anſwered: Iwill wait 
thy coming. 

19 So Gedeon went in, 
and boiled a kid, and made 
unlea vened loaves of a mea- 
ſure of flour: and putting the 
fleſh in a baſket, and the broth 
of the fleſh into a pot, he car- 
ried all under the oak, and 
preſented to him. | 

20 And the Angel of the 
Lord ſaid to him: Take the 
fleſh and the unleavened 
loaves, and lay them upon 
that rock, and pour out the 
broth thereon. And when he 
had done ſo, | 

21 The Angel of the Lord 
put forth the tip of the rod, 
which he held in his hand, and 
touched the fleſh and the un- 
leavened loaves: and there a-

22 And Gedeon ſeeing 
that it was the Anyel of the 
Lord, ſaid: Alas my Lord 
God : for I have ſeen the 


Angel of the Lord face to 


tace. / 

23 And the Lord ſaid to 
him: Peace be with thee : 
fear not, thou ſhalt not die. 

24 And Gedeon built there 
an altar to the Lord, and call- 
ed it the Lords peace, until 
this preſent day. And when 
he was yet in Ephra, which 
is of the family of Ezri, 

25 That night the Lord 
ſaid to him: Take a bullock 
of thy father's, and another 
bullock of ſeven years, and 
thou ſhalt deſtroy the altar of 
Baal, which is thy father's : 
and cut down the grove, that 
is about the altar : 

26 And thou ſhalt build 
an altar to the Lord thy God 
in the top of this rock, where- 
upon thou didſt lay the ſacri- 
fice before: and thou ſhalt 
take the ſecond bullock, and 
ſhalt ofter a holocauſt upon 
a pile of the wood, which 
thou ſhalt cut down out of 
the grove. 


27 Then Gedeon 3 


ten men of his ſervants, di 
as the Lord had commanded 
him. But fearing his father's 
houſe, and the men - that

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| city, he would not do it by 


day, but did all by night. 
28 And when the men of 


that town were riſen in the 


morning, they ſaw the altar 
of Baal deſtroyed, and the 
ove cut down, and the ſe- 


cond Bullock laid upon the 


altar, which then was built. 

29 And they faid one to 
another : Who hath done 
this? And when they inquir- 
ed for the author of the fact, 
it was ſaid: Gedeon the ſon 
of Joas did all this. 


30 And they ſaid to Joas: 


Briag ont thy ſon hither, that 
he may die: becauſe he hath 
deſtroyed the altar of Baal, 
and hath cut down his grove. 

31 He anſwered them : 
Are you the avengers of Baal, 
that you fight for him? he 
that is his adverfary, let him 
die before to-morrow light 
appear : if he be a * 
him revenge himſelf on him 
that hath caſt down his al- 
tar. 

32 From that day Gedeon 
was called Jerobaal, becauſe 
Joas had ſaid: Let Baal re- 
venge himſelf on him, that 
hath caſt down his altar. | 

33 Now att Madan, and 


Amalec, and the eaſtern peo- 


ple were gathered together, 
and paſſing over the Jordan, 
camped in the valley of Jez- 
rael. 


34 But the Spirit of the 


Lord came upon Gedeon, and 
he ſounded the trumpet and 
called

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called together the houſe of 
Abiezer, to follow him. 

35 And he ſent meſſen- 
gers into all Manaſſes, and 
they alſo followed him : and 
other meſſengers into Aſer 
and Zabulon and Nephthali, 
and they came to meet him. 

36 And Gedeon ſaid to 
God : If thou wilt fave Iſta- 
el by my hand, as thou haſt 
faid, 

37 I will put this fleece of 
woo! on the floor: if there be 
dew in the fleece only, and 
it be dry on all the ground 
beſide, I ſhall know that by 
my hand, as thou haſt ſaid, 
thou wilt deliver Iſrael. 

38 And it was ſo. And 
riſing before day wringing the 
fleece, he filled a veſſel with 
the dew. 

39 And he faid again to 
God: Let not thy wrath be 
kindled againſt me if I try 
once more, ſeeking a ſign in 
the fleece. I pray that the 
fleece only may be dry, and 
all the ground wet with 
dew. 

40 And God did that night 
as he had requeſted: and it 
was dry on the fleece only, 
and there was dew on all the 
ground.

Gedeon with three hundred 


men, by ſtratagem defeats 
the Madianites. 


F HEN Jerobaal, who 


is the ſame as Gedeon, 
riſing up early and all the peo- 
by with him, came to the 

ountain that is called Harad. 
Now the camp of Madian 
was in the valley on the north 
ſide of the high hill. 

2 And the Lord ſaid to 
Gedeon: The people that are 
with thee are many, and Ma- 
dian ſhall not be delivered 
into their hands: (a) leſt If- 
rael ſhould glory againſt me, 
and ſay: I was delivered by 
my own ſtrength. 


3 Speak to the people, 


and proclaim in the hearing 


of all, whoſoever is fearful 
and timorous let him return, 
So two and twenty thouſand 
men went away from mount 
Galaad and returned home, 
and only ten thouſand re- 
mained. 

4 And the Lord ſaid to 
Gedeon: The people are till 
too many, bring them to 
the waters, and there I will 
try them: and of whom 1 
ſhall ſay to thee this fhall go

5 And when the people 
were come down to the wa- 
ters, the Lord ſaid to Gede- 
on: They that ſhall lap the 
water with their tongues, as 
dogs are wont to lap, thou 
ſhait ſet apart by themſelves :

10 But if thou be afraid to 
go alone, let Phara thy ſer- 
vant go down with thee. 1 

11 And when thou ſhalt 
hear what they are ſaying, 
then ſhall thy hands be 
ſtrengthened, and thou ſhalt 
go down more ſecure to the 
enemies camp. And he went I. 
down with Phara his ſervant | 
into part of the camp, where | 
was the watch of men in arms. 

12 But Madian and Ama- 
lec, and all the eaitern people 1 | 
lay ſcattered in the valley, as | 


camels allo were innumera- 
ble, as the ſand taat lieth on 
the ſea-ſhore. 

13 And when Gedeon was 
come, one told his neighbour 
c) a dream: and in this man- 
ner related what he had ſeen : 
I dreamt a dreamandit ſeemed 
to me as 1t a hearth-cake of 
barley-bread rolled and came 
down into the camp of Madi- 


(5) Ver. 5. That lapped water. 
that took the water up in their hands, and ſo lapped it, be- 
fore them who laid themſelves quite down to the waters to 
drink: which argued a more eager and ſenſual diſpoſition. 

(c) Ver. 13. A dream. Obſervation of dreams is com- 
monly ſuperſtitious, and as ſuch is condemned in the word of 
God: but in ſome extraordinary caſes, as we here ſee, God 
is pleaſed by dreams to foretel what he is about to do.

14 He to whom he ſpoke, 
anſwered: This is nothing 
elſe, but the tword of Gede- 
on the fon of Joas a man of 
Itracl. For the Lord hath de- 
livered Madian, and all their 
camp into his hand. 

15 And when Gedeon had 
heard the dream, and the in- 
terpretation thereof, he ador- 
ed and returned to the camp 
ot Iſtael, and ſaid: Ariſe, for 
the Lord hath delivered the 
camp of Madian into our 
hands. 

16 And he divided the 
three hundred men into three 
parts, and gave them trum- 
pets in their hands, and empty 
pitchers, and lamps within 
the pitchers. 

17 And he faid to them : 
What you ſhall tee me do, do 
you the ſame: I will go into 
one part of the camp, and do 
you as I ſhall do, 

18 When the trumpet ſhall 
ſound in my hand, do you 
allo blow the trumpets on ev- 
ery ſide of the camp. 

19 And Gedeon, and the 
three hundred men that were

with him, went into part of 
the camp, at the beginnin 

of the midnight watch, . 
the watch - men being alarmed, 
they began to ſound (4) their 
trumpets, and to clap the 
pitchers one againſt another. 

20 And when they ſounded 
their trumpets in three places 
round about the camp, and 
had broken their pitchers, 
they held their lamps in their 
left hands, and with their 
right hands the trumpets 
which they blew, and they 
cried out: The ſword of the 
Lord and of Gedeon: 

21 Standing every man in 
his place round about the ene- 
mies camp. So all the camp 
was troubled, and crying out 
and howling they fled away: 

22 And the three hun- 
dred men nevertheleſs per- 
ſiſted ſounding the trumpets. 
And the Lord ſent the ſword 
into all the camp, and they 
killed one another, 

23 Fleeing as far as Beth- 
ſetta, and the border of Abel- 
mehula in Tebbath. But the 
men of Iſtael ſhouting from 
Nephthali and Aſer, and from 
all Manaſſes purſued after 
Madian. 

24 And Gedeon ſent meſ-

25 And having taken (e) 
two men of Madian, Oreb, 
and Zeb: Oreb they flew in 
the rock of Oreb, and Zeb 
in the preſs of Zeb. And 
they purſued Madian, carry- 
ing the heads of Oreb and 
Zeb to Gedeon beyond the 
waters of the Jordan.

And when 
he had ſaid this, their ſpirit 
was appeaſed, with which 
they ſwelled againf him. 

4 And when Gedeon was 
come to the Jordan, he paſſ- 
ed over it with the three hun- 
dred men, that were with 
him : who were fo weary that 


them that fled. 

5 And he ſaid to the men 
of Soccoth : give, I beſeech 
you, bread to the people that 
is with me, for they are 
faint : that we may purſue 
Zebee, and Salmana the kings 
of Madian. 

6 The peinces of Soccoth 
anſwered: Peradventure the 
palms of the hands of Zebee 
and Salmana are in thy hand, 
and therefore thou demandeſt 
that we ſhould give bread to 
thy army. 

7 And he ſaid to them: 
When the Lord therefore 
ſhall have delivered Zebee

12 And Zebee and Sal- 
mana fled, and Gedeon pur- 
ſued and took them, all their 
hoſt being put in confuſion. 

13 And returning from the 
battle before the ſun riſing, 

14 He took a boy of the 
men of Soccoth: and he aſked 
him the names of the princes 
and ancients of Soccoth, and 
he deſcribed unto him ſeventy 
ſeven men. = 

15 And he came to Soccoth 


| 
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and ſaid to them: Behold 
Zebee, and Salmana concern- 
ing whom you upbraided 
me, ſaying: Peradventure the 
hands of Zebee and Salmana 
are in thy hands, and there- 
fore thou demandeſt that we 
ſhould give bread to the men 
that ate weary, and faint. 

16 So he took the ancients 
of the city, and thorns and 
briers of the deſert, and tore 
t hem with the ſame, and cut 
in pieces the men of Soccoth. 

17 And he demoliſhed the 
tower of Phanuel and flew 

the men of the city. 8 0 
| 183 And he ſaid to Zebee 
and Salmana : What manner 
of men were they, whom 
you flew in Thabor? They 
anſwered: They were like 
thee, and one of them as the 
ſon of a king. | 

19 He anſwered them: 
They were my brethren, the 
ſons of my mother. As the 
Lord liveth, if you had ſaved 
them, I would not kill you. 

20 And he ſaid to Jether 
his eldeſt fon : Ariſe, and ſlay 
them. But he drew not his 
ſword: for he — afraid, be- 
ing but yet a boy. 
— And Zebee and Salma- 
na faid: Do thou riſe, and 
tun upon us: becauſe the 

ſtrength of a man is accord» 

ing to his age. Gedeon roſe 
up and flew Zebee and Sal- 
mana: and he took the orna- 
ments and boſſes, with which 


| the necks of the camels ot 
kings 
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22 And all the men of 
Iſrael ſaid to Gedeon: Rule 
thou over us, and thy ſon, 
and thy ſon's ſon: becauſe 
thou haſt delivered us from 
the hand of Madian. 

23 And he ſaid to them: 
I will not rule over you, nei- 
ther ſhall my ſon rule over 
you, but the Lord fhall rule 
over you. 

24 And he faid to them: 
I defire one requeſt of you: 
Give me the earlets of your 
ſpoils. For the Iſmaelites 
were accuſtomed to wear 
golden earlets. 

25 They anſwered: We 
will give them moſt willingly. 
And ſpreading a mantle on 
the ground, they caſt upon it 
the earlets of the ſpoils. 

26 And the weight of the 
earlets that he requeſted, was 
a thouſand ſeven hundred 
ſicles of gold, befides the 
ornaments, and jewels, and 
purple raiment, which the 
kings of Madian were wont 
to uſe, and beſides the golden 
chains that were about the 
camels necks. 


27 And Gedeon made ( 
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an ephod thereof, and put it 
in his city Ephra. And all 
Iſrael committed fornication 
with it, and it became a ruin 
to Gedeon and to all his houſe. 

28 But Madian was hum- 
bled before the children of 
Iſrael, neither could they any 
more lift up their heads: but 
the land reſted for forty years, 
while Gedeon preſided. 


Joas went, and dwelt in his 
own houle. 

30 And he had ſeventy 
ſons, who came out of his 
thigh, for he had many wives. 

31 And his (c) concubine, 
that he had in Sichem, bore 
him a ſon whoſe name was 
Abimelech. 
| 32 And Gedeon the ſon of 
oas died in a old age, 
and was bated pts pl 
chre of his father in Ephra of 
the family of Ezri. 

33 But after Gedeon was 
dead, the children of Iſtael 
turned again, and committed 
fornication with Baalim. And 
they made a covenant with 
Baal, that he ſhould be their

Ai me lech kilteth his brethren. 
Foatham's parable. Gaal 
conſpireth with the Sichi- 
mites againſt Abimelech, 
but is overcome. Abime- 
lech deſtreyeth Sichem: but 
is killed at Thebes. 

N D Abimelech the ſon 

of Jerobaal went to Si- 

chem to his mother's brethren 

and ſpoke to them, and to all 

the kindred of his mother's 
father, ſaying: | 

2 Speak to all the men of 
Sichem: whether is better for 
you, that ſeventy men all the 
fons of Jerobaal ſhould. rule 
over you, or that one man 
ſhould rule over you? And 
withal conſider that Iam your 
bone, and your fleſh. 

3 And his mother's bre- 
thren ſpoke of him to all the 
men of Sichem, all theſe 
words, and they inclined 
their hearts after Abimelech, 
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ſaying: He is our brother : 

4 And they gave him ſe- 
venty weight of ſilver out of 
the temple of (a) Baalberith. 
Wherewith he hired to him- 
ſelf men that were needy, and 
vagabonds, and they follow- 
ed him. 

5 And he came to his fa- 
ther's houſe in Ephra, and 
flew his brethren the ſons of 


Jerobaal ſeventy men, upon 


one ſtone: and there remain- 
ed only Joatham the youngeſt 
ſon of Jerobaal, who was 
hidden. 

6 And all the men of 
Sichem were gathered toge- 
ther and all the families of the 
city of Mello: and they went 
and made Abimelech king, by 
the oak that ſtood in Sehen 

7 This being told to Joa- 
tham, he went and ſtood on 
the top of mount Garizim: 
and litting up his voice, he 
cried, and ſaid: Hear me ye 
men of Sichem, fo may God 
hear you. 

8 The trees went to anoint 
a king over them: and they 


ſaid to the olive tree: Reign 


thou over us. 
9 And it anſwered: Can I

16 Now therefore 1f you 
have done well, and without 
ſin in appointing Abimelech 
king over you, and havedealt 
well with Jerobaal, and with 
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his houſe, and have made a 
{uitable return for the benefits 
ot him, who fought for you, 

17 And expoſed his life 
to dangers, to deliver you 
from the hand of Madian, 

18 And you are now riſen 
up againſt my father's houſe, 


and have killed his ſons ſe- 


venty men upon one ſtone, and 
have made Abimelech the fon 
of his handmaid king over the 


inhabitants of Sichem, be- 


cauſe he is your brother : 

19 If therefore you have 
dealt well, and without fault 
with Jerobaal, and his houſe, 
rejoice ye this day in Abime- 
lech, and may hereoicein you. 

20 But if unjuſtly : let fire 
come out from-him, and con- 
ſum? the inhabitants of Si- 


chem, and the town of Mel- 


lo: and let fire come out from 


the men of Sichem, and from 


the town of Mello, and de- 
vour Abimelech. 

21 And when he had ſaid 
thus, he fled, and went into 
Bera : and dwelt there for fear 
of Abimelech his brother. 

22 So Abimelech reigned 
over Iſrael three years.

24 And toe leave the crime of 
the murder of the ſeventy ſons 
of ſerobaal, and the ſhedding 
of their blood upon Abime- 
lech their brother, and upon 
the reſt of the princes of the 
Sichimites, who aided him. 

25 And they ſet an am- 
buſh agaiaſt him on the top 
of the mountains : and while 
they waited for his coming, 
they committedrobberies,tak-! 
ing ſpoils of all that paſſed by 
and it was told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the ſon of 
Obed came with his brethren, 
and went over to Sichem. 
And the inhabitants of Sichem 
taking courage at his coming, 

27 Went out into the helds, 
waſting the vineyards, and 
treading down the grapes: 
and ſinging and dan ing they 
went iato the temple of their 
god, and in their banquets 
and cups they curſed Abime- 
lech. 

28 And Gaal the ſon of 
Obed cried : Who is Abime- 
lech, and what is Sichem, 
that we ſhould ſerve him? Is 
he not the ſon of Jerobaal, 
and hath made Zebul his ſer- 
vant ruler over the men of 
Emor the father of Sichem ? 
Why then ſhall we ſerve 
him? | 

29 Would to God that

ſome man would put this peo- 
ple under my hand, that I 
might remove Abimelech out 
of the way. And it was ſaid 
to Abimelech: Gather toge- 
ther the multitude of an ar- 
my, and come. 

30 For Zebul the ruler of 
the city, hearing the words 
of Gaal the ſon of Obed, 
was very angry, 

31 And ſent meſſengers 
privately to Abimelech, ſay- 
ing: Behold, Gaal the ſon 
of Obed is come into Sichem 
with bis brethren, and endea- 
voureth to ſet the city againſt 
thee. 

32 Ariſe therefore in the 
night with the people that is 
with thee, and lie hid in the 
held : 

33 And betimes in the 
morning at ſun riſing ſet up- 
en the city. And when he 
mall came out againſt thee 
with his people, do to him 
what thou ſhalt be able. 

4 Abimelech therefore a- 
roſe with all his army by 


night, and laid ambuſhes near 


Sichem in four places. 

35 And Gaal the ſon of 
Obed went out, and ſtood in 
the entrance of the gate of 
the city. And Abimelech 
roſe up, and all his army 
with him from the places of 
the ambuſhes. 

36 And when Gaal ſaw 
the people, he ſaid to Zebul: 
Behold a multitude cometh 
down from the mountains.

And he anſwered him: Thou 
ſeeſt the ſhadows of the moun- 
tains as if they were the heads 
of men, and this is thy miſ- 
take. 

37 Again Gaal ſaid: Be- 
hold there cometh people 
down from the middle of the 
land, and one troop cometh 
by the way that looketh to- 
wards the oak. 

38 And Zebul ſaid to 
him: Where is now thy 
mouth,wherewith thou ſaidft? 
Who is Abimelech that we 
ſhould ſerve him? Is not this 
the people, which thou didſt 
deſpiſe? Go out, and fight 
againſt him. 

39 So Gaal went out in 
the ſight of the people of Si- 
chem, and fought againſt A- 
bimelech, 

40 Who chaſed and put 
him to flight, and drove him 
to the city: and many were 
ſlain of his people, even to 
the gate of the city : 

41 And Abimelech fat 
down in Ruma: but Zebul 
drove Gaal, and his compa- 
nions out of the city, and 
would not ſuffer them to 
abide in it. 

42 So the day following 
the people went out into the 
held. And it was told to A- 
bimelech, 

43 And he took his army, 
and divided it into three com- 
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panies, and laid ambuſhes in 
the fields, And ſeeing that 
the people came out of the 
city, he aroſe and ſet upon 
them 

44 With his own compa- 
ny, aſſaulting and beſieging 
the city : whilſt the two other 
companies chaſed the enemies 
that were ſcattered about the 
held. * 

45 And Abimelech aſſault- 
ed the city all that day: and 
took it, and killed the inhabi- 
tants thereof, and demoliſhed 
it, ſo that he (4) ſowed ſalt 
In it. 

46 And when they who 
dwelt in the tower of Sichem, 
had heard this, they went into 
the temple of their god Berith, 
where they had made a cove- 
nant with him, and from 
thence the place had taken 
its name, and it was exceed- 
ing ſtrong. 

47 Abimelech alſo _— 
that the men of the tower of 


Sichem were gathered toge- 


ther, 

48 Went up into mount 
Selmon he and all his people 
with him : and taking an ax, 


he cut down the bough of a' 


tree, and laying it on his 
ſhoulder and carrying it, he 
ſaid to his companions : What 
you ſee me do, do ye out of 
hand. 

49 So they cut down 


(d) Ver. 45. Sewed ſalt. To make the ground barren, 


and fit for nothing. 
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boughs from the trees, every 
man as faſt as he could, and 
followed their leader. And 
ſurrounding the fort they ſetit 
on fire: and ſo it came to paſs 
that with the ſmoke and with 
the fire a thouſand perſons 
were lain, men and women 
together, of the inhabitants 
of the tower of Sichem. 

50 Then Abimelech de- 
parting from thence came to 
the town of Thebes, which 
he ſurrounded and beſieged 
with his army. 

51 And there was in the 
midit of the city a high tow- 
er, to which both the men and 
the women were fied together, 
and all the princes of the ci- 
ty, and having ſhut and ftrang- 
ly barred the pate, they ſtood 
upon the battlements of the 
tower to defend themſelves. 

52 And Abimelech com- 
ing near the tower, tought 
ſtoutly: and approaching to 
the gate, endeavoured to ſet 
kre to it : 

53 And behold a certain 
woman caſting a piece of a 
millſtone from above, daſhed 
it againſt the head of Abime- 
lech, and broke his ſkull. 

51 And he called haſtily 
to his armour-bearer, and ſaid 
to him: Draw thy ſword, 
and kill me: left it ſhould be 
ſaid that I was ſlain by a Wo- 
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man. He did as he was 
commanded, and flew him. 

55 And when he was 
dead, all the men of Iſrael 
that were with him, return- 
ed to their homes. 

56 And God repayed the 
evil, that Abimelech had 
done againſt his father, killing 
his ſeventy brethren. 

57 The Sichimites alſo 
were rewarded for what they 
had done, and the curſe of 
Joatham the fon of Jerobaal 
came upon them. 


CHAP. X. 
Thola ruleth Iſrael twenty 


three years: and Nair 
twenty twa. The people 
fall again into idolatry,and 
are affiited by the Philiſ- 
tines and Ammonites. They 
cry to God for help, who 
upon their repentance hath 
compaſſion on them. 


| FTER Abimelech there 


aroſe a ruler in Iſrael, 
Thola ſon of Phua the (a) 
uncle of Abimelech, a man 
of Iſſachar, who dwelt in Sa- 
mir of mount Ephraim : 

2 And he judged Iſrael 
three and twenty years, and 
he died and was buried 1n Sa- 
mir. 

3 To him ſucceeded Jair the 
Galaadite, who judged Iſrael 
for two and twenty years, 


Chap. X. (a) Ver. 1. Uncle of Abimelech, i. e. Half- 
brother to Gedean, as being born of the ſame mother, but 


by a different father, and of a different tribe. 


4 Having 
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4 Having thirty ſons that 
rode on thirty aſs-colts, and 
were princes of thirty cities, 
which from his name were 
called (5) Havoth Jair, that 
is, the towns of Jair, until 
this preſent day in the land of 
Galaad. 

5s And Jair died; and was 
buried in the place which 1s 
talled Camon. 

6 But the children of Iſ- 
rael adding new fins to their 
old ones, did evil in the fight 
of the Lord, and ſerved idals, 
Baalim and Aſtaroth, and the 
gods of Syria and of Sidon 
and of Moab and of the chil- 
dren of Ammon and of the 
Philiſtines: and they left the 
Lord and did not ſerve 
him. 

7 And the Lord being an- 
gry with them, delivered 
them into the hands of the 
Philiſtines and of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

8 And they were afflicted, 
and grievouſly oppreſſed for 
eighteen years, all they that 
dwelt beyend the Jordan in 
the land of the Amorrhite, 
who is in Galaad: 

9 Infomuch that the chil- 
dren of Ammon paſſing over 
the Jordan, waſted Juda and 
Benjamin and Ephraim: and 
Iſrael was diſtretſed exceed- 


ingly. 
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10 And they cried to the 
Lord, and ſaid: We have 
ſinned againſt thee, becauſe 
we have forſaken the Lord 
our God, and have ſerved 
Baalim. | 

11 And the Lord faid to 
them: Did not the Egypti- 
ans and the Amorrhites, and 
the children of Ammon and 
the Philiſtines, | 

12 The Sidonians alſo and 
Amalec and Chanaan oppreſs 
you, and you cried to me, 
and I delivered you out of 
their hand ? 

13 And yet you have for- 
ſaken me, and have worſhip- 
ped ſtrange gods: therefore 
I will deliver you no more: 

14 Go and call upon the 
gods which you have choſen : 
let them deliver you in the 
time of diftreſs. 

15 And the children of Iſ- 
rael ſaid to the Lord: We 
have ſinned, do thou unto us 
whatſoever pleaſeth thee : on- 
ly deliver us this time. | 

16 And ſaying theſe things, 
they caſt away ont of their 
coaſts all the idols of ſtrange 
gods, and ſerved the Lord 
their God : and ke was touch- 
ed with their miſeries. 

17 And the children of Am- 
mon crying together pitchted 
their tents in Galaad : againſt 
whom the children of [Iſrael

aſſembled 


1 
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aſſembled themſelves together 
and camped in Maſpha. 

18 And the princes of Ga- 


laad ſaid one to another: 


W hoſoe ver of us ſhall firſt be- 
gin to fight againſt the chil- 
dren of Ammon, he ſhall be 
the leader of the people of 
Galaad. 

CHAP. ;AL 


Jepbte is made ruler of the 
people of Galaad: be firſt 
pleads their cauſe againſt 
the Ammonites ; then ma- 
king a vow obtains a fignal 
wvidory: be performs his 
VE. 


| HERE was at that 


dite a moſt valiant man and a 
warrior, the ſon of a woman 
that was a harlot, and his 
father was Galaad. 

2 Now Galaad had a wife 
of whom he had ſons: who 
after they were grown up, 
thruſt out Jephte, ſaying : 
Thou canſt not inherit in the 
houſe of our father, becauſe 
thou art born of another mo- 


ther. 

3 Then he fled and avoid- 
ed them and dwelt in the 
land of Tob: and there were 
gathered to him needy men, 


and robbers, and they follow- 


ed hun as their prince. 
| 4 In thoſe days the chil- 
dren of Ammon made war a- 
gainſt Iſrael. 

5 And as they preſſed hard 


upon them, the ancients of 


time Jephte the Galaa- 
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Chap. XI. 
Galaad went to fetch Jephte 
out of the land of Tob to 
help them: 

g And they ſaid to him: 
Come thou and be our prince, 
and fight againſt the children 
of Ammon. 

And he anſwered them: 
Are not you the men that 
hated me, and caſt me out of 
my father's houſe and now 
you are come to me conſtrain- 
ed by neceſſity? 

8 And the princes of Ga- 
laad ſaid to Jephte : For this 
cauſe we are now come to 
thee, that thou mayſt go with 
us, and fight againſt the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and be 
head over all the inhabitants 
of Galaad. 

9 Jephte alſo ſaid to them: 
If you be come to me ſin- 
cerely, that I ſhould fight for 
you againſt the children of 
Ammon, and the Lord ſhall 
deliver them into my hand, 
ſhall I be your prince? 

10 They anſwered hint: 
The Lord who heareth theſe 
things, he is between us, and 
is witneſs that we will do as 
we have promiſed. 

11 Jephte therefore went 
with the princes of Galaad, 
and all the people made him 
their prince. And Jephte 
ſpoke all his words before the 
Lord in Maſpha, 

12 And he ſent meſſengers 
to the king of the children of 
Ammon, to ſay in his name: 


What haſt thou to do with 


me, 
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me, that thou art come againſt 
me, to waſte my land? 

13 And he anſwered them: 
Becauſe Iſrael took away my 
land, when he came up out 
of Egypt, from the confines 
of the Arnon unto the Jaboc 
and the Jordan: now there- 
fore reſtore the ſame peace- 
ably to me. 

14 And Jephte again ſent 
word by them, and com- 
manded them to ſay to the 
king of Ammon : 

15 Thus faith Jephte : Iſ- 
rael did not take away the 
land of Moab, nor the land 
of the children of Ammon : 

16 But when they came 
up out of Egypt he walked 
through the defart to the Red 
ſea, and came into Cades. 

17 And he ſent meſſengers 
to the king of Edom, 3 
Suffer me to paſs through thy 
land. But he would not con- 
deſcend to his requeſt. He 
ſent alſo to the king of Moab, 
who likewiſe refuſed to give 
him paſſage. He abode there- 
fore in Cades, 

18 And went round the 
land of Edom at the fide, 
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coaſt of the land of Moab, 
and camped on the other fide 
of the Arnon: and he would 
not enter the bounds of Moab. 

19 So Iſrael ſent meſſen- 
gers to Sehon king of the A- 
morrhites, whodwelt in Heſe- 
bon, and they ſaid to him: 
Suffer me to paſs through thy 
land to the river. 

20 But he alſo deſpiſin 
the words of Iſrael, ſuffer 
him not to paſs through his 
borders : but gathering an in- 
finite multitude, went out a- 
— him to Jaſa, and made 

rong oppoſition. 

21 And the Lord delivered 
him with all his army into the 
hands of Iſrael, and he flew

25 Unleſs perhaps thou 
art better than Balac the ſon 
of Sephor king of Moab : or 
canſt ſhew, that he ſtrove a- 
gainſt Iſrael, and fought a- 
gainſt him, 

26 Whereas he hath dwelt 
in Heſebon, and the villages 
thereof, and in Aroer, and 
its villages, and in all the ci- 
ties near the Jordan, for three 
hundred years. Why have 
you for ſo long a time at- 
tempted nothing about this 
claim. 

27 Therefore ] do not treſ- 
paſs againſt thee, but thou 
wrongeſt me by declaring an 


unjuit war againſt me. e 
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Lord be judge and decide this 
day between Iſrael, and the 
children of Ammon. 

28 And the king of the 
children of Ammon would 
not hearken to the words of 
Jephte, which he ſent him 
by the meſſengers. 

29 Therefore the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon Fephte, 
and going round Galaad, and 
Manaſſes, and Maſpha of 
Galaad, and paſſing over 
from thence to the children of 
Ammon, 

30 He made a vow to the 
Lord, faying: If thou wilt 
deliver the children of Am- 


mon into my hands, 
31 (6) Whoſoever ſhall 


-farſt come forth out of the 


doors of my houſe, and ſhall 
meet me when I return in 


(6) Ver. 31. Wheſoever, 


&c. Some are of opinion, 


that the meaning of this vow of Jephte, was to conſecrate 
to God whaiſoever ſhould firſt meet him, according to the 
condition of the thing; ſo as to offer it up as a holocauſt, if 
it were ſuch a thing as might be fo offered by the law; or to 
devote it otherwiſe to God, if it were not ſuch as the law 
allowed to be offered in ſacrifice. And therefore they think 
the daughter of Jephte was not flain by her father, but 


only conſecrated to 


rpetual virginity. But the common 


opinion followed by the generality of the holy fathers and 
divines is, that ſhe was offered as a holocauſt, in conſequence 
of her father's vow : and that Jephte did not fin, at leaſt 
not mortally, neither in making, nor in keeping his vow : 
fince he is no ways blamed for it in ſcripture ; and was even 
inſpired by God himſelf to make the vow (as appears from 
ver. 29, 30.) in conſequence of which he obtained the 
victory; and therefore he reaſonably concluded that God, 
who is the maſter of life and death, was pleaſed on this oc- 
caſion to diſpenſe with his own law ; and that it was the 


divine will he ſhould fulfil his vow.

36 And the anſwered him: 
My father, it thou haſt open- 
ed thy mouth to the Lord, 
do unto me whatſoever thou 
haſt promiſed, ſince the vic- 
tary hath been granted to thee, 
and revenge of thy enemies. 
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37 And ſhe ſaid to her fa- 
ther : Grant me only this 
which I defire: Let me go, 
that I may go about the 
mountains for two months, 
and (c) may bewail my vir- 
ginity with my companions. 

38 And he anſwered her : 
Go. And he ſent her away 
for two months. And when 
ſhe was gone with her com- 
rades a 
mourned her virginity in the 
mountains. 

39 And the two months 
being expired, ſhe returned to 
her tather, and he did to her 
as he had vowed, and ſhe 
knew no man. From thence 
cane a faſhion in Iſrael, and 
a cuſtom has been kept : 

40 That from year to year 
the daughters of Iſrael aſſem- 
ble together, and lament the 
daughter of Jephte the Ga- 
laadite for four days.

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CHAP. ME 
The people fall again into ido- 
latry and are afflited by 
the Philiſtines. An Angel 
foretelleth the birth of 

Samſon. 

ND the children of 

Iſrael did evil again in 
the fight of the Lord: and 
he delivered them into the 
hands of the Philiſtines forty 
years. 

2 Now there was a certain 
man of Saraa, and of the race 
of Dan, whoſe name was Ma- 
nue, and his wite was barren. 

3 And an Angel of the 
Lord appeared to her, and 
fail : Thou art barren and 
without children: but thou 
ſhalt conceive and bear a ſon.

6 And when ſhe was come 
to her huſband ſhe ſaid to 
him: A man of God came 
to me, having the counte- 
nance of an Angel, very aw- 
ful.

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7 But he anſwered thus : 
Behold thou ſhalt conceive 
and bear a fon : beware thou 
drink no wine, nor ſtrong 
drink, nor eat any unclean 
thing: for the child ſhall He 
a Nazaiite of God from his 
infancy, from his mother's 
womb until the day of his 
death. 

8 Then Manue prayed to 
the Lord, and ſaid : I befeech 
thee, O Lord, that the man 
of God, whom thou didſt 
fend, may come again, and 
teach us what we ought to do 
concerning the child, that 
ſhall be born. 

9 And the Lord heard the 
prayer of Maiue, and the 
Angel of the Lord appeared 
again to his wife as the was 
fitting in the field. But Manue 
her hufband was not - with 
her.

10 She made haſte and 
ran to her huſhand: and told 
him ſaying : Behold the man

11 He roſe up and follow- 
ed his wife: and coming to 
the man, ſaid to him: Art 
thou he that ſpoke to the wo- 
man ? Andhe anſwered: Iam. 

12 And Manue ſaid to him:

Lord faid te Manue : From | 
all the things, I have ſpoken 
of to thy wife, let (a) her re- 
frain her ſelf? 

14 And let her eat nothing 
that cometh of the vine, nei- 
ther Jet her drink wine or 
ſtrong drink, nor eat any un- 
clean thing: and whatſoever 
] have commanded her, let 
her fulfil and obſerve. 

15 And Manue faid to the 
Angel of the Lord: I beſeech 
thee to conſent to my requeſt, 
and let us dreſs a kid for 
thee. 

16 And the Angel anſwered 
him : If thou preſs me, I will 
not eat of thy bread : but if 
thou wilt offer a holocauſt, 
offer it to the Lord. | 

17 And he ſaid to him: 


What is thy name, that, if | 


thy word ſhall come to paſs, 
we may honour thee? 
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Why aſkeſt thou my name, 
which is wonderful ? 

19 Then Manue took a 
kid of the flocks, and the 
libations, and put them upon 
a rock, offering to the Lord, 
who doth wonderful things : 
and he and his wife looked 
on. 

20 And when the flame 
from the altar went up to- 
wards heaven, the Angel of 
the Lord aſcended alſo in the 
flame. And when Manue and 
his wife ſaw this, they fell 
flat on the ground.

And 
the child grew, and the Lord 
bleſſed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the 
Lord began to be with him 
in the camp of Dan between 
Saraa and Efthaol.

HEN Samſon went 

down to Thamnatha, 
and ſeeing there a woman 
of the daughters of the Phi- 
liſtines, 

2 He came up, and told 
his father and his mother, ſay- 
ing: I ſaw a woman in Tham- 
natha of the daughters of the 
Philiſtines : I beſeech you, 
take her for me to wife. 

3 And his father and mo- 
ther ſaid to him: Is there 
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never a woman among the 
daughters of thy brethren, 
or among all m le, 
that — ns Liſe of 
the Philiſtines, who ate un- 
circumciſed? And Samſon 
ſaid to his father: Take this 
woman {or me: for ſhe hath 
pleaſed my eyes. 

4 Now his parents knew 
not that the thing was done 
by the Lord, and that he 
ſought an oecaſion againit 
the Phihſtines. For at that 
time the Philiſtines had domi- 
nion over lirael. 

5 Then Samſon went down 
with his father and mother 
to Thamnatha. And when 
they were come to the vine- 
yards of the town, behold a 
young lion met him raging 
and roaring.

16 80 ſhe wept before 
Samſon, and complained, ſay- 
ing: Thou hateſt me and 
doſt not love me: therefore 
thou wilt not expound to me 
the riddle which thou haſt 
propo:ed to the ſons of my 
people. But he anſwered: I 
would not tell it to my fa- 
ther and mother: and how 
can I tell it to thee? 

17 So ſhe wept before him 
the ſeven days of the feaſt : 
and at length on the ſeventh 
day as ſhe was troubleſome to 


him, he expounded it. And 
ſhe unmediately told her 
country men. 

18 And they on the ſe— 


venth day before the ſun went 
down faid to him: What 
is ſweeter than honey ? and 
what is ſtronger than a lion? 
And he ſaid to them: It you 
had not plowed with my 
heifer, you had not found out 
my riddle. 


19 And the Spirit of the

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4 And he went and caught 
three hundred (a) foxes, and 
coupled them tail to tail, and 
faſtened torches between the 
tails : 

5 And ſetting them on hre 
he let the foxes go, that they 
might run about hither and 
thither. And they preſently 
went into the ſtanding corn 
of the Philiftines. Which be- 
ing ſet on fire, both the corn 
that was already carried toge- 
ther, and that which was yet 
ſtanding, was all burnt, in fo 
much, that the flame con- 
ſurned alſo the yineyards and 
the olive yards. 

6 Then tbe Phlliſtines ſaid: 
Who hath done this tiling ? 
And it was anſwered: Samſon 
the ſon in law of the Tham- 
nathite : becauſe he took a- 
way his wite, and gave her 
to another, hath done theſe 
things. And the Philiftines 
went up and burnt both the 
woman and her father. 

7 But Samſon ſaid to them: 
Although you have done this, 
yet will I be revenged of 
you, and then Iwill be quiet. 

8 And he made a preat

liver it to thee. 

4 And he reſtored them to 
his mother: and ſhe took two 
hundred pieces of ſilver and 
gave them to the ſilverſmith, 
to make of them a graven and 
a molten god, which was in 
the houſe of Michas. 

5 And he ſeparated alſo 
therein a little temple for the 


god, and made an ephod, and 


theraphim, that is to ſay, a 
prieſtly garment, and idols : 
and he (a) filled the hand 
of one of his ſons, and he 
became his prieſt. 

6 In — days there was 
no king in Iſrael, but every 
one did that which ſeemed 
right to himſelf. 

7 There was alſo another 
young man of Bethlehem 
Juda, of the kindred thereof: 
and he was a Levite, and 
dwelt there. 

8 Now he went out from 
the city of Bethlehem, and 
deſired toſojourn whereſoever 
he ſhonld find it convenient 
for him. And when he was 
come to mount Ephraim, as 
he was on his journey, and 
had turned aſide a little into 
the houfe of Michas, 


curred with him by a miracle, in reſtoring his ſtrength upon 
the ſpot, in conſequence of his prayer. Samſon by dying in 
this manner was a figure of Chriſt, who by his death over- 


came all his enemies.

Whether is better for thee, to 
be a prieſt in the houſe of 
one man, or in a tribe and 
family in Ifrael? 

20 When he had heard 
this, he agreed to their words, 
and took the ephod, and the

know that in theie houſes 


and departed with them. - 
21 And 
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21 And when they were 
going forward, and had put 
before them the children and 
the cattle, and all that was 
valuable, 

22 And were now at a diſ- 
tance from the houſe of Mi- 
chas, the men that dwelt in 
the houſes af Michas gather- 
ing together followed them, 

23 And began to ſhout out 
after them. They looked 
back, and ſaid to Michas: 
What aileth thee? Why doſt 
thou cry ? 

24 And he anſwered: You 
have taken away my gods 
which I have made me and 
the prieſt, and all that I have, 
and do you ſay : What aileth 
thee ? 

25 And the children of 
Dan ſaid to him: See thou 
ſay no more to us, leſt men 
enraged come upon thee, and 
thou periſh with all thy houſe. 

26 And ſo they went on 
the journey they had begun. 
But Michas ſeeing that they 
were ſtronger than he, re- 
turned to his houſe. 

27 And the fix hundred 
men took the prieſt, and the 
things we ſpoke of before, 
and came to Lais to a people 
that was quiet and ſecure, and 
ſmote thein with the edge of 
the ſword: and the city they 
burnt with fire, 

28 There being no man 
at all who e them any 
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ſociety or buſineſs with any 
man. And the city was in 
the land of Rohob: and 
they rebuilt it and dwelt 
therein, 

29 Calling the name of 
the city Dan after the name 
of their father, who was the 
ſon of Iſrael, which before 
was Called Lais. 

30 And they ſet up to 
themſelves the graven idol, 
and Jonathan the ſon of Ger- 
ſam the ſon of Moſes, he and 
his ſons were prieſts in the 
tribe of Dan, until the day 
of their captivity. 

31 And the idol of Mi- 
| chas remained with them all 
the time, that the houſe of 
God was in Silo. In thoſe 
days there was no king in 
Ifrael. 


CHAP. ADC 
A Levite bringing home his 
wife, is lodged by an old 
man at Gabaa in the tribe 
of Benjamin. His wife 
is there abuſed by wicked 
men, and in the morning 
found dead. Her huſband 
cutteth her body in pieces, 
and ſendeth to every tribe 
of Iſrael, requiring them 
to revenge the wicked fact.

3 And her huſband follow- 
ed her, willing to be reconcil- 
ed with her, and to ſpeak 
kindly to her, and to bring 
her back with him, having 
with bim a ſervant and two 
aſſes: and ſhe received him, 
and brought him into her fa- 
ther's houſe. And when his 
father-in-law had heard this, 
and had ſeen him, he met him 
with joy, 

4 And embraced the man. 
And the-ſon-in law tarried in 
the houſe of his father-in-law 
three days, eating with him 
and drinking familiarly.

And they ate 
together.

And his 
father-in-law ſpoke to him a- 
gain: Conkider that the day 
is declining, and draweth to- 
| ward evening: tarry with me 
to-day alfo, and ſpend the day 
in mirth, and to-morrow thou: 
ſhalt depart that thou mayſt 
go into thy houſe. | 
10 His ſon-in-law would 
not conſent to his words: but 
forthwith went forward and- 
came over - againſt Jebus,

11 And now they were 
come near Jebus and the day 
was far ſpent: and the ſer- 
vant faid to his maſter:

29 And when he was come 
home, he took a ſword, and 
divided the dead body of bis

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30 And when every one 
had ſeen this, they all cried 
out: There was never ſuch 
a thing done in Iſrael from the 
day that our fathers came up 
out of Egypt, until this day:

CHAP. XX. 
The Iſraelites warring a- 


gainſt Benjamin are tavice 
defeated: but in the third 
battle the Benjaminites are 
all ſlain, ſaving fix hun- 


dred men. 


HEN all the children 

of Ifrae] went out, and 
athered together, as one man 
— Dan to Berſabee, with 
the land of Galaad, to the 


Lord in Maſpha: 


2 And all the chiefs of the 
people, and all the tribes of 
Iſracl met together in the aſ- 
ſembly of the people of God 
four hundred thouſand foot- 
men fit for war. 

3 (Nor were the children 
of Benjamin ignorant that 
the children of lirae] were 
come up to Maſpha.) And 
the Levite, the huſband of 
the woman that was killed, be- 
ing aſked, how ſo great a wick- 
edneſs had been commited, 

4 Anſwered: I came into 


Gabaa of Benjamin with my 


wife, and there I lodged : 
5ß And behold the men of 
that city in the night beſet 


the houſe wherein 1 was, in- 


tending 
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tending to kill me, and abuſed 
my wife with an incredible 
fury of luſt, ſo that at laſt 
ſhe died. 

6 And I took her and cut 
her in pieces, and ſent the 
parts into all the borders of 
your poſſeſſion: becauſe there 
never was ſo henious a crime, 
and ſo great an abomination 
committed in Iſrael. 

7 You are all here, O chil- 
dren of Iſrael, determine what 
you ought to do. 

8 And all the people ſtand- 
ing, anſwered as by the voice 
of one man: we will not re- 
turn to our tents, neither ſhall 
any one of us go into his own 
houſe: | 

9 But this we will do in 
conimon againſt Gabaa, 

10 We will take ten men 
of a hundred out of all the 
tribes of Iſrael, and a hundred 
out of a thouſand, and a thou- 
ſand out of ten thouſand, to 
bring victuals for the army, 
and that we may fight againſt 
Gabaa of Benjamin, and ren- 
der to it for its wickedneſs, 
what it deſerveth. 

11 And all Iſrael were 
gathered together againſt the 
city, as one man, with one 
mind, and one counſel: 

12 And they ſent meſſen- 
gers to all the tribe of Ben- 
jamin to ſay to them: Why 
hath ſo great an abomination 
been found among you? 

13 Deliver up bs men. of 


Gabaa, that have committed | 
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this henious crime, that they 
may die, and the evil may 
be taken away out of Iſrael. 

But they would not hearken 
to the propoſition of their 
brethren the children of Iſ- 
rael: 

14 But out of all the ci- 
ties, which were of their lot, 
they gathered themſelves to- 
gether into Gabaa, to aid them, 
and to fight againſt the whole 
people of Iſrael. 

15 And there were found 
of Benjamin five and twenty 
thouſand men that drew the 
{word, beſides the inhabitants 
of Gabaa, 

16 Who were ſeven hun- 
dred moſt valiant men, fight- 
ing with the left hand as well 
as with the right: and fling- 
ing ſtones ſo ſure that they 
could hit even a hair, and 
not miſs by the ſtone's going 
on either fide. 

17 Of the men of Iſrael 
allo, beſide: the children of 
Bemjamin, were found four 
hundred thouſand that drew 
ſwords, and were prepared to 
fight. 

18 And they aroſe and 
came to the houſe of God, 
that is, to Silo: and they con- 
ſulted God, and ſaid: Who 
s the firſt 
to go to tle againſt 
the children of Benjamin ? 
And the Lord anſwered them: 


Let Juda be your leader. 


19 And forthwith the 
children of Iſrael riſing in the 
morning 
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morning, camped by Gabaa : 

20 And going out from 
thence to fight againſt Benja- 
min, began to aſſault the ci- 


ty. 

21 And the children of 
Benjamin coming out of Ga- 
baa, ſlew of the children of Iſ- 
rael that day two and twenty 
thouſand men. 

22 Again Iſtael (a) truſt 
ing in their ftrength and their 
number, ſet their army in 
array in the ſame place, where 
they had fought before: 

23 Yet fo that they firſt 
went up and wept before the 
Lord until night: and conſult 
ed him, and ſaid: Shall I go 
out any more to fight againſt 
the children of Benjamin my 
2 or — And he 
anſwered them: Go up againſt 
them, and join bake 

24 And when the children 
of Iſrael went out the next 
day to fight againſt the chil- 
dten of Benjamin; 

25 The children of Benja- 
min ſallied forth out of the 
gates of Gabaa: and meeting 
them made ſo great a ſlaugh- 
er of them, as to kill eigh- 
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teen thouſand men that drew 
the ſword. | 

26 Wherefore all the chil- 
dren of Iſrael came to the 
houſe of God, and ſat and 
wept before the Lord : and 
they faſted that day till the 
evening, and offered to him 
holocaufts, and victims of 
peace-offerings, 

27 And inquired of him 
concerning their ſtate. At 
that time the ark of the co- 
venant of the Lord was there, 

28 And Phinees the ſon 
of Eleazar the ſon of Aaron 
was over the houſe. So they 
conſulted the Lord, and 
ſaid : Shall we go out any 
more to fight againſt the chil- 
dren of Benjamin our bte- 
thren, or ſhall we ceaſe? 
And the Lord, ſaid to 
them: Go up, for to-morrow 
I will deliver them inte your 
hands. 

29 And the children of 
Iſrael ſet ambuſhes round a- 
bout the city of Gabaa. 

30 And they drew up 
their army againſt Benjamin 
the third tune, as they had 
done the firſt and ſecond.

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31 And the children of 
Benjamin boldly iſſued out of 
the city, and ſeeing their ene- 
mies flee, purſued thema long 
way, ſo as to wound and kill 
ſome of them, as they had 
done the firſt and ſecond day, 
whilſt they fled by two high- 
ways, whereof one goetł up 
to Bethel, and the other to 
Gabaa, and they flew about 
thirty men : 

32 For they thought to cut 
them off, as they did before. 
But they artfully feigning a 
flight deſigned to draw them 
away from the city, and by 
their ſeeming to flee to bring 
them to the high ways afore- 
laid. 

3 Then all the children 
of Iſrael riſing up out of the 
places where they were, ſet 
their army in battle array, in 
the place which is called Baal- 
thamar.

And 
other ten thouſand men cho- 
len out of all Iſrael attacked 
the inhabitants of the city.

35 And the Lord defeated 
them before the children of 
Iſrael, and they flew of them 
in that day five and . 
thoutand, and one hundred, 
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all fighting men and that drew 
the ſword. - 

36 But the children of Ben- 
jamin when they ſaw them- 
ſelves to be too weak, be 
to flee. Which the children of 
Iſrael ſeeing, gave them place 
to flee, that they might come 
to the ambuſhes that were 
prepared, which they had 
ſet near the city. 

7 And they that were in 
ambuſh aroſe on a ſudden out 
of their coverts, and whilſt 
Benjamin turned their backs 
to the layers, went into the 
city, and ſmote it with the 
edge of the ſword. 

38 Now the children of 
Iſrael had given a ſign to 
them, whom they had laid 
in ambuſhes, that after they 
had taken the city, they ſhould 
make a fire: that by the ſmoke 
riſing on high, they might 
ſhew that the city was taken.

(for the children of Benja- 
min thought they fled, and 
purſued them vigorouſly, kill- 
ing thirty men of their army.) 

40 And ceived as it 
were a pillar of ſmoak riſe up

the flames aſcended on high: 

41 They that before bad 
made as if they fled, turning 
their faces ſtood bravely 
againſt them.

But he 
anſwered: I will buy the 
field. 

And Booz ſaid to him: 
When thou ſhalt buy the 
field at the woman's hand, 
thou muſt take alſo Ruth the 
Moabiteſs, who was the wife 
of the deceaſed: to raiſe up 
the name of thy kinſman in 
his inheritance. 

6 He anſwered: I yield 
up my right of next a-kin: 
for I muſt not cut off the poſ- 
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terity of my own family, 
Do thou make uſe of my pri- 
vilege, which I profeſs I do 


willingly forego. 

7 Now this in former 
times was the manner in Iſra- 
el between kinſmen, that if 
at any time one yielded his 
right to another: that the 

t might be ſure, the man 
put off his ſhoe, and gave it 
to his neighbour, this was a 
teſtimony of ceſſion of right 
in Iſrael. 

8 So Booz faid to his kins- 
man: put off thy ſhoe. And 
immediately he took it off 
from his foot. 

9 And he faid to the anci- 
ents and to all the people: 
You are witneſſes this day, 
that I have bought all that 
was Elimelech's, and Cheli- 
on's and Mahalon's of the 
hand of Noemi: 

10 And have taken to 
wife Ruth the Moabiteſs, the 
wife of Mahalon, to raiſe 
up the name of the deceaſed 
in his inheritance, leſt his 
name be cut off, from among 
his family and his brethren 
and his people. You, I ſay, 
are witneſſes of this thing. 

11 Then all the people 
that were in the pate, and the 
ancients anſwered: We are 
witneſſes: The Lord make 
this woman who cometh into 
thy houſe, like Rachel, and 
Lia, who built up the houſe 


| of Iſtael: that ſhe may be an 


example 
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example of virtue in (a) E- 
phrata, and may have a fa- 
mous name in Bethlehem: 

12 And that thy houſe may 
be, as the houſe of Phares, 
whom Thamar bore unto Ju- 
da, of the ſeed which the 
Lord ſhall give thee of this 
young woman. 

13 Booz therefore took 
Ruth, and married her: and 
went in unto her, and the 


Lord gave her to conceive, | vid 


and to bear a ſon. 

14 And the women faid 
to Noemi: Blefſed be the 
Lord, who hath not ſuffered 
thy family to want a ſucceſſor: 
that his name ſhould be pre- 
ſerved in Iſrael. 

15 And thou ſhouldſt have 
one to comfort thy ſoul, and 
cheriſh thy old age. For he 
is born of thy daughter-in-
